SECTION]... CHAPTER I. 


Of EptLepsy, or the FALLING-SICKNESS. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE paroxy{ms of epilepfy come on for the 
moft part fuddenly and unexpectedly : 

fometimes they are preceded by univerfal wea- 
rinefs, pain and heavinefs of the head, pertur- 
bation of the fenfes, interrupted fleep, unulual 
fearfulnefs, dimnefs of fight, tingling of the ears, 
palpitation of the heart, diftenfion of the pre- 
Vou. II. A cordia, 
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cordia, obftruction of refpiration, rumbling of 
the belly, fetid ftools, a profufe difcharge of 
urine, coldnefs of the extremities, or a fenfation 
as of a blaft of cold air afcending from the lower 
parts towards the heart and head, which has 
obtained the name of aura epileptica. 


’ In the fit fome are thrown fuddenly to the 
ground with the eyes open, contorted, and in- 
verted, fo that only the white can be feen: the . 
thumbs are ftrongly contracted into the palms 
of the hands, the patient, foams at the mouth, 
with a hiffing noife, the teeth gnath together, 


_ and the tongue is generally wounded, the limbs 


tremble, and the whole body is violently con- . 
vulfed. . Others grow {tiff and. immoveable as a 
ftatue. In infants the penis becomes ereét, and 
often the urine is thrown out to a great diftance. 
In adults, the femen is ejected. When the fit ' 
goes off, the patient-complains of pain, numb- 
nefs and heavinefs of the head. - 
a 

The paroxy{ms, according to different cir 
cumitances, prove more or lefs frequent. Some- 
times they return at ftated periods, particularly 
about the new and full moon; and, in women, 


at the time of the menftrual flux. Any fud- 


den commotion of the mind, from fear, anger, 


joy, or intenfe thought, inftantly brings on the 


fit.

fit. The fame confequence alfo often arifes 
from exceflive cold, heat, venery, or drinking 
inebriating liquors. 


_ Children, efpecially fuch as are of a foft, lax 
and delicate habit, are peculiarly fubject to this 
diforder: greateft part of their difeafes, whether 
acute or chronical, are manifeftly accompanied 
with epileptic motions. Among adults, thofe 
are moft liable to epilepfies, who, from their in- 


fancy, have been fubject to catarrhs, defluxions. 


of the eyes and ears, running fores of the head, 
- and hemorrhages from the noftrils. 


The immediate caufe of epilepfies feems to be, 
a fpafmodic ftri€ture or compreflion of the mem- 
branes invefting the brain; by which the ner- 


vous fluid is impetuoufly propelled into the or-. 


gans of motion, and its paflage into the fenfori- 
um interrupted. This compreffion is occafion- 
ed either jdiopathically, by external violences on 
the head; préternatural bony excrefcences in 


the fkull; vifcid blood, or polypous concretions, . 


diftending the jugulars, or finufes of the dura 
mater; blood extravafated betwixt the integu- 
ments, and in the ventricles of the brain; and 
violent paflions, particularly anger and fear, by 
which the nerves and membranes are ftrongly 
contracted and dilated, and the motions of the

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whole animal machine difordered: even the 
milk of a nurfe ftrongly affected by anger or 
fear, has been obferved to render the child epi- 


leptic; and infants become remarkably fubject 


to this difeafe, from the mother giving way to 
vehement paffion during geftation: there are 
likewife inftances of perfons falling into‘epilep- 

fies from the fight of others in a fit, and alfo 


| aan unfatisfied venereal defires; or /ymptoma- 


tically, by intenfe pains, as in difficult dentition, 
the toothach, calculus; by ftrong fpafms in the 
ftomach, and inteftines, and. erofions of the 
nerves, from, acidities, worms, the remains. of 


' the {mall pox and petechial fevers, the healing 


up of old ulcers, repreflion of cutaneous erup- 


tions; and by vifcid blood obftructing and di- 


{tending the veflels, as in cachettic and ane | 
chondriacal cafes. | 


If the patient be young, the difeafe not invete- 
rate or hereditary, or the fits of long, continu-_ 


ance; if it proceeds from diforders of the firft 


paflages, from worms, ill regimen, or ill cured 
cutaneous eruptions; if the fit comes on in the 
night, is immediately preceded by a fenfation as. 
of a blaft of cold air afcending to the back, 
preecordia and head, and this by an anxiety, lofs: 


of ftrength, and retching to vomit; if in the 


fit the fenfes are not entirely loft, andthe thumbs 
| not 
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not contracted ; there are hopes of acure. In 
young perfons, epilepfics are fometimes carried 
off by a change of air, diet, and manner of life ; 
by puberty, or the appearance of the menfes ; 
by the fupervention of a quartan ague or other 
fevers; by the eruption of cutaneous ulcera- 
tions of exanthemata, as the {mall pox; meailes, 
or running fores. 


Epilepfies from’ obftructions of the veffels of 
the brain, or bony excrefcences within the fkull, 
are incurable: neverthelefs, the impetus of the 
‘blood, and confequently the preflure of the brain 
again{t the obftacle, and the violence or fre- 
quency of the fits, may be greatly diminifhed. 
Thofe which happen. at the height of ‘acute fe- 
vers are dangerous: fuch as are hereditary, and 
. thofe which remain or make their appearance 
after the years of puberty, which generally pro- 
ceed from an hereditary taint, are extremely 
difficult of cure; as are likewife habitual epi- 
lepfies of long ftanding, when by frequent ac- 
ceffions they have weakened the body, and as it 
were changed the conformation of the veffels 
and membranes of the brain. Returns more 
frequent than ufual are an unfavourable fign ; 
blindnefs, a mania, lofs of memory, or idiotifm, 
are always dangerous; a pally or apoplexy, mor- 
tal. All epilepfies that prove fatal terminate in 
an apoplexy. 
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§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The indications of cure are, to corre or ex- 
pel the offending matter, and to allay the violent 
fpafms of the dura mater and the nervous fy- _ 
ftem. This laft intention is anfwered hd ano- 


dynes and corroborants. 


The principal anodyne medicines are, mode- 
rately fragrant plants, and waters diftilled from | 
them; as meadow-{fweet flowers, balm,» fage, 
bafil, primrofe-flowers, lilies, rofes, lime-flowers, 
the root and flowers of peony, orange-flowers, 
valerian-root, black cherry-water ; and alfo ex- 
tract of poppies, faffron and nutmegs, caftor, 
dulcified fpirit of nitre, and the mineral anodyne 
liquor. ‘The principal corroborants are, lavender- 
flowers, balm, rofemary, rue, marjoram, yellow 
faunders, cardamoms, cloves, amber; and ef. 
fential oils, tinctures, balfams, decoétions, lini- 
ments, prepared from them; and alfo the balfa- 
mum vite, and other like compofitions. 


Ambergris is a medicine of particular efficacy — 
in this diforder, far exceeding all the other epi- 
leptics both as an anodyne and corroborant. 
Spirit of hartfhorn, and the oil highly reGtified, 
are likewife frequently of great fervice. Nor are 

| the 
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the woods, euaiacum, faflafras, and the'like, with- 
out their ufe: feveral epileptic perfons are faid to 
have been cured by a decoction of guaiacum 
exhibited twice -a-day'to the quantity of fix or 
eight ounces, a few drops of {pirit of vitriol be- 
ing added to each dofe: this medicine was con- 
tinued thirty or forty’ days, and a weak decoc- 
tion of the fame wood ufed for common drink. 
Nervous powders ‘are likewife advantageoufly 
fprinkled on’'the head, and rubbed in among the 
smi or sherpa ita the nofe. 


“The sorbpoing: remedies take ebptaes aunediy in 


ferous and ‘cachectic habits. Previous to their 
adminiftration, we mult endeavour. to remove 
the caufe of the difeafe. If the epilepfy pro- 
ceeds from blood ftagnating | in the membranes 
of the brain, or moving'too impetuoufly towards 
the head, which is frequently the cafe in hypo“ 
chondriacal and hyfterical perfons, and pregnant 
women; fome blood muft be drawn from thé 
ankles, or by leeches from the hemorrhoidal 
veins. ‘It is fometimes of fervice to open the 
external jugulars, or cup and fcarify the neck, 
and other parts adjoining to the head, provided, 
where a plethora attends, it be previouily dimi- 
nifhed by venefection in the lower parts.

If the diforder proceeds from vehement. pain, 
as a calculus in the ureters, violent toothach, or 
fpafms of the ftomach or inteftines, oily glyfters 
are felt; to’ be injected, and: afterwards fome

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* blood taken away if the patient be plethoric, and Epilepty, 
ananodyne mixture exhibited. In the epilepfies fy Ur'® 
of infants, from gripes, corrupted milk, or difi- —~—~ 
cult dentition, the acrimonious matter in the 
firft paflages is to be evacuated by frequent gly- 

{ters of milk with a little foap, and an electuary 
of rhubarb and manna, to which may be fub- 
joined fome of the fpecific epileptics, particu- 
larly mufk, with the mineral anodyne liquor and - 
volatile fpirits.. In cafe of worms, emollients 
and antiepileptics being premifed, give gentle 

- Jaxatives and anthelminthics, tanfy, garlic, worm- 
féed, extract of fpurge, camphor, aflafcetida, «- 
thiop’s mineral, or mercurius dulcis. | 


§ 3. Practical Cautions and Obfervations. 


1. When epilepfies return at-regular periods, 

- their feat is generally in the firft paflages. In 
this cafe, fome days before a fit is expected, give 

a glyfter and a vomit; after which, the fpecific 
epileptics will aét to much greater advantage. 
The beft emetic is ipecacuanha. f 
‘2. During the paroxyfin, volatile and ftrong- 
fcented fubftances are to be avoided. Nor is it 
advifable to provoke fneezing or vomiting; fince 
thefe occafion a flux of humours to the head, 
and thus often renew the fit. It is proper to 
keep 
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Part I. keep the patient in an upright polture, and to 
“ses well rub the hands and feet with a warm ‘dry 
se=—v—"_ cloth, which in epilepfies from fpafms of the 


limbs is of confiderable advantage. 


3. Blifters, fetons, and cauteries in the neck, 
in the epilepfies of children from a redundance — 
of ferum, though not entirely without their ufe, 
fometimes prove injurious, leaving a languor and 
numbnefs of the body. Blifters and iffues on 
the legs, in chronical epilepfies, and thofe occa- | 

- fioned by acrid {corbutic lymph, promife more 
falutary effects. The Indians cauterize the ankle 
quite down to the tendo Achillis, and keep the 
ulcer open about a fortnight, with good fuccefs, 


4. In all epilepfies, wines and malt-liquors are 

to be abftained from, and common water ufed 

_ for drink. By this I have known ftubborn and 
even hereditary epilepfies either much abated or 
totally removed. | 


5. In plethoric habits, and where the pa- 
roxy{ms return about the equinoxes or folftices, 
particularly if the patient be hypochondriacal, 
fubject to hemorrhoidal obftruétions or me- 
Jancholy, venefection is always neceflary, and 
fhould be performed in the foot, a purgative and 
carminative glyfter being premifed. In hypo- 

chondriacal

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chondriacal perfons, after bleeding, I have ob- 
ferved great benefit from drinking mineral wa- 
ters, but none from bathing. 


6. Evacuants and alteratives muft always be 
premifed to the fpecific epileptics; which, with- 
-out this caution, will do more harm than good. 


4. If the diforder proceeds from external vio- 
lence on the head, and a ftagnation or extrava- 
fation of the juices arifing from thence, cinna- 
bar, levigated to an extreme degree of fubtilty, 
fo as to be capable of paffing into the blood, and 
mixed with other cephalics and diaphoretics, 
proves an excellent difcutient. Among external 
applications for reftraining immoderate motions, 
I have found nothing more effectual than a Jini- 


ment compofed of axungia one ounce, oil of 


-nutmegs half an ounce, oil of rofemary, laven- 
der, and rue, each one dram, rubbed on the 
- neck and back-bone. When the patient has no- 
- tice of the approach of the fit, glyfters and fric- 
tions of the lower parts fhould be immediately 
_had recourfe to, and a {trict regimen obferved. 


8. Opiates muft be very cautioufly given to 
children and weak perfons, as they bring on 
a great debility of the brain and. nervous fy- 


ftem. Ihave feen theriaca and anodyne pow- 
ders, 
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ders, too frequently exhibited to children, leave 
behind them a ftupor,of the mind; and knew an’ 
infant, from the conftant ufe of fyrup of poppies, 
thrown into an epilepfy which proved mortal. 


‘ g. This difeafe, when removed, is apt, from 

flight errors in regimen, to return; and, froma 
multiplicity of medicines, to become more vio- 
lent. The prevention, therefore, is chiefly to 
be effected by a ftrict attention to 0 non- 
naturals, 


§ 4. Hiftories of Cafes. 


1. A girl of twelve, of a florid countenance 


| and plethoric habit, fell into an epilepfy from 


a fright: during the fits, the face was remark- 
ably red, and the veffels turgid. Blood was 
therefore drawn from the noftrils, in the third 
attack, to upwards of three ounces; on which 
the paroxy{m immediately went off. The feet 


remaining cold, they were bathed in warm wa- 
ter, and glyfters injected. A dofe of an epilep- 


tic powder being afterwards exhibited every 
night, and an infufion of lime-flowers and balm 
drank as tea for fome time, fhe got well. 


2. A girl of a flender habit and full veins, re- 
ceived a fudden fright two days after the firft 
eruption

éruption of the menfes: the flux immediately 
ftopped, the extremities grew cold, a palpitation 
of the heart, anxiety about the pracordia, and 
at length an epilepfy, enfued. ‘Towards the end 
of the paroxy{m, blood was drawn from the 
fect; and on the fit going off, which it did 
_ immediately, an oily glyfter with chamomile- 
flowers was injected. She had afterwards feve- 
ral flight fits; and therefore drank warm infu- 
fions of balm, lime-flowers, and cummin-feeds, 
and took an epileptic powder every night, till 
within a few days of the next menftrual period, 
when thefe medicines were exchanged for balfa- 
mic pills and nitrous powders. ‘The menfes re- 
turned, and the patient perfectly recovered. 


Bleeding was as proper in this cafe as in the 
preceding ; but it was more convenient, on ac- 
count of the menftrual obftruction, to take the 
blood from the foot than from the nofe. Many 
epileptics, from violent paflions, have been per- 
fedtly cured, in the eighth month of pregnancy, 
by plentiful bleeding in the feet, anda phubines 
of cinnabar, nitre, and amber. ; 


3. A child three quarters old, fubje& to gripes 
and green ftools, upon fucking his nurfe juift af- 
ter fhe had been terribly frighted, was feized 
_ with an epilepfy. This cian in a little time 


to 
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to oily glyfters, and mixtures of one grain of 
mufk with a few drops of the mineral anodyne. 
liquor, abforbent powders and {imple waters, the 
nurfe at the fame time taking fome diaphoretics: 
with diftilled vinegar. A few weeks after, a rafh 
which had broke out on the head, being impru- . 
dently repelled by unguents, the epilepfy return- 
ed: the child was now coltive, the feces green. 
He was therefore weaned, glyfters repeated, and . 
rhubarb, abforbents, mixtures of volatile fpirits 
and the anodyne liquor diluted with fimple wae - 
ters, occafionally exhibited. By thefe medicines 
the fits became far lefs frequent; but they ftill 
continued till the fourth year, when inflamma- 
tory tumours breaking out about the neck, and 
fuppurating, entirely carried off the difeale. 


4. Several miners were cured of epilepfies 
from contufions on the head, by a mixture of 
cinnabar and prepared amber, each one feruple, 
given twice a-day, along with fome proper 
fimple waters, and continued ten days. To pro- 
mote the cure, epithems compofed of chamo- 
mile-flowers, lavender-flowers, rofemary-leaves, 
and cloves, were applied to the part affected; a 


{kull-cap, containing cloves, cardamoms, ahd 


cubebs, worn over the whole head; and an infu- 
fion of carduus-leaves, faithatleciasa and lime- 
flowers, drank as tea. A man of threefcore, 

: was 
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was in this manner cured of a terrible epilepfy, 
induced by a fall on his head, after it had lafted 
eight days, and attacked him near ten times 
every day.

5. A young lady, accuftomed for feveral years 


to the immoderate ufe of acids, fell into a fever, 


which was treated chiefly with volatile falts. On 
the fifth day, the fymptoms remitted ; but irre- 


gular febrile paroxyfms, with coftivenefs and a 


total want of appetite and fleep, continued for 
fifteen weeks. An epilepfy now acceded to the 
fever, and attacked her conf{tantly about the time 
of menftruation, and upon any violent paflion 
at other times: her.face was ruddy, in the fits 
remarkably red and full, though fKe had neither 
eat or flept during the whole courfe of the dif- 
eafe. A variety of antifebrile medicines, laxa- 
tives, aperient falts, caftor, antifpafmodics, and 
venefedtion, were ufed in vain: the fever and 
epilepfy continued for four months, when mar- 
riage proved a folution of both.

6. Achild who had fuffered an epileptic fit five © 


Priite after coming into the world, was affected, 


when one year old with an eruption of hard tu-_ 


bercles all over his body, from fucking his nurfe. 


after fhe had been violently angry. Thefe being 


repelled by a narcotic plafter applied to the loins, 


an._epilepfy casuals which attacked him every 
day 
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day for fome weeks, and then remitted. Tn the 
fixth year, worms brought back the epilepfy? 
the fits were preceded by flatulencies in the low- 
er belly, thirft, white urine, great anxiety, tooth- 
ach, and coldnefs of the hands and feet: during 
the fits, the face was tumid and brown: ‘the 
blood was vifcid, and colourlefs. By falivation; 
he became worfe, nor did any.kind of medi- 
cines avail, till the fourteenth year; when ha- 

ving taken the balfamic elixir, with thirty drops 
of fal volatile, at meals, for near half a year, the 
diforder entirely went off. 


+, A lad about feventeen, after the plentiful ufe 
of Peruvian bark for the cure of a tertian ague, 
complained of lofs of appetite, anxiety, difficulty of 
breathing, and fome flight returns of the ague: 


thefe terminated in an epilepfy, each fit of which 


was preceded by a diforder of the fenfes, lofs of 

memory, and rednefs of the face. Thefe pa- | 
roxyfms attacked him at irregular intervals for — 
above a year; when the epilepfy going off, the 
diforder of mind proved more violent and fre- 
quent, returning oftentimes thrice in an hour. 
He had a moderate appetite, complained of great 
thirft in the mornings, a heat in the mouth af- 
ter eating, an inflation of the ftomach, and rum- 


bling of the bowels. After numerous medi- 


cines had been tried in vain for a ie or long- 
? er; 
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er, a perfect cure was obtained by gentle vo- 
‘mits:°an epileptic powder every morning and 
evening ; a ftomachic tincture, compofed of ef- 
fence of orange-peel, oil of mace and carda- 


mom-feeds,, and tincture of tartar, taken at. 


meals; and a decoction of peony-root, china- 
root, fcorzonera, mifleltoe, balm, aloes-wood 
and fennel-feeds, ufed'as common drink: iffues 
were likewife made in the arms; and the belly 
kept. open: by oily glyfters with nervous plants 
and common falt. 


ty 9: vA woman of thirty, .paffionate and libidi- 


nous, from fudden grief on the death of her | 


__hufband, complained of a fuppreffion of the men- 
fes, lofs of appetite, anxiety and reftleffnefs. In 
a little time fhe was feized with the fpafmus cy- 
nicus, and afterwards with terrible convulfions, 
which did not yield to bleeding, or any kind of 
medicines. At length a miliary fever broke 
out, by which the difeafe was mitigated, though 
it {till returned violent about the meniftrual pe- 
riod, with a diforder of the fenfes approaching to 
madnefs. Mineral waters and frequent changes 
_of air, fomewhat abated the violence of the fits: 
‘a fecond marriage entirely removed them.

12: A young lady, whofe mother had in hard 
Jabour become epileptic, from irregularities in 
diet, fell into a quartan; each attack of which 
was accompanied with a naufea and retchings. 


A gentle emetic was exhibited on the’ day of in- 


termiffion: its operation was fearce finifhed, 
when the patient drinking largely of cold li- 


‘quors, great anxicty of the precordia, and foon 


after’ an epilepfy fucceeded. Vomiting being 
again excited by warm water, the epilepfy went 


_ off, and the ague remitted.

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Some time after, a naufea, faintnefs, anda. 


fenfation as of a blaft of cold air arifing from 
the bottom of the belly along the right fide, 
which occafioned a difficulty of refpiration, and 
ended in a tingling: of the hands, attacked her 
feveral times a day: towards the full moon, the 
fits were violent, accompanied with a depriva- 
tion of the fenfes, and want of fleep. Notwith- 
ftanding venefection, and feveral uterine and e- 
pileptic medicines, the diforder increafed into a 
true epilepfy: the abdomen was remarkably 
tenfe; the menfes regular. A vomit of ipeca- 
divanfid with crabs-eyes and vitriolated tartar, 
or a dofe of rhubarb, were taken once a-week;

the anodyne liquor, was drank as tea; a nerve- 
ointment applied to. the {pine and region of the 
{tomach; and cupping and fcarification were per- | 
formed once a-month. The ufe of thefe remedies. 
was followed by an inflammatory {welling of the 
tongue, gums and glandules of the throat, and a 
copious difcharge of faliva, which continued four- 


teen days. Thefe being removed by gargarifins, 


the patient, for fome days, was free from all com- 
plaints... The -convulfive fits returned, but far - 
milder than before, attended with a voracious | 
appetite. At length a tertian acceded, whofe 
attacks were always accompanied with a flight 
epileptic fit and retchings to vomit.

12; A girl about eighteen, of large full veins, 
prone to anger and fear, had been accuftomed — 
to high foods, but drank exceeding fparingly ;

There was neverthelefs fuch a redun- 
dance of blood as to render venefection twice a- 
year neceflary: the blood appeared black, and — 
had but little ferum.

precordia, furious motions of the limbs, an ex- 
tremely quick and ftrong pulfe, and an almoft 
“unquenchable thirft.

ture of caftor, removed thefe complaints in a 
few days, when pains of the head, a dry cough, 
anxiety and intenfe pain of the left hypochon- 
dre, with a febrile pulfe and heat, fucceeded. 
- Six ounces of blood were immediately drawn 
from the foot, and rhubarb, mixed’ with crabs- 
eyes and nitre, exhibited. Some days after, fhe 

was gently purged with the cathartic falts. Dia- 


phoretic powders, the anodyne liquor, and the

Pare TIT. F all the difeafes. to which sais are 
Set. 1. fubjected, none has a more alarming and 
: dN dreadful appearance. than, convulfive . motions. 
Thefe confift in violent and involuntary contrac- 

tions of the mufcles, both in the trunk and ex- 
tremities of the body. They are diftinguithed 

from epileply, by the alienation of mind which 

occurs in that affection, | by the abolition - of 

fenfes both. external and internal, by the foam: 

ing at the mouth, and by the total want of re- 
collection of every thing that has paffed during 

an epileptic fit. In pure convulfions none of 

thefe fymptoms take place ; and when they oc- 

cur in any degree, it proves that the con- 

vulfions are in fome meafure complicated with 


epilepfy. 


The attack of this affe€tion is in different

Thofe are principally affected with this dif- 
eafe, whofe nervous fy{tem is either naturally 
weak, or who have acquired fuch a habit from 
other caufes; and they are more liable‘to it if 
there be a corrupted ftate of the fluids.. The dif- 
eafe is obferved to be hereditary, being not-only. 
tranfmitted to children, but through many ge- 
nerations.. Boys and youths are more expofed 
to it than adults; women than men. And it | 
more frequently affes thofe who have ‘great 
fenfibility and acutenefs of genius, ‘than fuch-as 
are of a contrary habit.

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Tn'fuch habits, fits are often excited by paf- 
fions of the mind, by a difeafed’ {tate of the 
fluids, -as'in gouty’or feorbutic complaints, by 
affections of the ftomach and alimentary canal, 
as crudities, acidities, or worms, by the ftate of 
the uterus and bladder, and fometimes by ex- 
ternal injuries, particularly by the’ bite of cer- 
taitt animals. 


§'2.. Method of Cure. 


In the treatment of this difeafe, three objects 
-prefent themfelves to the practitioner. It fhould 
firft be his endeavour to correct thofe caufes fa- 
vouring or exciting the complaint, and, where it 
can be done, to difcharge them from the body. 
In the fecond place, he mutt attempt to allay the 
violent and irregular. motions. And, laitly, 
with the view of preventing a return, he mutt 
firengthen the nervous fyftem. » But, above all 
_ things, a patient! and fteady plan of cure is to be 
recommended, and nothing is to be expected 
from numierous or draftic medicines. 


_ If the difeafe happen to afanguine and plethoric 
patient, with a ftrong and full pulfe, blood fhould 
be let either from the arm or foot; and the opera~ 
tion is afterwards to be repeated, according to the 

{fate of the body. But it is better that it fhould 
| be 
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eae Hs be performed during the remiffions than in the 
Chap. 5. time of the paroxyfm; for from this circum- 
{tance the difeafe is often rendered more obfti-

| . Nothing is of more importance, in the remo= | 

acs val of convulfions, than due regimen. If the pa- 
tient therefore happens to be in a low and mortt, 
fituation, it muft be exchanged for a ferene and 
dry air and temperate climate. In this fituation, 
recourfe muft be had to frequent exercife, food 
-muft be employed of eafy digeftion, and all:heat- 
ing and fpiritous liquors are to be avoided. For 
ordinary drink, patients may employ mild de- 
coctions or Seltzer water. ‘The frequent ule of 
the pediluvium is alfo highly ferviceable, parti- 
cularly at bed-time, when it has often the ae ca

It is-of great -confequence that the belly be 
kept gently open. When therefore it is bound,’

fhould be added a grain or two of emetic tartar, -

. Among the moft effeQtual remedies in convul- 
nati and one which, frequently affords great re- 
lief to patients, is fimple cold water, taken very 
liberally. By this.alone, the moft violent con- 
vulfions have fometimes been, overcome: andj 
in the fame manner, the prudent ufe of different 
temperate mineral waters, whether acidule or 
thermz, are often ferviceable.. 


When convulfions arife from worms, recourfe 
muft be had to anthelminthics. But here the 
more violent ones, as the preparations of copper 
and mercury, are to be fhunned, or ufed with 
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great caution. ‘he anthelminthics employed | 


fhould at the fame time poflefs a ftrengthening 
quality. With this view, the femen fantonicum, 
tanfy, rhubarb, leffer centaury, or the like, may 
be ufed; and, if necefflary, a {mall:proportion of 
Teale may be agect. 


sawivel a Toppteffioh of the menftrual aie fup- 
ports this dreadful difeafe, the ftrong emmena- 
gogues ought not to be employed. But attempts 
muft be made to reftore the difcharge, by tepid 
bathing, warm infufions, balfamic pills, and pru- 
dent blood-letting. When a fuppreffion or di-

When, notwithftanding every endeavour te 
ras remove caufes inducing or fupporting convul- 
—~— fions, the inordinate motions ftill remain, re- 


courfe muft be had to different fedatives. The 
flowers and root of peony, and the papaver 
Rhoeados, deferve to be mentioned. The mi- 
neral anodyne liquor with effence of caftor, the 
pilule e cynoglofflo with aurum fulminans, and 
native cinnabar and the pilule Wildeganfil, are 
often ufed with fingular benefit. 


External applications alfo, particularly to the 
neck and fpine, deferve praife. Thefe confift 
chiefly of different animal fats united with the 
effential diftilled oils, as thofe of rue, lavender, 
marjoram, and rofemary. Where a more pe- 
netrating application is wanted, a little volatile 
{pirit of fal ammoniac may be added. 


For the prevention of this difeafe, the utmoft 
regularity muft be obferved with refpect to the 
non-naturals, -A cold moift atmofphere is to be. 
fhunned, and exercife taken freely in temperate 
and ferene air. Both diet and drink fhould be. 
‘light, the mind fhould be kept cheerful, venery 
fhould be fhunned, the belly fhould be kept 
open, and the fleep fhould be undifturbed. 


CHAP. 


CHAPTER If. 


Of Wanpberine Spasmopic Motions. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HERE is a certain kind of fpafmodic con- 
vulfive motion, which, with wonderful vo- 
lubility, affects by turns many different parts of 
the body, but which chiefly confifts in agitation 
and contraction of the extremities. While, in 
convulfions and ‘epilepfy, either the whole body 
or feveral parts are affected at once, and conti- 
nue affected through the whole fit, in this dif- 
eafe they wander through the whole body, paf- 
fing fuddenly from one part to another. 


_ The paroxy{m itfelf is attended with a great 
variety of fymptoms; but the following are the 
principal: a fenfe of prickling in the hands or 
feet, pandiculation, anxiety at the preecordia, and 
fpafmodico-convulfive agitations flying from one 
part of the body to another. By thefe, the feet, 
hands, legs, and arms, are contorted in different 
ways. ‘The head alfo is affected; the eyes, 

mouth,

mouth, and cheeks, are alternately agitated. Pa- © 
tients, during -the fit, emit wonderful founds, 
imitating different animals. They cry, weep, and 
laugh, without any reafon. Nor are the internal 
parts and vifcera free. Thefe are often affeéted 
with fevere fpafm alternating with the motions 


~of the external parts. Hence enfues difficult re: 


{fpiration, with a fenfe of fuffocation, violent car- 
dialgia, fevere. gripes, hiccup, and palpitation. 


_» When the paroxyfm is terminated, there ré- 
mains an inexpreflible languor, or deep fleep. 
Not unfrequently they are terminated in inflam- 


‘matory tumours. In fome cafes,the fkin appears 


as if fuffufed with bile; in ‘others, foul ulcerous 
pultules, or vefications filled with water, aré 
fpread over the whole body.'’ Upon diffedtiion 
after death, inflammatory affections are often dif. 
covered in the ftomach, inteftines, liver, fpleen, 
or lungs. ~ The’ gall-bladder alfo has been found: 
diftended with bile, and often feveral {poontuls 
of bile have been found in the ftomach. 


One of the hist remarkable circumftances of 
this affection is, that, at certain feafons of thé 
year, ‘and in certain countries, it has raged epi- 
demically.. This however has' chiefly happened 
when it has been complicated with an epidemic 
pill In thele cafes, it is probably produced by 

‘malignant 
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malignant volatile exhalations in the air; ; while, 
in others, where it does not depend on a here- 
ditary difpofition to fpafm, it feems to be the ef- 
fect of a i Sinaia impurity of ms fluids. 


Boni the chief caufes immediately exciting 
thefe fits, are different emotions and paffions, as 
fear, grief, anger, joy, or luft: fometimes alfo it 
arifes from food, drink, or medicines, particularly 
-thofe of a ‘orton acrid, or heating nature. 


Although this difeafe does not often, of itfelf, 
prove fatal, yet frequently it is fo obftinate as 
not to admit of cure even for a long period of 
years, and at length terminates in epilepfy or 
‘apoplexy, and in this manner in death. But 
wherever hereditary difpofition is abfent, the dif- 
eafe is recent, induced by an external caufe, and 
‘happens to a young patient, the timely interpo- 
‘fition of proper remedies is for the moft part 
followed by a profperous event. | 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The cure of wandering {pafmodic affections is 
chiefly to be accomplifhed by anfwering four in- 
dications. Firft,,To corre& the fubtile poifon- 
ous ‘matter which excites fuch tumults in the 
ney to fit it for being ae and to dif- 
charge 
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charge it. Secondly, To ‘reftrain and allay the

avoid, eliminate, and remove every caufe which — 
{upports the complaint, and affords a conftant — 

fomes to the difeafe. Fourthly and laftly, To 
ftrengthen the debilitated. parts, that the aise:

Thefe intentions mutt. be jicouane by dif- 
ferent means, according to the nature of the 
cafe. When the difeafe is epidemic, arifing 
from impure food or any fimilar external caufe, 
a gentle emetic in the beginning is highly ufe- 
ful. The beft and moft fecure is the powder of 
ipecacuanha. When the difeafe makes its attack — 
at {tated periods, it is a.certain proof that the fo- _ 
mes is an acrid faburra in the duodenum. | This — 
is belt expelled by powder of rhubarb conjoined — 
with abforbents. When it is induced from the 
retropulfion of exanthematous eruptions, the 
fluids muft be freed from the impurities with 
which they are loaded, and the efflorefcence in- 
vited to the furface. For thefe purpofes, recourfe 
muft be had to diaphoretic, nitrous, and cinna- 


_barine powders, to warm infufions drank in bed, - 


to frictions, fomentations, and the tepid ‘bath. 
Not unfrequently alfo, blifters, iffues, and fetons, © 
are employed with advantage.

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For allaying the inordinate motions, when fe- Wander. 


vere, recourfe muft be had to anodynes and an- 
tifpafmodics, particularly bezoardic powders, 
theriaca coeleftis, the mineral anodyne liquor, 
and effence of caftor. Often the violence of the 
fpafms requires, that attempts fhould be made to 
allay them by the.external application of ano- 


dyne liniments. For this purpofe, an ounce of 


any unctuous fubftance may be united with the 
oleum Hyofciami and Peruvian balfam, each one 
dram, oil of Rhodium, rue, and marjoram, each 
ten drops. From the application of fuch a lini- 
ment to the temples, neck, and fpine, the beift 


_ effeéts have been derived, and the difeafe, if not 


inveterate, has been overcome, 
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Of iy Ecstatic Spas, or Cararzesy, e 
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N catalepfis, which j is a very rare difeate, all 
the fenfes, and all power of voluntary mo- 
tion, are in an inftant fufpended, and the body 
remains immoveable in the fituation in which it 
is attacked, whether fitting, ftanding, or lying. 
The paroxyfm, for the moft part, occurs fud- 
denly; and as it, for the moft part, happens in 
the day time, the eyes are generally open, and 
remain fixed.in one pofition. But notwith- 


ftanding this total want of the power of volun- 


tary motion, the limbs can be bent by external 
force, and they can thus alfo be moved from 
their fituation. But ftill they remain in what- 
ever pofition and fituation they are placed. Al- 
though the eyes be open, they neither fee nor. 


hear, nor have they any feeling from fevere 


impr¢flions. In this condition, however, the 
pulfe and refpiration continue regular, and what 
is forced into the mouth is afterwards fwallow- 


ed, 
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ed. The abdomen, is often betthathell: and 
fuch a ftricture frequently takes place at the 
anus, that even the fmalleft glyfter-pipe can- 
not be introduced. The complexion retains 
its “ufual florid ftate. At-length, amidft deep 
fighings, they recover their faculties; then they 
tell many ftrange things which they had feen 
and heard.in imagination. For fome time after 
the ch they either altogether abftain from 
food, or eat very apenas 


Women are in general more fubjeét to this 
difeafe than men; and thofe are particularly li- 
able to it, in whom the power of imagination is 
very ftrong. Upon the diffeétion of fome dying 
of this difeafe, the veffels of the brain, at its 
fore part, have been found diftended with black 


blood, while thofe on the back part have been 


filed merely with a ferous matter. But the 
nerves, at their origin, have been obferved to be 
ey dry. 


Among the caufes inducing this affection, 
nothing has probably more influence than a vif- 
cid ftate of the fluids, producing ftagnation in 


_. the brain. Many cafes are related, in which 


the difeafe has been excited by the influence of 

paffions of the mind, as anger, fear, joy, or furprife. 

It has alfo been fometimes afcribed to cold, and 
C2 1S 
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is chiefly a difeafe of cold climates and feafons, 
occurring principally in mountainous fituations, 
and during winter. With fome, it has taken place 
from peculiar imprefiions, fuch as thofe arifing 
from the fight of difagréeable objects, from hear- 
ing or reciting certain words, and even from pe- 
culiar founds, although conveying no particulas 
meaning. 


Catalepfis is, in general, flighteft when it a- 
rifes from affections of the mind. But-when it | 
proceeds from impurity and vifcidity of the come 
mon mafs of fluids, and {till more when it is the 
effect of cold, it often proves fuddenly fatal. In 
thefe cafes, if relief be not quickly obtained, it 
often terminates in apoplexy, and thus proves 
fuddenly fatal. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


In this cision: the two principal objects to 
be aimed at are, firft, To relax thofe fpafms with 
which the mufcles are affeéted$ and, fecondly, 
To remove the caufes which base contributed

nefit is often derived from bathing, and drink- 
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ing mineral waters... Where thefe cannot be | 


had, whey, with a proportion of purging fale, 
may be fubftituted with advantage. Where 
there is a fufpicion of worms, recourfe mult be 
had to anthelminthics ; but thofe which have 
much effe&t in vellicating the inteftines are to 
be fhunned. Pills, with extract of tanfy, rhu- 
barb, myrrh and aflafoetida, are often followed 
with the beft effects. Where pailions of the 
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_ mind have had a great {hare in exciting the af- 


fection, the utmoft attention muft be -beftowed 


to avoid every thing that can: give difturbance. 


Chearful company, and gentle exercife, are to 
be enjoined: Thefe, accompanied witha change 
of air and fituation, have often produced a cure 
in very obftinate cafes. Travelling ina healthy 
climate is of much more advantage: than re- 
maining in any fixed fituation. And, indeed, 


' the good effects arifing from long journeys, in 
a variety'of'nervous difeafes, are fo. numerous, 
that or can ty be detailed. . |

mate fhould-be avoided. Thofe foods are to be

She was fubje¢ted to more than an hundred at- 
tacks of this kind within the {pace of forty days; 
and although thefe were varied, both in length 
and in feverity, yet they were always fuch that 
fhe could not be roufed. 
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During the paroxyfm, both the pulfe and:re- © 
fpiration continued natural, excepting that to- 
wards the clofe of it there was violent agitation 
of the thorax and abdomen, with palpitation at 
the heart. For the {pace of about fourtéen 
days fhe entirely abftained both from food and 


> drink; and when, by entreaty,, fhe ,took any 


thing into her mouth, fhe was affected with great _ 


-anxiety at the preecordia, and:fenfe of fuffoca- 


tiom During that time alfo the flept very little: 
Thefe almoft conftantly attacked her when nid 
heard divine fervice. 

Many remedies were employed without effec, 
and nothing feemed to have any influence,’ ei+ 
ther in fhortening the fit or preventing a return, 
till at length a change of air being recommend- 
ed, they gradually difappeared while the was on 
a ee : 
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CHAPTER V. 


Of Hysteria, or SPASMODICO-CONVULSIVE 
' Motions, from an Affection of the UTERus. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


‘HE liplterie difeafe ‘is a fpafmodico-convul- 
five affeGtion of the nervous sac ari: 
fing: from a diforder of the uterus. | 


The paroxy{m is generally preceded by a pain 
of the forehead, temples, or eyes, with an effu- 
fion of tears, and a dimnefs of fight; a dulnefs 
of the fenfes, an univerfal languor, and liftleff: 


nefs; an anxious opprefled breathing, coftive- : 


nefs, and a ftrong ftimulus to‘ urine, which is 
voided clear as water. 


An intenfe pain of the loins enfues, with vio- 
lent fhiverings, and chilnefs: the belly is hard 
and inflated; the navel is drawn inwards, fo as 
to leave a confiderable cavity ; a fenfation is per- 
ceived as of a ball arifing from the lower belly to 
the hypochondres, diaphragm, and throat. A tre- 
mor and palpitation of the heart cay fucceeds, 
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with a hard, unequal, and fometimes intermit- 
ting pulfe. The extremities grow cold; the fau- 
ces are ftraitened, and the patient bakes in dan- 
ger of being ftrangled. The face becomes ge- 
nerally pale, fometimes red and turgid with 
blood: the voice is loft; and the pulfe is now 
fcarcely to be perceived: fo great is, the ftricture 


“of the belly, as*not only to prevent-the-difcharge 


of flatulencies, but the admiffion of glyfters. 


In fome, the head and limbs are convulfed ; 
others lie ina deep fleep, without fenfe or mos 
tion. Some burft into immodefate laughter, 
and, on recovering their {peech, fpeak delirioufly. | 
Some are feized with violent cardialgic anxie-. . 
ties, and enormous vomitings. 


The paroxy{m for the moft part foon goes off, 
with erudctations, and rumblings in the belly ; 
leaving a languor and heavinefs. of the whole 
body. Sometimes it has continued fo long, that ~ 
the patient has been held for dead,.and even’ ac- 
eh buried. | 


The hyfteric sae 1S fodlh common to wo- 
men of great fenfibility and ftrong paflions;,i in a 
ftate of celibacy ; before the eruption, on a fup- 
preflion, or about, the time of the. ceflation, of 
the menfes _Thofe of a fanguine and choleric 

i oil chains ie 
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_ difpofition are moft liable to convulfive agita- 
tions; the more phlegmatic and fluggifh, to faint- 
_ ings: thefe laft cannot bear without difficulty the 
- Jeaft noife, or wind, or fragrant {mell. 


The hyfterical and hypochondriacal difeafe 
have been erroneoufly confounded: though they 
have feveral fymptoms in common, there are fe- 
veral alfo peculiar to each. The fudden attacks, 
lofs of fenfe and motion, conftant inclination to 
urine, retraction of the abdominal mufcles, in- 
tenfe coldnefs of the lumbar region, fcarce to be 
abated by the application of warm clothes, the 
fenfation as of a ball arifing from the belly, 
a violent fixed pain confined to a finall {pot of 
- the head, and the abatement of all the fymptoms 
from the fmell of burnt feathers, are diftinguith- 
ing phzenomena of the hyfteric paffion. The hy- 
pochondriacal changes ofteneft into melancholy, 
 afcurvy, a flow fever, or the morbus niger ; the 

hyfteric, into an epilepfy, a mortal fyncope, a fu- 
ror uterinus, or acute fever: wherever it proves 
fatal, it is by an epileptic or apoplettic fit that 
the patient is carried off. On diffeCting thofe who 
have died of hypochondriafis, the liver, fpleen, 
and pancreas, are found indurated, fcirrhous, or 
corrupted: in hyfteric perfons, the uterus and 
ovaria are chiefly affected; the latter, in particu- 

Jar, are often furprifingly diftended, 
The 
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The-true hyfteric’ paffion, though violent: and | 
alarming, is not very dangerous, unlefs impro- 
perly treated, or when'the patient is weak and va- 
letudinarian. No difeafe, however, is ‘more liable 
to be attended with epileptic fymptoms; and, 
when produced at firft from injuries in abortion 
or in child-birth, it is apt to return from the flight- 
eft caufes affeting the nervous fyftem. Often 
alfo the hyfterical and hypochondriacal difeafe 
are complicated together; and, in this cafe, prove 
commonly lafting, and difficult of cure. 


62. Method of Cure. 


If the patient be very plethoric, bleed largely or 
repeatedly. I have feen women lying as it were 


‘in an apopledtic fit, from violent uterine fpafms, — 


with the face {welled and red; ; and fome who, | 
from afudden fuppreffion of the menfes, had al- 
moft loft both fpeech and refpiration, or become — 
epileptic ; immediately relieved by venefedtion. — 


In the fit, fetid fubltances are to be applied to 
the noftrils, as caftor, affafoetida, but more par- 
ticularly burnt feathers, and volatile fpirits im- 
pregnated with caftor and oil of rue; from 
which applications I have feen women, ready to 


expire, recovered. Child-bed women feized 


with this difeafe, find great relief from binding 
| the

the lower belly witha belt of Ruffia-leather, the 
_{mell of which is very agreeable both to hyfteri- 
cal and hypochondriacal perfons. » Confiderable 
-fervice is obtained alfo from glyfters, of lovage- 
_feedsand roots, chamomile-flowers,elder-flowers, 


veronica, and the four carminative feeds, boiled 


in whey; to which is afterwards to be added a 
fuitable quantity of the oil of dill-feeds or cha- 
momile-flowers by decoction. Fetid plafters are 
likewife applied with advantage to the umbilical 
region and the pudenda.. Internally may be 
given a mixture of one part of tin@ture of caftor 
with three of the mineral anodyne liquor; or pills 
-compofed of myrrh, fagapenum, opopanax, affa- 
foetida, caftor, faffron, theriaca, each one dram, 
with fix or eight grains of camphor and opium: 
a feruple of the mafs may be made into ten pills, 
and two of thefe taken every hour in chamomile- 
flower water. From this medicine I have often 
obferved unexpected relief. 


After the vonees purging is neceflary, e- 


{pecially where fetids have been freely ufed for- 


reftraining it: Becher’s pills may be mixed with 
‘fome antifpafmodic materials, as cinnabar and a 
grain or two of extract of faflron and caftor, 
and fharpened with the cathartic extract. Dia- 
phoretics are next to be called in aid; as vola- 
tile fpirits, in {mall dofes, with the Perl ano- 
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dyne liquor, and tindtures of faffron, caftor, and 


amber: a profufe fweat is often the pee fo- 


lution of thefe fpafmodic diforders. _ 


- The fpecific antiepileptics may be interpofed, 
as the pulvis marchionum, fpecificum cephali- 
cum Michaelis, our antiepileptic powder, or a 
powder compofed of the fecundina humana, 


/miffeltoe of the oak, amber, coral, faffron, 


caftor, and the clove-fruit. By thefe medi- 
cines, after due evacuations, I have feveral times 
feen convulfive epileptic motions, removed as by 


‘a charm. 


T he hyfteric paffion is very apt to return or 
change into the hypochondriacal or fome other 
chronical difeafe, unlefs a regularity is procured 
in the menftrual evacuations. For this purpofe, 
nothing is more effectual than the hot mineral 
waters, which in almoft all female diforders are | 
more fafe and ferviceable than the cold. The - 
beft of the officinal medicines are mild balfamic | 
tinctures or elixirs, made with menitrua not 
very fpiritous, from myrrh, amber, bitterifh and 
carminative extracts, particularly zedoary and 
orange-peel : thefe excellently promote both the 
uterine purgations, and digeftion, efpecially if 
balfamic laxatives be occafionally interpofed. 


There 
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There is alfo another remedy, more effectual 
than all thefe, that is, marriage. 


§ 3. Praétical Cautions and Objfervations. 


1. In hyfteric diforders from libidinous de- 
fires, beware of hot medicines, and endeavour 


rather to abate the acrimony of the lymph by — 


refrigerants, cold water, whey, and nitre. 


2. Vhe'conftitutions of hyfteric women differ 
greatly, in fo much that the fame remedy fhall 
be falutary to one, and ineffetual or hurtful to 
another. Ihave feen fome who could bear no 
fetids either internally or externally; though 
thefe, in others, give immediate relief. Some, 
in whom the fit was attended with an alarming 
fyncope, I have feen recovered by throwing wa- 
ter in the face, after fpiritous and other ftrong 
medicines had been ufed in vain. Some of a 
hot difpofition and great fenfibility, can bear no 
warm fubftances externally or internally. O- 
piates, very ufeful to fome, are as injurious to 
others, particularly thofe who labour under a 
debility of the nervous fyftem. I have feen 
fome recovered from a fevere fit by drinking 
water, which to others has been very pernicious. 


3. The hypochondriacal affeftion is rarely 
mentioned among the difeafes of women; all 
Vou.

8. In violent hyfteric fuffocations, it is better. 
to excite the patient with volatile falts mixed — 


with. tincture of caftor, and frictions of the pra- 
cordia and feet with rough cloths, than to be 
too free in the ufe of fetid vapours,. whether of 


burnt feathers on of the fetid gums, or even. of 


camphor 5 which. laft there are very few that 
can. bear. 


_g. In hypochondriaco-hyfterical cafes, efpeci- 
ally where the patient, was of a clioleric tempe- 
rament and great fenfibility, [ have ufed with 
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notable fuccefs an abforbent nitrous powder, 
mixed with an equal quantity of amber and a 
little faffron; and the vifceral elixir, with an e- 
qual quantity of the mineral anodyne liquor. 
For mitigating the paroxyfms, I have found no- 
thing better than injecting, in the intermiffions, 
mild carminative and paregoric glyfters, made 
with a large portion of fome exprefied oil, which 


foften and relax the uterus and adjacent parts. 


10. Temperate pediluvia are of good ufe, in 
the intermiffions, for alleviating the fymptoms. 


If too hot, they are apt to bring back the paro- 


xyfm, as I have feveral times obferved, ei ae? 
ally in plethoric habits. 


§ 4. Hifories of Cafes. 


1. A girl of eighteen, fpongy, full of blood 
and juices, of irregular menftruation, after the 
abatement of convulfive afthma from cold, fuf- 
fered a violent hyfteric paroxy{m, with intenfe 
retchings to vomit, obftinate obftruction of the 
belly, retention of urine, coldnefs of the extre- 
mities, vehement palpitation of the heart, fwel- 
ling and rednefs of the face, and {trong pulfa- 
tion of the arteries in the head, threatening an 


_apoplexy. Ina quarter of an hour, fhe reco- 


vered ; a fuch a ftricture of the pharynx re- 
mained, 
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_ mained, that neither liquids nor folids could be 

fwallowed : the pulfe fmall and weak. The fit 
returned every half hour, till venefection in the 
foot procured a truce for eight hours: it then 
returned more fevere, attended with epileptic 
motions. A great difficulty of deglutition ftill 
continuing, glyfters, pediluvia, and nerve-lini- 
‘ments on the fpine and nape of the neck, were 
employed for mitigating the fpafms of the exter- 
nal parts; after which, internal diaphoretics and 
antifpafmodics completed the cure. Slight er- 
‘rors in diet threatened a return of the fymp- 
toms, which was prevented by a gentle laxa- 
tive. 


2. A young nobleman, of fixteen, tall, robult, 
flefhy, immoderately full of blood and juices, 
complained of a great pain about the inguina 
where the fpermatic veflels defcend, with invo- 
luntary erections and venereal defires: Soon 
‘after, a flight fever continued for fome days, 
and in a few weeks the uneafinefs about the in- 
guina returned, with fymptoms not unlike hy- 
{teric ones: horrible fpafms, preceded by a pal- 
pitation of the heart, arofe from the pubes to 
the back, the precordia, the diaphragm, the 
heart, the fauces, and even the brain; occafion- 
ing a ftrangulation of the fauces, difficulty of 
breathing, fainting, fleep, and convulfive moti- 
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ons of the limbs. The fit returned almoft; eve- 


ty month. “The appetite was extremely vora-_ 
cious; the belly bound, fo as to elude ¢ven the 
{tronger purgatives ; the veffels furprifingly:tur- 


gid with blood; the pulfe;.on the attack, .wne- 
qual and deprefled, at other times large and 
quick. A variety of antifpafmodic and antiepi- 
leptic medicines, and mineral waters, were ufed 
with little benefit. By bleeding » almoft: every 
month, nitrous powders in confiderable dofes, 


the ufe of water for common drink, and gentle 


exercife, a. complete cure was obtained in a 
little time. | ts |

I have known feveral other examples of boys 


about puberty, and adults in a ftate of celibacy, 
_affeGied with the effential tonne of the: sie 


fteric difeafe. 


3. A-girl of eighteen, healthful, of a tender 


_conftitution, and great fenfibility of mind, com- 


plained of twitching pains, fometimes in’ the _ 
back, fometimes in the belly,- and fometimes in 


the limbs ;.a great depreffion of ftrength, lofs of 


appetite, f{tricture of the belly, tenefmus, anda 
{tinulus to urine. Faintings came on at times, 
and a ftrangulation of the fauces; with alternate 
fhiverings and preternatural heat. Anxieties of 
the precordia were almoft continual, with an 

extreme 
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_ extreme difficulty of »breathing: the pulfe was 
fometimes quick and weak, fometimes {mall and 
unequal: the urine, for the moft part, clear as 
water, fometimes in {mall quantity, with a red 
fediment: fleep often totally failed; and food or 
medicines increafed the anxiety and pain. Sto- 
machies, carminatives, nervines, emmenagogues, 
laxatives, chalybeates, bleeding in the feet, did 


more harm. than good: the girl had been be-_ 


| ‘trothed, and the hufband, was the cure., In the 
firlt lying-in, fome hyfteric fymptoms returned, 
but yielded to proper remedies.

4. A woman of forty, of a tender conftitu- 
tion, paflionate, {paring in drink, accuftomed to

with hyfteric and {pafmodic fymptoms, which 
came on chiefly about the menftrual period, viz. 
~ violent contractions in the belly, obitinate co- 
ftivenefs, {trangulation of the fauces, a difficul- 
ty of breathing threatening fuffocation, an icy 
coldnefs of the feet, palpitation of the heart ; 
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fometimes acute pains, which were aggravated 
by external preflure, about the region of the fto-

and at length difappeared, 


rable coldnefs of cne fide of the head, with a 
flux of highly faline ferum from the eye: fome- 
times every thing taken was vomited up: gly- 
{ters increafed the pains: in the intervals fhe was 
in perfeét health. Oily elyfters in the intermif- 
fions, nerve-liniments applied to the umbilical 
region, the mineral anodyne liquor, gentle bal- 
famic laxatives, venefection, baths, with a pro- 
per regimen, removed the fpafms, brought back 
the menfes, and effected a cure. 


5. A girl, foon after puberty, of irregular 
men{truation, was feized, many times a-day, 
with a pain of the loins and belly, retraction of 
the navel, tremor and diftenfion of the limbs, 
difficulty of breathing, violent circumrotation of 
the eyes; deflexion of the head downwards and 
to one fide, and a ftrong pulfation of its arteries. 
She had notice of the approach of the fits, re-- 
tained the ufe of her tongue, could keep on her 
legs, but turned round with incredible celerity: 
after the fit fhe was cheerful, and free from 
headach. Medicines availed little; except that 
emollient glyfters, and nerve-liniments applied 
to the fpine, gave fome relief. By change of 
climate and diet, the fymptoms gradually abated,

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I have often obferved, that diforders of the 
nervous fyftem, or of the fpirits as they are cal- 
ded, refift almoft all the remedies that pharmacy 
affords: a change of age, air, aliment and way 
of life, is here to be principally depended on. 


6. A woman about thitty, who, in abortion, 
had voided a polypous concretion; after eating 
apples and milk-meats, and expofure to cold, 
during the menftrual flux, fell down fuddenly in 
a convulfive fit, which returned now and then 
at the monthly period, without giving any pre- 
vious notice, and leaving a languor of the whole 
body, a weight and giddinefs of the head, and 
ob{truction of the belly. During geftation, 
fhe had no complaint: but ten days after deli- 
very, from a diminution of the lochia and co- 
flivenefs for fix days, the {pafms of the head, 
vertigo, flatulencies and gripes began to re-ap- 
pear : appetite and fleep failed, and at length the 
former convulfions returned, occupying chiefly 
the left fide. Carminative and oily glyfters, 
mild balfamic pills, with {mall dofes of caftor 
and faffron, purging waters, afterwards the hot 
mineral waters internally and externally, were 
of principal ufe in the cure. 


roe young woman, of avery tender and bili- 
gus conftitution, who had been feized, after a 
| fit 
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-fit.of pafion, with an epileptic paroxyfm, ‘had, 


on delivery, a profufe uterine difcharge, which 
was fuppreffed by aftringents. Neverthelefs, in 
a fortnight, the menfes returned: when receiving 
a fright, fhe complained immediately of acute 
paifis about the loins, with a conftant ftimulus | 
to ftool and urine; the urine was voided with 
great heat and difficulty, and depofited fome 
fand : fhe retched perpetually: the pains fhifted, 


fometimes to the navel, which was retracted, 


and fometimesto.the breafts. With thefe com- 
plaints fhe was tormented for near a fortnight: 
fleep and appetite were loft: epileptic motions 
came on: in the paroxyfms fhe talked delirioufly: 
a white, acrid, purulent matter oozed frequent- 
ly from the uterus, Emollient glyfters, anodyne 
and nervine ointments, balfamic pills, dc. did no 
fervice.. A nitrous powder with camphor, and 


‘an elixir compofed of tinctures of faffron, myrrh, 


tartar,.and extract of caftor, gave relief: the u- 
rine depofited a fediment, and the menfes flow- 
ed extremely black and fetid. By continuing 
the fame medicines, with only the omiffion of 
the camphor, and the addition of infufion of ve- 


xonica, the uterine difcharge became natural, 


and the patient in a fhort time recovered perfect

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CHAPTER VL 


Of HyPocHONDRIASIS. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE. hypochondriacal difeafe, is a fpafmo- 
dico-flatulent indifpofition of the ftomach 


“—-—~ and inteftines, affecting, by confent, the whole 


nervous fy{ftem, and difordering all the animal 
functions. 


This difeafe is, among chronical ones, what a 
fever is among the acute, univerfal. Its fymp- 
toms are fo numerous, as fcarce to be all re- 
counted: the principal are, diftenfions and in- 
flations of the ftomach and inteftines, particu-' 
larly in the left hypochondre under the baftard 
ribs, where fometimes a hard fwelling appears 
externally ; irregularity of appetite, one while a 
naufea and loathing of food, another voracity ; 
indigeftion and crudities; pain and heat of the 
{tomach, particularly after meals, with a cardi- © 
algia, fpafmodic conftriction of the gullet, diff- 
culty of deglutition, frequent difcharge of lim- 

pid 
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pid mucus from the mouth, acid eructations, 
retching, or vomiting of extremely acrid and 
fometimes febaceous matter; gripes and rum- 
: bling of the bowels; the belly fometimes loofe, 
fometimes obftinately bound, fo as to refule a 
paflage even to flatulencies, which difcharged ei- 
ther upwards or downwards, fomewhat abate 
the other complaints, but are foon copioufly re- 
generated ; the urine for the moft part thin and 
watery, fometimes with a copious fediment ; 
ftraitr efs, conftriction, fulnefs at the breaft, dif- 
ficulty of breathing, and palpitation of the heart; 
pains of the head, and vertigo; tingling of the 
eats, and dulnefs of hearing; pain and drynefs 
of the eyes, dimnefs of fight, dilatation of the pu- 
pil, and fometimes double vifion; propenfity to 
anger, fear, grief, defpair; vain imaginations, 
lofs of memory, failure of reafon, turbulent fleep: 

_ the whole body is languid, inactive, weak, fub- 
ject to frequent heats, {weats, and pains of the 
limbs. 


This diforder has periodical exacerbations, 
the fymptoms being always moft violent in au- 
tumn and winter; and in women, about the 
time of the menftrual flux, which is generally 
irregular.

B PALPITATIONn of the heart confifts in a vio- 
lent, preternatural, convulfive motion of 
that mufcular organ. ; 


The true palpitation is to be diftinguifhed 
from the flighter flutterings and tremors, which 
fometimes happen to perfons in health, and foon 
go off, as after immoderate exercife, paffions, 
hot baths: from thofe which happen in great 
weaknefles, fometimes prefaging faintings, fome- 
times accompanying malignant fevers, fome- 

_ times following profufe hemorrhages, fometimes 
preceding death: and from that which fome- 
times 
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times happens in the laft months of pregnancy, 


in.the epigaftric region, which is no other than © 
a {trong pulfation of the arteries there, particu- | 


larly the cceliacs, and is cured by bleeding.

The true palpitation happens often without — 


any manifeft external caufe: the heart is vio- 


lently contracted and agitated, forced from its 


natural fituation towards the left fide, or againtft 


.the ribs and fternum ; and _ by its {trong pulfa- 
tions elevates the clothes. It comes on at long-— 


er or fhorter intervals; fometimes fudd nly, 
while the patient is afleep ; fometimes in the day 
time, increafing after meals. The fit is prece- 
ded by anxieties of the przcordia, and accom- 
‘set: with a quick and panting refpiration :

» Palpitations of the heart, from whatever caufe, 
‘are not to be difregarded. Gaxen obferves, 
that thofe who are feized, either in youth or the 
decline of life, witha palpitation of the heart, 
rarely live to old:age; and Avicenna advifes 
| ie who have daily tremors of the heart, to be 
n their guard. againft fudden death. The fit 
not unfrequently terminates in a mortal fyncope, 
‘the heart being diftended beyond the power of 
‘its contractile force: the diforder is likewife apt 
‘to change into a dangerous hemoptyfis, con 
fumption, cachexy, convulfive afthma, anafarca, 
and dropfy of the breaft. An unfavourable e- 
vent is particularly to be feared, where the pal- 
pitation is frequent, violent, accompanied with 
panting, faintings, and inequality of the pulfe. 
Idiopathic palpitations {carcely admit of a cure: 
fymptomatic ones ceafe on the cure of the ori- 
ginal difeafe. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


In the paroxyf{m we muft endeavour to dif- 
cover the occafional caufe which contributed to 
bring 
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bring it on. If too great an ebullition of the 
humours, the beft remedies are, antifpafmodic — 
powders, compofed of abforbents, diaphoretic an- 
timony, nitre, cinnabar, amber, and a little ex- . 
tract of caftor ; our pulvis preecipitans, either by | 
itfelf or with the mineral anodyne liquor, taken | 
in a draught of cold water. In flatulenciesiof the — 
inteftines, coftivenefs, drynels of the tkin, and |

‘diluvia; obferving, if the feet are very cold, that | 


‘they fhould be rubbed with warm cloths. before

‘vour to remove the primary caufe of the difeafe. 
Whatever this caufe be, a deficiency of blood 


excepted, a redundance of humours mult be fo- 


dl fly guarded again; for which intention, 
nothing is more eficétual than bleeding. In pal- 
pitations from a plenitude, or even fizinefs of 
blood, venefeétion is a principal remedy ; and 
in thofe from polypous concretions in the heart, 
it is almoft the only means of relief. In either 
cafe, we muft: join fuch medicines as may keep 
up a conftant fluxility of the juices, and a free- 
dom of the natural excretions; aperient, atte- 
_nuating, and refolvent infufions and deco@ions; 
weak broths, with cichory-roots, grafs-roots, 
“chervil, &’c.; whey, and more particularly mi- 
neral waters. 1 have known fome perfons la- 
bouring under palpitations of the heart, appa- 


rently from polypi, who, by bleeding and the 


Caroline waters, were preferved for many years. 


~ In palpitations from menftrual or hamorrhoi- 


dal obftru€tions, endeavour to promote the fa- 
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lutary evacuation, by temperants, antifpafmo- —

; gu Peieient Cautions and Obfervations. 


1. Some ganle commend opiates in this dif. 
_order ; but they are rather mjurious than bene- 
ficial, particularly where the ftrength has been 
exhaufted by profufe haemorrhages. In hyfte- 
ric paroxyfms, accompanied’ with a palpitation 
of the heart,, fetids are advantageoufly applied — 
to the nofe: fragrant fubftances increafe, or even | 
bring pass the fit. 


2. Pediluvia fe venefeétion in the feet, in 
this and all fpafmodic diforders, are improper 
whilft the feet are cold. The humours muft 
firft be invited to the parts by frictions and fo- 
mentations; and then thofe affiftances may be 
fafely had recourfe to. 
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3. Emetics, Arokee pur ilies volatiles, warm Palpitati- 


&romatics, and acrids, muft be avoided; as they 
exagitate the humours, and occafion a fpafm of 
" the ftomach, the confequence of which is an in- 
creafe of the afflux of juices to the pracordia. For 
the fame reafon, fome caution is requifite in the 
ule of baths: if employed at all, they fhould be 
very warm, and ufed only on the remithon of 
the paroxyf{m. Gentle diaphoretics, on the 
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other hand, are of great fervice, particularly 


where cutaneous efilorefcences have been repel- 
led: by promoting perfpiration, they promote 


alto the expulfion of the morbific. matter, and 


the return of the eruption. 


4. Where palpitations of the heart arife from 
a confiderable plethora, and the face appears 
turgid with blood, it is fometimes advifable to 
open the external jugular; hot pediluvia being 
ufed before and during the bleeding, ‘to pre- 
“vent too great an afflux of blood to the upper 
parts. Sometimes alfo it is neceflary to premife 
venefection in the foot.

Her pa- 
rents had been fubje& in youth to the like 
bleedings and palpitations. I could give no very 
favourable prognoftic, fufpecting fome polypous | 
concretions to be already formed. To alleviate 
the complaints, I ordered bleeding (which had 
not hitherto been performed on account of plen- 
tiful menftruation) three or four times a-year, — 
abftinence from wine, pure water for drink, 
quietnefs both of body and mind. The paro- 
xyfms grew milder, and fhe recovered ftrength ; 
but in fome years, after great grief, a hectic fe- 
yer carried her off. 


2. A young gentleman, of a fedentary ftudi- 
ous life, after immoderate exercife for fome-days, — 
loft his ftrength, and fainted. A tremor of the 
heart fucceeded, which afterwards returned from 
any flight commotion of body or mind, and con- 
tinued often violent for fome hours. From. ir- 
regularities, the diforder increafed, particularly 
in fpring and autumn, to fuch a degree, that he

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frequently lay half dead; with a ‘difficulty of 
breathing, anxiety of the pracordia, coldnefs of

§ 1. General Hiftory. 


WHE fpafmodic convulfive afthma confifts in 
“St -a difficult and laborious breathing, with an 
inexpreflible anxiety and ftraitnefs of the prx- 
cordia, from a fpafmodic ftriture of the parts 
fubfervient to refpiration. 


This difordet is to be diftinguifhed from the 
flighter difficulties of breathing, to which corpu- 
lent perfons are fubject from exercife; from the 
pituitous afthma, or fuch as is accompanied with 
a cough and expectoration of vifcid phlegm ; 
from the convulfive fuffocations of hyfteric wo- 
men, which proceed from a fpafmodic ftriture 
of only the upper parts of the pharynx, larynx, 
and fauces; and from the fuffocative catarrh, 
which is attended with a fnoring, and rednefs of 
the face; and is in fome meafure a paralytic dif- 
order, commonly terminating in a few days. 
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The convulfive afthma generally begins with 

a weight at the brealt, inativity and liftlefinefs, 
a difculty of breathing on walking up a fteep 
afcent, a hoarfenefs, cough, flatulencies, eruéta- 
tions, and watchfulnefs. As the difeafe advances, 
the cheeks grow red, the reft of the face of a 


lurid leaden.colour, and the eyes prominent :-the~ 
_ patient fnores whilft awake, much more when . 


afleep, and covets. walking in the open air, with 
the mouth open, the largeft houfe feeming too 
little for him to breathe in: the voice is moift — 
and low; {weats break out about the forehead

-afmall quantity of thin, cold, frothy matter is 


expectorated; the neck appears tumefied during ; 
infpiration, and the pracordia diftended; the

Perfons of a fanguine temperament, of {mall 
but numerous veffels, corpulent, plethoric, nar- 
row chefted, are the moft fubject to this dif- 
~ eafe; which, in thefe circumftances, is apt to be 
brought on by any violent commotion of ‘the 
mind or body, particularly in fpring and au- - 
tumn. The difpofition to it is greatly increafed 
- by an. immoderate flux or deficiency of the 
- mentftrual or hemorrhoidal evacuations, omiflion 
of cuftomary veneflection, hypochondriacal com- 
plaints, flatulencies anil {pafms of the ftomach or 
 inteftinal canal, and fuppreffions of difcharges of 

‘acrid ferum from whatever emundory. 


" Afthmas may arife from an accumulation of - 
blood about the precordia, dilating and diftend- 
ing the pulmonary veficls; whence a difficulty 
of breathing, with great anxiety, tremor and 
palpitation of the heart, and a fmall unequal 
quick pulfe. To this fort of afthma, hypochon- 
driacal perfons are fubje&t; but in thefe, flatu- 
fencies: of the ftomach and firft paflages are ge- 

nerally 
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nerally joined, by which the afthma is increafed.

Often the diaphragm is conftringed ; andthe _

In the ‘convulfive afthma ‘properly fo called, 
there is no grofs’ material caufe; ‘nor any other 
than a ftri€ture of the parts fubférvient to refpi- 
ration, ‘particularly of the’membranes which in- 
veft the pulmonary cells. The parts conftrin- 
sed by-an affection of thefe membranes, receive 


nerves from the vertebrals and dorfals, which - 


fend branches‘alfo'to the arms ;' whence the'ten- 


fion not only of ‘the breaft, but likewife of the 
arms, fhoulders and back, and/at length a para: 


lyfis of the part. Thefe’ conftri€tions arife from 
a fubtile acrimonious cauftic matter, either ex- 
ternal, as metallic vapours, or internal, as that of 
fcorbutic fweats and exanthemata : hence the 
afthmas’ which frequently follow eryfipelas, the 
fmall pox, meafles, ‘miliary eruptions, all kinds 


of feorbutic fpots and puttules, either imperfeétly. 
expelled, or driven inwards by the imprudent’ 
ufe of aftringents; from the repreflion of fetid 


fweats of the feet, fudden obftruCtions of perfpi- 
tation, the healing up of old ulcers, &c.

BA ftridture of the diaphragm alone, without Spafmo- 


any injury of the lungs, is fufficient to occafion 
fudden fuffocation. ‘Two remarkable cafes hap- 
- pened lately, of immediate death from a blow 
on the pit of the ftomach.:. on diffeétion, no in- 
jury could be any where obferved, except a 
flight bruife of the tendinous part of the dia- 
phragm. There are alfo inftances of punctures 
of this part producing inftantaneous fuffocation ; 
not to mention the extreme difficulty of brea- 
thing arifing from inflammations of it: the dia- 
phragm, when conftringed, inftead of being flat 
in infpiration, remains convex, and thus dimi- 
nifhes the cavity of the cheft, and prevents the 
éxpanfion of the lungs. 


Cacheétic perfons are fubje& toan afthma froma 


the repulfion of cedematous tumours of the feet: 


this is produced in nearly the fame manner as 
the fanguineous, and,fometimes occafions fudden 
fuffocation, efpecially where there are polypi in 
the heart.

§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The indications of cure are, to abate the fpaf- 
modic ftri€tures of the parts fubfervient to re- 
~ fpiration ; to promote a derivation of the hu- 
_ mours to the external and lower parts; and to 
remove the caufes which fupport the difeafe. 
The two firft intentions are chiefly to be aimed 
at during the fits; the laft may be attempted at

In the fits, as the belly is generally boiietd;

Sulphureous. me- 
dicines are likewife to) be commended,, particu- 
arly in, the. premature healing up, of ulcers, as 
pecpinemarkably propel. the. reprefled humours 
to the fkin. _ Nor are mild laxatives, and diure- 
imics, as tin@ure of tartar, &c. to .be omitted, 
Pediluvia are particularly ferviceable for recal-

CHAPTER It. 


Of Convutsive and RuEumMatic Couch, 


§ 1. General Hifory. 

Cough accedes, as. a fymptom, to many 
diforders, the phthifis, afthma, peripneu- 
mony, pleurify, {cirrhi and vomice of the lungs, 
inflammations of the diaphragm and _ liver, 
wounds of the nerves or tendons about the neck, 
difficult dentition, convulfive or epileptic motions, 
and hyfteric difeafes. Thefe coughs arife from 
a vellication of the bronchiz by confent; and 
prove, that this diforder is of the fpafmodico-con- 
vulfive kind; that though its immediate feat is 
In the breaft, its origin may lie in a more diftant 
‘part. 


The cough to be here treated of is called 
finaly rheumatic : its caufe is an accumulation of 
ferous humours in the breaft. It is never free 
from fome febrile fymptoms, which are princi- 
pally to be obferved in the evenings. It is di-

‘This 1s moft commen to cacheétic 
and {corbutic perfons,. from the repulfion of 


oedematous tumours, which are generally fuc- 


ceeded by fuch a violent cough and difficulty of 


breathing, as to threaten fuffocation. The 
aged, who abound with impure humours, are

A dry cough generally changes into a moitt 
this laft, by long continuance, becomes habitual, 
deftroys digeftion, brings ona cachexy and flow 
fever. A ‘moift cough changing into a dry, 
with a weight at the breaft, threatens, either a 
putrid fever or a hectic. Hooping coughs are 
apt to occafion fuffocation ; in children, gibbo-

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fities and hernie; in adults, fpittings of blood 
and phthifis; in pregnant women, abortion. 
Coughs from f{cirrhi and tubercles of the lungs, 
commonly elude the force of medicine: thofe 
from a repulfion of exanthemata, difappear up- 
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ona return of the eruption. All coughs which ~ 


prevent fleep are bad ; as alfo all habitual ones; 
and thofe which happen in dropfies. A mode- 
rate heat in the evening, with an equable fweat 
or moifture all over the body, plentiful urine, 
the belly loofe, quiet fleep, and freedom of ex- 
pectoration, are certain prefages that the dif- 
' edfe is going off. » 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The indications of cure are, to correct the of- 
fending matter, and difpofe it to evacuation ; to 
promote expectoration; to prevent the afflux 
of humours to the breaft; to allay ordinate 
motions; and finally, to reftore the tone of the

‘The 
prevention confifts chiefly in exercife, due eva- 
cuation, and a proper regimen. For the cure, 
nothing is more effectual than an early fweat, 
which may be excited by taking a diaphoretic 
powder at night, and drinking warm infufions 
in the morning in bed. Laxatives are not 
proper at the very beginning ; unlefs the 
breaft be overloaded with humours.

Where the gripes are very violent, external 
paregorics muft not be omitted. A liniment 
compofed of oil of white lilies one ounce, oil of 
mint, wormwood, nutmegs, and caraway-feeds, 
each half a dram, camphor one fcruple, applied 
to the abdomen, effetually and fafely abates in- 
tolerable pains, and by this means procures an 


opportunity for other medicines to remove the

The noxious humours evacuated, and the 
fpafms allayed, we are to provide for the inte- 
{tines. If any ulceration of them remains, inject 
frequently glyfters of goats and ftags fuet, with | 
yolks of eggs, turpentine, and Locatelli’s bal- 
fam, and continue the detergents. A weaknefs 
of the inteftines, after the difeafe is overcome, 
is to be remedied by corroborants, particu- |

Rectified fpirit of wine, or fpirit of rofemary,

_ andapplied externally, is likewife of good fervice. 


The foregoing remedies will fcarcely anfwer, 
unlefs a firict regimen is obferved. All excefs 
in heat or cold muft be avoided: cold air, or 
cold liquors, are eminently detrimental, and too 
great heat is no lefs fo. The drink fhould be 
tepid: gelatinous decotctions, herb-teas, whey, 
and, towards the end of the difeafe, generous 
_ wine for ftrengthening the inteftines, are proper. 
The food fhould be foft and light, as rice, yolks 
of eggs, calves feet or chicken-broth, with fcor- 
zonera, cichory and china-roots, plantane-juice, 
and bruifed cray-fifh. 


. The prevention of dyfenteries, when epidemic 


‘and infectious, confifts in avoiding all exceffes, 
fudden changes of air, and expofure to the in- 
feftion. Avoiding the injuries of the air, abiti- 
nence from fruit, and opennefs of the belly, are 
‘more fure prefervatives againft dyfenteries ari- 

fing from other caufes. In particular, whilft 
_ this difeafe is frequent, the body muft be kept

§ 3. Practical Cautions and Obfervations. 


1. It has been a rule in practice, that blood is — 
never to be drawn in alvine fluxes. But as the — 
dyfentery is generally attended with inflamma- 
tory fymptoms, or with a plethora which difpo- 
{es to inflammation, venefection is often indifpen- — 
fably neceflary, and always conducive to! the 
cure. Repetitions, however, are not needful, or 


rather do harm by weakening the ftrength, un- 
lefs the firft blood is fizy, or the fever kept ve 
by: fome extr aartinary inflammation. 


a 


2.-Emetics are peculiarly ferviceable. where 
crudities abound inthe firft paflages; where the — 


infection is newly received ; where naufea, fick-— 
nefs, oppreffion at ftomach, retchings, and anxi- 
ety of the pracordia, are complained of; in hele” 
cafes, emetics, exhibited at the beginning, give” 
great relief. But when the difeaie has gained 


ground, when the ftools have become frequent, _ 


mucous, and bloody, though ipecacuanha fome- 
what checks them, it increafes the anxiety, and 


often occafions a  neceflity of renewing the flux :

if it operates alfo by ftool; to promote which, it 


_ may be exhibited in a decoétion of manna, rhu- 
barb, and tamarinds. 

3. Though gentle purgatives are extremely 
neceflary in this difeafe, the ftronger are injuri- 
ous; as are likewife thofe difpofed to ferment, as 
prunes and fyrups; and mercurials. 


4. In all dyfenteries, we are carefully to ab- 

ftain from the groffer opiates and aftringents ; 
_ which, inftead of alleviating, aggravate the com- 
plaints. Exhibited in the beginning, by detaining 
the cauftic matter in the body, they occafion ex- 
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_ treme anxiety of the preecordia, hiccoughs, aph- © 


_ the, and dangerous inflammations: in the height 
of the difeafe, they are apt to prove narcotic, and 
change an inflammation into a mortal gangrene : 
in the more advanced ftate, and in the decline, 
they leave fpafmodic complaints, languors, and a 
fever. In thefe cafes, or where other diforders 


fucceed the premature fuppreffion of dyfenteries, 


it is advifable to recal the flux by means of gly- 
fters ; and exhibit internally abforbents and fix- 
ed diaphoretics. 


5. We are not however to exclude the feda- 
tives and anodynes taken from the animal king- 
M 4. dom, 
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dom, as the {pine and liver of’ vipers, fhavings of | 


the tooth of the fea-horfe and fea-cow, the pria- 


pus of the whale, 2c. which are entirely fafe. 


6. Though the polychreft and temperate bal- 
famic pills, given in {mall repeated dofes, are 
of good fervice, in the firft days of the difeafe, 


by gently evacuating and correcting. the hu- 
mours; yet, where the patient is plethoric, and 


the diforder comes on with great heat and a 


quick. pulle, I have frequently obferved’ them 


hurtful. In fuch cafes, it is advifable to abftain — 
from all laxatives that exagitate the humours. in — 


the leaft degree; and only to attempt a gentle 
evacuation, by decoétion of tamarinds, rhubarb, 


and manna, in whey. When the difeafe is ac= 4 


companied at the beginning with violent gripes 


of the lower belly, I join an anodyne to the eva- — 


-cuant.with good fuccefs, giving a mixture of © 


equal parts of the ftorax pill and balfamic pills, — 


in proper dofes, two or three times in ecners i 


four hours. 


7. After the difeafe and its more violent fymp= 


toms have at length been happily removed, a 


laxative mannated infufion has frequently re- 
newed the gripes and other complaints. This is — 
doubtlefs owing to the tone of the inteftines ha- 
ving been deftroyed by the violent fpafms, in 


confequence 
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confequence ‘of which they become extremely Eves} 
fenfible of irritation. Corroborants therefore are iin ort 


neceflary to ftrengthen them. 


8. All thofe medicines which ftimulate the in- 
teftines, are to be ftudioufly avoided: fuch are 
all the neutral and digeftive falts, as vitriolated 
tartar, the purging falts, &c. Neverthelefs, . 
‘nitre, and fal prunel, which Riverivs particu- 
larly recommends, on account of their cooling 
and temperating virtue, are in fome cafes ufe- 
fully mixed with abforbent powders, efpecially 
where heat and thirft are urgent, and the patient 
is of a choleric and bilious conftitution. 


_g. I have been informed by a Phyfician of the 
army, that, in malignant camp dyfenteries, a dia- 
phoretic compofed of hartfhorn burnt and phi- 
lofophically prepared, calx of antimony, falt of 
hartfhorn, and faffron, each ten grains, given 
in warm liquor as foon as the infection was 
received, proved eminently ferviceable, a few 
dofes checking the difeafe. Where the firft paf- 
fages abound with crudities, it fhould feem advi- 
fable to premife evacuations. 


10. Practitioners are generally too free in the 
ule of warm alexipharmics, as diafcordium, the- 
riaca, mithridate, alexipharmic eflences, and be-

ree have often feen the internal heat, fever, and 

s—v—— thirft increafed, and all the fymptoms exafpera- 
ted, by thefe warm and drying medicines. Sure- — 
ly remedies which exagitate the blood cannot be - 
proper in a difeafe which owes its origin to an 
internal heat and corruption of the humours. ~ 


11. To'obtund the acrimony of the humours, 
foften the ulcers, and confolidate the corroded 
fubftance of the inteftines, many have recourfe , 
to glutinous and mucilaginous medicinés, as 
milk, animal jellies, {permaceti, folutions of gum’ 
tragacanth and gum Arabic, and comfry-root, — 
which are both given internally, and injected by 
way of glyfter. Though thefe remedies are not 
to be entirely difcommended, yet’ we ought to 
be very cautious in the ufe of them: for gluti- 

“nous fluids received into the inteftines, produce _ 
a lentor of the juices, make the ulcers foul, pre- 
vent their cicatrizing, and oftentimes, by fup- 
preffing the flux, and occafioning the noxious — 
humours to be penned up in the bowels, increafe © 
the violence of the gripes and fpafms. | 

12. Milk, from its being apt to coagulate in - 
the ftomach, efpecially where crudities abound, © 
is, by itfelf, improper. But boiled milk, mixed 
with common water, or the purging mineral _ 
waters, —

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waters, or whey, is ich to be commended, Sheds ey 
as abating heat and thirft, and, in fome degree, Ag Pade 
obtunding the acrimony of the humours. ‘The —~—~ 
-moft proper drink is common water, boiled on 
burnt harfhorn or certain bolar earths, or Sy- 
denham’s decoétion of burnt hartfhorn, with

I A. ‘As no difeafe is more fetid than this, or 
fo much infeéts the air with putrid exhalations, 
the patient fhould never go to ftool in the apart-_ 
ment in which he ftays: if ftrength will permit, 
he fhould walk into another, moderately warm, 
and the feces ought, to be immediately carried 
away : if confined to bed, the pan fhould be im- 
pregnated with an antifeptic decoftion. Fumi-

14. There is fcarce any difeafe, in which cold 
of the feet is more dangerous, than in the dy- 
fentery: I have feen.an inflammation of the in- 
teftines, which ended in death, follow in a little 
time; from this caufe: for, when. the feet are 
cooled, the fkin is conftringed, and the noxious. 
humours accumulated in the inteftines. It is 
therefore many times expedient to apply warm 
bricks to the feet.

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15. Nothing is more troublefome to the pa- 
tient, in this difeafe, than the tenefmus, by which 
nothing is voided, or only a fmall quantity of 
mucus, mixed with blood. Fomentations of el- 
der and chamomile-flowers boiled in milk, and 
glyfters of mucilage of quinces or fleawort-feeds, 
or of oil of almonds with yolks of eggs and faf- 
fron, are the moft effectual for relieving this 
complaint. 


i6. The convalefcents ought to obferve a 
{tri diet and regimen, otherwife lienterics, lin- 
gering fevers, confumptions, and other chroni-— 
cal diforders, are apt to fucceed.

Hyftericaland hypochondriacal perfons are very 

apt to be thrown into a dyfentery by cathartics, 
efpecially when this difeafe is epidemic. Vo- 
miting in. dyfenteries fometimes proceeds from 
a redundance of crudities in the firft paflages, 
and then it is falutary ; fometimes from a dan- 
gerous inflammation of the inteftines, in which 
cafe, it is attended with a burning and pulfative 
pain, extreme anxieties, and coldnefs of the ex- 
tremities. In the, prefent cafe, this fymptom 
feemed to arife from fpafmodic commotions ; 
and therefore, the only indications were, to al- 
lay the preternatural motions, and determine 
the humours to the cuticular emundtories. 


2. A lady of forty, after long grief of mind, 
was feized with a dyfentery, then epidemic. The 
ftools were very frequent, thirty and upwards in 
twenty-four hours, with violent gripes, reftleff-

Though this difeafe frequently yields to pro-

11. In choleras and bilious diarrhoeas, efpes 


cially fuch as are excited by paflion, abftain from 
fudorifics, and a fudorific regimen, particularly 
at the beginning ; thefe being apt to bring on 
violent rheumatic or arthritic affections. 


12. Nitre is of excellent fervice in thefe dif 
orders, both for abating heat and preventing 
infammation. Riverius mentions a bilious 
diarrhoea cured in twenty-four hours, by impreg- 
nating the drink and julep with it.

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CHAPTER Ix. 


Of Convu.sion of the Urerus,.or ABORTION, 


§ 1.. General Hiftory. 


BORTION is a convulfion of the uterus 
A in pregnancy, by which the inanimated 
foetus is expelled, preceded by a large hamor- — 
rhage. It happens generally between the fecond 
and third months, fometimes between the third — 
and fourth, very rarely after the fifth, moft 
commonly about the cuftomary menftrual pe-' 
riod. Sometimes alfo, but very rarely, even in 


the feventh month, the placenta being feparated 
_ from the uterus by external violence, a copious 


hzmorrhage enfues, and the child dies, to the 
great hazard of the mother alfo, unlefs fpeedily 
expelled. The birth of alive child at feven or eight 
months is not called abortion; the hemorrhage 
following, not preceding, the birth; and the child 
often furviving. I have known evade born five 
or fix weeks before the time, weak indeed, but 
who by proper management attained to due

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The figns of approaching abortion are partly pene 
the fame as of natural labour; fhivering and yaninen

A fudden fhi- 

vering and wearinefs generally precede, with a 

lofs of appetite, naufea, palpitation of the heart, 

pain of the loins, painful weight about the pu- 

bes, and coldnefs of the genitals. 


Abortive hemorrhages are to be carefully di- 
fiinguifhed from thofe to ‘which many women 
-_ are fubje@ in pregnancy, without any ill confe- 

quence. I have often known, in plethoric wo- 
men, even a falutary flux from the pudenda, in 

the fecond and third months: the blood here 
does not iffue from the cavity of the uterus, but 

_ from the veffels of the vagina: no fhivering of 
_ the extremities precedes; and no {pafms or pains 
in the loins or belly, nor any debility, are join- 

ed. I have known alfo haemorrhages from the 
middle of geftation to the time of delivery, with- 

_ out any injury to the child. 
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The general caufes of abortion are, immode- 
rate exercife, {trainings from coughs, &*c. ftimu- 


lating medicines, a deficiency or redundance of 


blood, violent paflion, or whatever may difpofe 
to fpafms. ‘Thefe caufes, however, do not ope- 
rate without a natural difpofition to mifcarriage, 


which feems to confift in a relaxation of the ela- 


{tic veflels and mufcular fibres of the uterus.

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A fever is commonly faid to prove the folu- 
tion of a palfy; but this muft be underftood of 


an artificial rather than a natural fever, and a fe-_ 
 rous rather than a fanguineous palfy.

exercife in the fun, or warm baths: fuch a prac- 
tice cannot have place in the fanguineous palfy, 
which is naturally accompanied with a febrile

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feet bathed every day in warm decoétions of 
chamomile-flowers and buckbean, the arm rub- 
bed with camphorated fpirit of wine, the mine- 
tal anodyne liquor and nitrous powders taken 
internally, with an alexipharmic ‘eflence for pro- 
moting fweat: the diet was flender, and of the 
drying kind. By thefe remedies continued for 
fome months, he recovered perfect health. 


2. A lad of twenty, full of blood and juices,: 
on being furprifed. in’ criminal converfatiom 
‘with a woman, was extremely frighted, grew. 
weak, languid, and could not move either foot. 
He was prefently feized ‘with a great tremor of 
all the lower parts; fweated profufely in’ the: 
night ; and awaking, found all below. the navel:

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CHAPTER It. 


Of Coma and other Stuepy Disorpers. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


1. Oma VIGIL is an earneft unfurmountable 
: defire to fleep, either without being able 
to fleep at all, or with only fhort unrefrefhing 
flumbers, attended with a burning, and as it 
were expanfive pain of the head, and a fenfation 
of internal ebullition, It is always a fympto- 
matic complaint, fometimes in hemiplexies, of- 
ten in acute, ardent, malignant fevers, and in- 
 flammations of the dura mater; in which, it is 


not unfrequently a forerunner of a phrenfy. It 


is diftinguifhed from the common watchfulnefs 
in fevers, by the ftrong propenfity to fleep; and 
from the fleepinefs. which follows long watching, 
by no fuch caufe having preceded. 


2. What is fo anxioufly and fruitlefsly covet- 
edin the coma vigil, fucceeds involuntarily in 
the coma fomnolentum. The patient falls faft 
_ afleep in the midit of bufinefs, of difcourfe, or 
or 
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of meals, waking at intervals, but prefently fleep= 


ing again. This is always idiopathic, and fcarce 
accompanied with any other complaint: it af- 


fects ‘chiefly perfons of an advanced ages who 


live high and omit bleeding. 


3. Carus is a deep fleep, from which the fick 


cannot be awaked by noife, agitation, or even — 
the pricking of a needle; or if they feem to be — 
fenfible of the pain, yet they either do not {fpeak, 


or immediately fall’ afleep again, lying as in an — 
apoplectic fit, and breathing nearly as in natural © 


ileep. This diforder is fometimes idiopathic, — 
fometimes a fymptom in fevers, and may then — 


be confidered as of three kinds. The firft hap- — 
pens at the beginning or during the increafe of — 


acute fevers, and is fometimes fucceeded by con- 


vulfions, which end in death. The fecond kind 


is moft common in the decline: thofe who have - 
been brought low by the violence of fevers, fall - 
fometimes into a deep fleep, which continues 
for fome days ; if awaked, they anfwer, but pre- 


fently fall afleep again; and at length recover- — 


ing, remember nothing of what had been faid : 


fuch a fleepinefs happens alfo about the critical — 


days in acute fevers, particularly exanthematous 
ones ;.and if accompanied with fweat, proves a

falutary folution.. The third kind attacks thofe —

4s The' lethargy (fo called from ann, oblivio) is 


a deep fleep, differing from the coma fomnolen-, 


tum in having f{carce any intermiffions. If the 


patient be awaked, he anfwers, but appears -con-) 


fufed like one awaked prematurely, and, forget- 
ting what,was faid, prefently falls afleep again: 
fometimeés ‘he takes the chamber-pot,.and: for- 
gets he had occafion for it; or yawns, and for- 


gets to.clofe his mouth... A flight fever accedes' 


as a fymptom, diftinguifhable chiefly by’ the 
quicknefs of the pulfe, and a febrile refpira- 
tion. Inthis it differs from the carus, which 
is often a fymptom or confequence of , fevers, 
and is accompanied alfo with infenfibility. 


On diflegting thofe who have died of thefe 


diforders, there is generally found a fuffufion of |

eats; from a ftill ftronger, by a vertigo and — 
fleep: all which went off upon removing the 
compreffion. Perfons who have fallen into 
fleepy diforders, from an extravafation of blood 
betwixt the fkull and the brain, have beer reco- 
vered on extracting the flagnant fluid by the — 
trepan. The primary caufe of thefe diftempers _ 
appears therefore to be a compreffion of the core ‘| 
tical fubftance of the brain. : 


Sleepy diforders are in general unfavourable. 
The coma vigil is often a forerunner of mortal — 
phrenfies or convulfions: in malignant fevers, | 
it frequently terniinates in a deadly fleep. Pains — 
joined to the caras portend convulfions: the | 
higher the fever, and the more crude the urine, :

§ 20 
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§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The general indications of cure are, to excite 
_ the patient, to _promote a free circulation of the 
blood and humours through the head, and dif- 
cufs the ftagnant or extravafated juices, and to 
ftrengthen the debilitated membranes and vef- 
fels of the brain. | 


The patient is to be excited by fubtle pene- 
trating fubftances, which may ftimulate the 
whole nervous fyftem, as, firft, The ftronger 
acids, particularly the concentrated acetous acid 
obtained by diftillation from cryftals of verdi- 
grife, mixed with tincture of caftor, and applied 
to the noftrils. Secondly, Volatile falts, as the 
‘fpirit of fal ammoniac with quicklime, applied 
to the noftrils and crown of the head. Thirdly, 


Fetid vapours, as of galbanum or burnt feathers. 


Fourthly, Cold water poured fuddenly all over 
the head: this, not only by agitating but by 
firengthening the membranes of the brain, rea- 
dily difpels fleepinefs. Fifthly, Cataplafms of 
ftrong vinegar, rue, bay-leaves, favoury-tops, 
muftard-feed, caftor and camphor, applied to the 
fhaved head, forehead, and temples. The effi-

The caufes of thefe irregular motions are, a 
debility of the brain, from long grief or fear, 
love, immoderate venery, difeafes, the abufe of 
fpiritous liquors, narcotic medicines; a preter- 
natural afflux of blood to the brain, from vehe- 
ment anger, external cold, fuppreflions of eva- 
cuations of blood, hypochondriacal and hyfteri- 
cal affeGions; or a fizinefs of the blood itfelf, 
from grofs foods, a fedentary life, or other 
caufes.

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CHAPTER X. 


Of the Prevention of \fudden Death, and other in- — 
-eurable Diforders, from. an Interruption of the 
Circulation of the Blood by PouyPi. — 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE moft frequent caufe of fudden death | 
appears from diflection to be folid fibrous | 
concretions in the blood-veffels, not known to — 
the ancients, called by the moderns, from their | 
generally fpreading into a number of branches, | 
polypi ; fometimes they are compact and firm, fo | 
as to refemble tendons; fometimes fofter, and | 
compofed as it were of mucilaginous pellicles in- 
clofed in-a membrane ; fometimes large, weigh- 
ing fome ounces; fometimes {maller, with par- | 


ticles of fat intermixed. Maffes of coagulated | 


blood are often alfo productive of alarming — 
fymptoms, and are commonly diftinguifhed by | 
the name of p/feudo-polypi. ee 


The diagnoftics of a polypus are, firft, Fre- 
quent difficulties of breathing without any ma= = 
nifelt q

nifeft caufe, a compreflion of the praecordia, and 
a fixed pain about the heart. Secondly, Fre- 
quent palpitations of the heart, and inexpreffible 
anxieties, from the flighteft caufes; exercife, 
paffion, flatulent foods. Thirdly, Frequent faint- 
ings, without any manifeft caufe, or’ from cer- 
tain poftures of the body. Fourthly, An irre- 
gular intermitting pulfe. Fifthly, The blood 
drawn from a vein into warm water, concreting 
into white gelatinous filaments; a mark, that if 
a polypus is not already formed, there 1s at leaft 
a difpofition to one. 


Polypi are always of very difficult and doubt- 
ful cure: if confirmed, they admit of none. All 
that the Phyfician can propofe is, to prevent 


their formation, their increafe, or their fatal ef- 
fects. 


The primary indication for preventing polypi 
is, to dilute and attenuate the fizy blood. This 
may be effected, firft, By a flender moift diet, 
and abftinence from hard, acid, falted foods. 
Secondly, By diluting drinks, as clean well fer- 


_ mented {mall beer, or pure water, cither alone

or mixed with wine; or decoé¢tions of aperient 
vegetables, {corzonera, farfaparilla, faflafras, &°c. 


‘Thirdly, By frequent exercife, with particular 


care, where the patient is plethoric, corpulent,and 
X 3 -accultomed 
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accuftomed to a fedentary life, never 'to*begin 


ftrong exercife at once ; as the blood would thus 
be propelled to the lungs, and there, obftruéted, 


be apt to’ coagulate; to ptevent which, fome 


warm liquor fhould immediately be drank, more 


particularly if the body, when heated by labour, 


has been expofed to cold. Fourthly, By pure tem- 
perate air, not too hot, too cold, or too moift ; 

where injuries of the air cannot’ be avoided, 
fome warm infufions fhould be drank at times, 
to promote perfpiration, and prevent coalitions 


of the molecule of the blood. Fifthly, By free- 


dom from all violent paflions, particularly grief, 
anger and fear. If the body has been affected 
by cither of thefe, the patient muft be early on 
his guard againft their ill confequences. After 


a fudden fright, or long grief, I have given, al- - 


ways with good fuccefs, the pulvis Marchionis, 
either alone or with fome drops of the mineral 
anodyne liquor, in cinnamon or balm-water, 
with fome warm infufion after it. Moderate 
exercife, after a violent fright, enables the heart 
to throw off the accumulated blood: to imme- 
diately indulge fleep or reft is a very pernicious 


cuftom. Sixthly, By freedom of all the natural 


excretions. The belly, ifit does not anfwer fpon- 


taneoufly, muft be kept open by glyfters and 


balfamic pills. Menftrual and hemorrhoidal e- 
vacuations muft particularly be kept regulars 
‘ nor 


er 
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nor is venefection to be omitted, efpecially in Interrupted 


plethoric habits, and thofe who have been long 
accuftomed to it. Seventhly, By aperient and 
refolvent medicines; fal diureticus and other neu- 
tral falts, and fixed alkalis; tin€ture of pimpi- 
nella alba, tinétura antimonii acris, dc. but 


more particularly mineral waters, whicl, of all 


the medicines I know, are the moft effetual 
for diflolving the fibrous particles of the blood 
difpofed to form concretions. 


Though fome fymptoms betray a polypus al- 
ready formed in the heart and larger veffels, 


_we are not entirely to defpair; for whilft the 


concrete is in its recent gelatinous ftate, there 
are hopes that it may be refolved. The princi- 
pal means for effecting this are, alkaline and 
neutral falts, a flender diet, diluting liquors, and 


above all, the Caroline waters, by the ufe of 


which I have known feveral cured, who had no 


obfcure marks of a polypus. 


Where the concretion has become hard and 


_ fibrous, we mutt endeavour to prevent its grow- 


ing larger, or changing its place and obftructing 
the veficls, fo as to prove fuddenly mortal. 
This is to be attempted by the means above re- 
commended for preferving the fluidity, and pre- 
venting a redundance of the blood. But ob- 
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ferve, that in difficulties of breathing from a po- 
lypus, a vein is never to be opened in the arm, 
as that would invite a greater, and even a fuf. 
focatory accumulation, 


It may here be proper to caution the praéti- 
tioner againft one of the moft frequent fources 
of polypi, the imprudent fuppreffion of hemor: 
thages and fevers by aftringents,

N phthifis pulmonalis, or the pulmonary con- Phthifis 
fumption, the fymptoms which chiefly mark tigate 


the difeafe are a wafting of the body, witha 
flow fever and difficulty of breathing, a conti- 
~ nual uneafy cough and copious expectoration of 
phlegm and pus. Thefe proceed from a {cir- 
thus or ulcer, or abfcefs in the fubftance of the 
lungs. 


There are feveral kinds of confumptions, en- 
tirely different from the pulmonary in their 
caufes, prognoitics, and method of cure. A 
_ wafting of the body is frequently brought on by 
a fimple gonorrhoea, immoderate venery, 4 ca- 
_ cochymy or deprivation of the nutritious juices, 
in fcorbutic habits. 


The atrophy of children is an emaciation of 
the upper parts, with a flow fever, a cough and 
difficulty 
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difficulty of breathing, not from an injury of 


the lungs, but ‘from a fcirrhous induration of —

Catarrhous perfons are fubjeé in fpring and 
autumn to a cough of long continuance, a con-

For healing the 
lacerated parts, goats milk will fuffice ; and for 
repairing the waltes of flefh and ftrength, no- 
thing can exceed human milk fucked immedi- 
ately from the brealt. Where obftructions of

When the lungs, in a found and health- 
ful ftate, become inflamed and ulcerated from 
an accidental caufe, there are much greater 
hopes of fuccefs than when the lungs or abdo- 
minal vifcera have fuffered obftru€tions or other 
injuries for a length of time.

It is acommon opinion, that mineral waters 


are hurtful wherever the vifcera are unfound, 
particularly the lungs.

thefe waters may tend to accelerate death. But 
fo long as the f{trength continues, and there is 
no febrile heat, though the lungs be manifeftly:

§ 1. General Hiftory. 


‘HE jaundice confifts in a preternatural fuf- réerus, or 
fufion of bile through the mafs of blood, J2undice, 
Petingutihable by a yellow, greenith, or livid co- 
lour of the fkin, and turbid, high coloured urine, 
pating linen or paper of a yellow tinge. 


The jaundice is ufually accompanied through- 
out with a faintnefs, liftleffhefs, and dejection of 
fpirits, lofs of appetite, a ftricture or tenfion of 

the right hypochondre, an opprefiion or tight- 
nefs at the pit of the ftomach, anxiety of the 
precordia, and fome difficulty of breathing, 
efpecially after meals, a flight biting heat about 

the noftrils, and an itching all over the fkin. 
The change of colour is firft feen in the white 
of the eyes, next in the lips and other parts 
where the membranes are thin, and by degrees 
over the whole body. In the advanced ftate of 
the difeafe, every thing tafted feems bitter, par- 
ticularly

ticularly fweets. The faliva, and the blood

The cante of this difeafe is for the Bee part : 
an obftruétion in the fmall glands, by which the 
bile is fecreted from the blood in the liver; or ;

The bile returning ito 
the mafs of blood, tinges that fluid, and the 
juices fecreted from it, and the veffels and mem- 
branes which it enters, of a bilious colour,

The obftruction generally proceeds from thick- 
nefs or vifcidity of the bile itfelf; fometimes 
from calculous concretions, or a ftri€ture of the 
veflels, Calculi lodged in the biliary dudts, if they 
be fo large as to prefs againft the fides, difeover 
themfelves by a fharp pain in the region of the 
liver, and at the pit of the ftomach, great an- 
xiety and oppreflion at the breaft, naufea or vo- 
miting, an inability of walking upright or with-

of the veffels may be ‘judged ‘to be the caufe; 


‘when the difeafe immediately follows violent a- 
gitations of mind, ¢olics, the exhibition ‘of dra- 
tie medicines, or the'bite of venomous animals. 


A recent jaundice, in young perfons, when 
not complicated with any other difeafe, as a 
quartan ague, hypochondriacal diforders, or a 


‘feirrhus of the liver, is ealy of cure. Such as 
has continued long, or frequently returned, with 
yellow colour of the fkin, verging more and 


more towards black, and an induration of the 
liver, proves generally mortal, terminating either 
ina hectic, a dropfy, or a violent haemorrhage. 
Jaundices from fpafmodic ftriGures of the in- 
teftines and biliary ducts, yield readily to the 
early ufe of proper remedies: ‘but if the body 
has been previoufly much weakened, or if the 


difeafe has been long kept up by grief of mind, 
it admits difficultly of a cure. “A jaundice hap- 


pening in bilious fever, or fuch as are attended 
with fpafms of the lower belly, bilious vomitings, 


‘and great heat, in hypochondriacal perfons, 


proves many times critical, provided the right 
hypochondre does not grow hard: Hrppo-

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§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The cure of jaundice arifing from fpafmodi¢ 
ftri€tures of the biliary duéts, is to be effected 
by diluting and obtunding, the acrimony of the 
fluids, the general caufe of {pafms, and foftening 
and relaxing the conftringed-veffels. The firft 
intention is anfwered by {mall dofes of nitre, and 
the libéral ufe of whey, emulfions, milk and wa- 
ter, or other like liquors, for common drink : 
the fecond, by gentle anodynes given internally, 
bladders full of warm liquor applied to the re- 

gion of the ftomach and liver, and glyfters com- 
-pofed of decoétions of paregoric herbs and olive- 
oli. The impurities in the firft paflages are to 
be carried off by rhubarb with cryftals of tartar 
and a few grains of nitre. 


‘The fame medicines are to be ufed in jaun- 
dice accompanied with violent fpafms, from cal. 
culous concretions in the biliary or cyftic duéts. 
Thefe remedies prove no lefs effectual here 
than in the violent fymptoms arifing from cal- 


cull lodged in the ureters: as foon as a due 


relaxation of the veffels is procured, nature, 
without any further affiftance, often retoves 
the obftacle.

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Jaundice from a vifcidity and ftagnation of 
the juices in the hepatic and biliary ducts, re- 
quires attenuating, aperient, and detergent medi-

weed, with turmeric and grafs-roots, or their 
juices mixed with whey or affes milk, have been 
taken as common drink with muck advantage. 
The livers of cattle are, in the winter, {cirrhous 
and full of calculi; which, on their feeding on 
grafs in the {pring, difappear. 


Nothing is of more fpeedy or certain efficacy 
in this diforder, and indeed in thofe of the liver _ 
in general, than the purging mineral waters, 
which powerfully diflolve tenacious humours, 
open ob{tructions, and promote all the fecre- — 
tions. Chronical. jaundices, which have fre- — 
quently returned, are fcarce ever to be fuccefl- _ 
fully cured without their affiftance. 4 


The neutral falts prepared from: the mineral — 
waters, and others of fimilar virtue, as the 
cathartic falt of Glauber, the diuretic falt, fo- 
luble tartar, vitriolated tartar, nitre, folution of 

crabs-eyes | 
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crabs-eyes in lemon-juice, deferve likewife to be 
particularly recommended: the virtues of thefe 
are greatly promoted by diffolving them in 
a fuitable quantity of water, whey, or fome 
proper decoction. Nor are we to omit rhu- 
barb, a medicine of excellent fervice in this dif- 


- eafe, whether given in fubftance along with the 


falts, or macerated in a vinous infufion of the 
plants above mentioned, or made into a tinGure 
with the fal diureticus. 


To ftrengthen the tone of the veffels of the 
liver, is the laft indication of cure. This is moft 
effectually obtained by chalybeates, which an- 
{wer beft if given in a liquid form, as the fteel- 
wine and chalybeate mineral waters; and by Pe- 
ruvian bark and cafcariila, either in form of 
powder or decoction. 


§ 3. Praétical Caselane and Objervations. 


1. Emetic¢s are in fome cafes highly neceflary,

and give immediate relief, particularly where 
tenacious humours in the duodenum obftruct 
the orifice of the biliary canal opening into that 
inteftine: and even when the vifcid matter is 


lodged in the hepatic dus, provided it is not 


firmly concreted, the concuffion which thofe 


vellels receive from the action of an emetic, ex-

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cellently promotes its expulfion. On the other 
hand, wherever the difeafe arifes from violent 


agitations of mind, cardialgia and fpafms of the 


{tomach, or fpafmodic colics, or where a cal- — 
culus lodged in the cyftic dué occafions great 
oppreflions at the breaft, thefe kinds of. medi- 
cines are maniicttly 3 injurious, 


2. The more powerful Leven are conttant- 
ly found to do harm, by increafing the fpafms, 
exagitating the blood, and Micros the appe- 


tite and ftrength, 


3. Sudorifics, efpecially thofe of the hot and 
volatile kind, have no place; for they exagitate 
the juices without doing any fervice, the bilious 
humours being of too vifcid a confiftence to be 
tran{mitted through the fine pores of the fkin; 
their excretion is moft fuccefsfully attempted 
through the veffels of the liver or the kidneys. 


4. Nor is lefs caution requifite with regard to 
hot baths, at leaft while the difeafe continues at 
its height. As icterical perfons in general are 
little difpofed to {weat, too great heat, by rarefy- — 
ing the juices, and rendering them more acri- ‘ 
monious, endangers a rupture of fome of the — 
blood-veffels. In fpafms of the firft paflages, 


baths only tepid may be fafely admitted. 


5: Vegetable 
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5. Vegetable bitters, as gentian, wormwood, 
lefler centaury, carduus, and others, have been 
much commended in this difeafe, from a fup- 
 pofition that they fupply the defect of bile in the 

_inteftines, and, like that animal bitter, facilitate 

_digeftion and excretion. Experience however 

fhows, that frequently they do more harm than 
good: admitting them fimilar to bile, they mutft 
add to the bilious humour in the blood, into 
which they are in part conveyed along with the 

chyle. If they do any fervice in the firft paf- 
_ fages, it is then chiefly to be expefted when 
they promote ftool: both animal and vegetable 
bitters are unfriendly to the vital juices, and re-~ 
quire to be carried off by that emun¢tory.. On 
this account, rhubarb is much to be efteemed, 
and even bitter infufions joined with laxatives 
may have their ufe. 


6. Mercurials are injurious: even {mall dofes 


of mercurius dulcis have occafioned a {welling of 
the gums, great fetor of the mouth, cardialgic 
anxieties, and a lofs of appetite and {trength. 


7. Bleeding has place rather in the way of 
prevention than of cure. Neverthelefs, after the 
jaundice is formed, if the patient be plethoric, or 
the menfes fuppreffed, or at the period of their 
pilapprarance, venefeétion is not without its ufe.

juice 5 fome malt-liquors ; whilft others cannot 
bear either of thefe: as to wine, it ought to be

§ 4. Hiflories of Cafes. 


1. A woman of thirty, thin, paffionate, after 
a fuppreffion of the menfes for three months, 
from a fedentary life and irregularities, was 
feized with a pain in the hypogaftric region, fo 


acute that fhe could fcarce ftand upright. A ~ 


bilious diarrheea followed, the {uppreffion of 
which was fucceeded by a cardialgia, pale co- 
lour of the face, and frequent faintings. Ina 
few days, the whole body grew yellow, the u- 
rine thick and faffron-coloured, the ftools whi- 
tifh; a conftant pungent oppreflive pain was 
complained of at the pit of the ftomach. A 
mixture of equal parts of the mineral anodyne 
liquor, and tinétures of faffron, caftor and o- 
range-peel, with a few drops of oil of mace, 
was given every three hours in dofes of thirty 
drops; bags of chamomile-flowers, mace and 
faffron, boiled in milk, applied to the region of 
the ftomach and liver; water, with one half 
milk, ufed for common drink ; and a purgative 
given about the third day, of rhubarb two 
: {cruples, 


cheerfulnefs of mind. ‘Thofe who indulge ina Jerndice 
_ fedentary life, fpiritous liquors, or paflions, are 


on 
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{cruples, cream of tartar one f{cruple, nitre fix 
grains. By the fe of thefe medicines for fome 
time, the pains and fpafms went off; the men- 
ftrual evacuation, which continues fuppreffed, 
will probably be procured by the vifceral elixir, 
and balfamic aloetic pills about the Abie pe- 
riod. : 


2..A gentleman of fifty, of a fanguine tempe- 
rament, accultomed to high living, never blood- 


ed; after a courfe of purging waters, which’had 


been drank without proper regimen, fell into a 
violent diarrhoea, with fevere gripes, and a fetid _ 
{mell of the mouth. _Thefe fymptoms being al- — 

layed, cardialgic pains fucceeded, extending at 
times all over the back, to the. fhoulders; the 
appetite and fleep natural. Iéterical fymptoms 
fupervened ; a yellow colour of the kin, white 
{tools,-thick dark brown urine tinging linen of ~ 
faffron colour. Aperient decoétions, purga- 
tives, chalybeates, bitters, did no fervice. The 
Pyrmont waters, drank to above a quart a-day, — 
with the interpofition of ftomachics and the po- 
lychrelft pills, happily removed the difeafe. 


3. A young lady, in the eighth month of her 
firft pregnancy, was feized with a jaundice, 
which continued during the time of lying-in. 


Towards’ the end of next pregnancy, though 


twice 
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twice blooded, the diforder appeared again. Its Iterus or 
returns were prevented in future geftations, by pornsiaey 
exchanging wines and malt-liquors for aqueous 
drink; keeping the belly open with rhubarb, 
and bleeding about the third or fourth, and in 
the feventh and ninth months. 


_ 4. A gentlewoman of thirty-feven, of a thin 

habit, accuftomed to drink at dinner vinous f{pi- 

rits and {mall beer, after long grief and a feden- 

tary life, fell into a flow fever, with a total lofs 
_ of appetite, and a yellow colour of the fkin. A 
great variety of medicines were given without 

fuccefs: at length, a gentle vomit of fifteen 

grains of ipecacuanha, with one grain of emetic 
- tartar, effected a cure, 

Some years after, the jaundice returned, and 
rofe to a greater height: the faliva was yellow- 
ith; every thing fhe tafted feemed bitterifh ; the 

belly rarely performed its office without glyfters 
or fuppofitories; the feces were compaét, like 
clay; the urine brown, with a copious grofs fe- 
diment. Rhubarb, balfamic pills, antifpafmo- 
dics, anodynes, bitterifh tinctures and extraéts, 
aperient infufions, and other medicines which 
ufually do fervice in i€terical cafes, occafioned 
great anxiety, naufea, retching, and fometimes 
yomiting. The only medicine that could’ be 
borne, 
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PartIV. borne, was an aperient falt, compofed of the fal 
hap. 12" catharticus, nitre, folution of crabs-eyes, and vi- 
triolated tartar, which was taken in {mall repeat- 
ed dofes : water, with one-fourth wine and a 
little lemon-juice, was ufed for drink ; and ¢as 
taplafms applied to the region of the liver. 
Thefe medicines being continued for two months, 
a fpontaneous loofenefs carne on: large quanti- 
ties of dry excrements of a chalk colour were 
voided for four days ips. and the difeafe 
went off. i 


| eh A woman of forty, full of blood and juices, 
after grief for the death of an only fon, and an 
exceflive uterine hemorrhage, was attacked by 
a febrile paroxyfm, with ehilnefs, fhivering, and 
violent vomiting, to which next day a jaundice 
acceded. The diforder remitted at intervals ; 
but -as-often as errors in regimen occafioned & 
feverifh attack, the jaundice and other fymp-— 
toms conflantly returned. At length it ceafed 
for a year, and then re- appeared, preceded by a 
fever, vomiting, and fuarp pain in the back: — 
the fit went off in two days, and returned again. : 
regularly once a-week, for near a twelvemonth; — 
when the Caroline waters, with the balfamic : C25 | 
lixir and pills, and a proper regimen, made an 
effetual cure.

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6. A man of forty, long fubject to gouty and 
¢ardialgic pains, fell into a jaundice, with vio- 


lent gripes, at intervals, about the right orifice 


of the ftomach and the pylorus, cold fweats, lofs 
of appetite, extreme reftleffnefs, but without any 
increafe of the pulfe. The fits frequently re- 


-turned: at length the yellow jaundice changed 


of the body and decay of ftrength increafed 


by degrees into a black. After ufing a warm 
bath for fome days, the difeafe increafed, the 
pains of the belly became far more violent, with 
a tenefmus and fuppreflion of urine: a wafting 


daily, till the patient funk under them. On dif- 
feGtion, the gall-bladder was found full of a 
black vifcid matter like pitch: the cyftic duct 
very much ftraitened: the duodenum, the right

4. A lady of forty-two, after feveral complaints 
from cold during the menftrual flux, was feized 
with a jaundice, which returned at almoft every 
monthly period, for near two years. ‘The at- 
tacks were now preceded, which they had not 
been at -firft, with violent pains in the back, 
anxiety of the precordia, and coftivenefs.

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A little rhubarb was given every fecond day, 


and aperient falts interpofed: a bitter infufion

thrice a-day: on the approach of the menftrual 
period, balfamic pills every other day: when 
the pains, fpafms and flatulencies were urgent,

The attacks became lefs frequent; and bya ~ 
courfe of purging waters in the fpring, the dif- 
eafe was entirely removed. 


8. A boy of twelve, after eating too freely of 
four grapes, fell into a bilious fever and jaun- 
dice, -with a hard fwelling in the region of , , 
the liver, great anxiety about the pracordia, — 
and reftlefinefs: the feces were for three days 
together blackifh, and the urine black like ink. 


The cure was effected by abforbent powders, 


with rhubarb and a little nitre, given in {mall 
repeated dofes ; a cataplafm of wormwood, fcor- 
dium, chamomile-flowers and cummin-feeds © 
boiled in wine, applied to the right hypochon- 
dre; and butter-milk ufed for common drink. 
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g. A woman about forty, was feized with an Icterus or 


acute pain at the pit of the ftomach, and the 


part of the back oppofite to it, great ficknefs, 


_ frequent vomitings, and a fever. Venefection 


and gly{ters were feveral times repeated for three 
weeks, when the fymptoms grew eafier, the 


-fkin and the urine yellow, and the feces white. 


- On taking an infufion of fenna and rhubarb, the 


{tools grew coloured, the complaints abated, but - 


the colour of the fkin was little changed. 


The diforder returned with vomitiny, pain at 


the pit of the ftomach, uneafinefs in the region 
of the liver, univerfal itching, feeblenefs and op- 
preflion, but without the fever. The purging 


potion was repeated with the former fuccefs. 
In a third fit, it failed. Pills of equal parts of 
foap and aloes, taken gradually, procured at 
length loofe bilious ftools. On examining 


them, nine ftones were found. As many more 


paffled next day, the purging being continued. 


In fucceeding fits, feveral others were voided, 
one as large as a bean. Bilious ftools with cal- 


culi appeared on every remiffion. The above 
medicines, with riding and warm bathing, com- 
pleted the cure.

(NACHEXIA is diftinguifhed by a pale bloat- Cachexia, 
X4 ed habit, with a lefion of the animal &Chlerels 
functions. : 


Phe whole body is fomewhat tumid, foft and 
cold to the touch, of a pale colour, frequent- 
ly inclining to a yellowifh, greenifh, or livid 
leaden hue: the feet, towards night, fwell con- 
fiderably. The patient is languid and weak, a-: 

verfe to every kind of exercife, and fubje& to 
quick fatigue, tottering of the legs, and breath- 
leffnefs, particularly from walking haftily up a 
fteep afcent. The appetite for food decays, but 
that for vinous liquors increafes : generally after 
“meals, flatulencies and diftenfions of the hypo- 
| chondres are complained of. The fleep is found, 
but unrefrefhing; the pulfe foft, weak and flow ; 
the belly bound; the urine white, and, in the 
progrefs of the difeafe, turbid.

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Part IV. The chlorofis, icterus albus, febris alba, or mor- 

peraik gae bus virgineus, is a {pecies of cachexy, common | 
to young women, before the eruption, or from — 
a deficiency of the menfes. ‘To the foregoing 
fymptoms are frequently joined, an appetite to 
fubftances unfit for food, headachs, cardialgic 
complaints, flutterings of the heart, and oe) P 
ings. 


Cachexies, for the moft part, yield readily at 
the beginning to proper remedies; but after 
they have continued long, are very difficultly, re- 
moved: in young perfons, they often rife to a 
complete dropfy, and then prove full of danger: 

_ in an advanced age, they frequently terminate in 
an atrophy, marafmus, or anafarca with a heétic 
fever. Thofe which come on fuddenly are ea-: 
fier of cure than fuch as increafe by flow de-. 
grees : the former arifing chiefly. from irregula-_ 
riti¢s at a time when the patient had been weak-. 
ened by preceding difeafes; the latter moft com- 
monly from.a fcirrhous obftruction of the liver, 
fpleen, or other vifcera. A greenifh or livid co-. 
lour of the fkin is a conftant diagnoftic of fome. 
of the vifcera being affected. Great tenfion and 
hardne(s of the hypochondres, difficulty of brea-_ 
thing, and frequent fyncopes, are alarming, | 
fymptoms. | . : 


Chlorofis : 
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Chlorofis happening before menftruation, ge- 
nerally goes off fpontaneoufly ‘at that period ; 
and that from a fuppreffion of the menfes, on.a 
return of the difcharge. When it continues long, 
in grown-up women, it is difficult of cure, and 
occafions fterility, or weaknefs of the offspring. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The cure is tobe begun by laxatives and ape- 
_rients, as rhubarb, fal diureticus, foluble tartar ; 
_ purging mineral waters; to which may be add- 
ed, moderately: warm ‘bitters and  balfamics, 
‘myrrh, wormwood, orange-peel, ammoniacum, 
&c. After due evacuation of the firft paflages, 
perfpiration is to be promoted by ufing for com- 


mon drink a weak decoétion of the woods, and. 


. alweat procured occafionally by taking a ftrong- 
er decoction, or fome other fudorific; in the 
morning in bed. One dram of the tin@ure of 
tartar may be interpofed at times for promoting 
urine. ‘Tinétures of myrrh, gentian, leffer cen- 
-taury, carduus, wormwood, orange-peel, amber, 
and faffron, in weak lixivia, are to be taken at 
meals for {trengthening the ftomach, and conti- 
-nued for a confiderable time. If the difeafe does 
not yield to thefe remedies, recourfe muft be 
had to the chalybeate mineral waters, or the ar- 
tificial preparations of fteel: the ruft of iron 
. re a may 
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may be mixed with pimpinella, arum, cinna- 
mon, falt of tartar, and fugar; or the tinétures 


exhibited in fudorific or mick decoétions. 


§ 3. Pradical Cautions. a 


I. This diforder ought to be opted ashy as 
there is great danger of its changing into an a- 
trophy, fcurvy, or dropfy. If it proceeds from 
a {uppreflion of cuftomary evacuations of blood, 
we muift endeavour to renew the flux, by bleed- 
ing, if the ftrength permits, in fmall quantity, 
but repeatedly. To thofe who abound with vi- 
tious humours, and have but little blood, vene- 
{ection is injurious. 


2. In cachexies from menttrual or hemorrhoi- 
dal obftructions, after bleeding and purging, the © 


flux has been happily brought back by the in- 


ternal ufe of the Caroline hot waters. But ab- 
{tain from thefe waters where the difeafe arifes 
from an immoderate haemorrhage. 


2. In fuppreffions of the menfes, after vene- 
feGtion, and the removal of the obftru@ion of 
the vifcera by mineral waters or chalybeates, the 
evacuation fometimes fucceeds fpontaneoully. Ie} 
it does not, the patient muft go into a warm

5. The efficacy of chalybeates is promoted by 
_exercife, diluting liquors, and a ftriét regimen. 
They muft be continued ten or fifteen days, and 
a gentle purgative interpofed every third or 
fourth day.

6. In pale unhealthful young women, mar- 
riage is the grand remedy. 


7. Cold {welled feet require moderate warmth 
and bandages: if they be much {welled, apply 
‘warm bags of millet,bran, and falt. Peas have 
no place where the tumour is confiderable, but 
frictions with warm cloths are always proper. 


8. Avoid cold moift air, and foods of difficult 
digeftion, as fruit, milk-meats, d’c. Water by 
_itfelf is an improper drink: it may be mixed 
with wine to advantage.

time; an herb infufion ufed as tea; and ale for 
common drink, as the ftomach could fcarcely 
bear decoctions: a cataplafm of chamomile- 
flowers, mace, and cloves, boiled in wine, was 
_ frequently applied warm to the region of the fto- 
mach, and the {welled feet put into hot bran. 
By thefe medicines, continued for three months, 
the feet were kept conftantly moift, a large 
quantity of thick vifcid mucus was difcharged 
by urine, the fwelling fubfided, the breathing 
became free, and appetite and health returned. 
In winter, he was fubjet to catarrhous de- 
fluxions on the breaft, which frequently threat- 
ened fuffocation, efpecially if he was blooded: 
this fymptom was removed by glyfters.

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CHAPTER XIV. 


Of Hyprops, or Dropsy. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


, B* dropfy is underftood a depravation of py trons, 
the habit, with a confiderable extravafa- or Dropfy 

‘ — Ye 

tion and accumulation of ferous humours over 

the whole body, or in particular cavities. 


When the whole body is bloated, and the 
fkin pits, or retains the impreffion of the finger, 
the diforder is in its beginning ftate, and is term- 
ed Jeucophlegmatia. In its more*advanced ftate, 
it has the name of ana/arca. When the belly 
is principally diftended, it is termed a/cites. 
What is called tympanites or dry dropfy, in 
which the belly is tenfe, and founds, when ftruck, 
like a drum, is rather a fymptom of the afcites — 
and anafarca, than a diftin@ fpecies. It arifes 
from flatulencies in the inteftines, or the vapour 
of the ftagnant ferum diftending the abdominal 
cavity.

The {welling appears firft in the legs, and rifes 
by degrees to the thighs, the groin, the belly, 
and as hich as the pit of the ftomach. Some- 
times the belly is fo much diftended, ‘as to be 
in danger of burfting, and almoft to prevent 
the feet from being feen. Sometimes the wa- 
ter defcends from the cavity of the abdomen, 


by the proceffes of, the peritoneum, into the ~ 


{crotum, and {wells it often to the fize of the head. 


It alfo defcends from the groin, under the fkin of 
the penis, which is diftended and intorted, fo as 
to obftruct the paflage of the urine. Some- 
times, particularly in the anafarca and leucophleg- 


matia, a {welling of the.ferotum happens, from _ 


the watery humour collected in the groin infi- ~ 


nuating itfelf under the common integuments 
of the tefticles, the abdomen remaining empty.

. A difficulty of breathing is a common fymp- ; 


tom, which is exafperated by exercife, but more 
particularly by lying in bed, from the preflure 


bed, to» prevent fuffocation. A teafing dry

cough, or rather fruitlefs tickling to cough, is ~ 


ufually joined; the thirft is almoft unquench- 
able, but the appetite generally decays. The 
urine 
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urine in the anafarca is thin and white, in the Hydrops, 
afcites in'fmall quantity and thick, with a copi- sai dt 
ous brick-coloured fediment. In the advanced 
ftate, a flow fever comes on, diftinguifhable-by 
a weak quick pulfe, which emaciates the upper 
parts, and waftes the ftrength. Both the ana- 
~ farca and afcites are frequently attended with a 
remarkable itching of the membranous parts of 
the feet, and livid fpots and bladders on the 
-feet, which opened, difcharge an acrimonious 
ferum, corroding or inflaming the parts it 
touches, and producing unkindly ulcers of dif- 
ficult cure. It is in this cafe chiefly that a hec- 
tic fever accedes, to which a coldnefs and fhi- 
vering fupervening, denotes a fphacelous cor- | 
ruption of fome of the vifcera. | . 


~ 


On diffection, fome of the vifcera are always 
affected, moft commonly the liver: frequently 
- polypous concretions are found in the heart, in 
_ which cafe a quantity of ferum is extravafated in 
the cavity of the thorax. ‘The abdominal wa- 
ters are contained fometimes in the cavity of 
the abdomen, fometimes in a fac formed of a 
duplicature of the peritoneum :. they are fome- 
times thin and colourlefs, fometimes yellow, or 
like the wafhings of flefh: fet over the fire, they 
concrete into a gelatinous confiftence. 
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The general caufe of dropfies appears to be, - 


a laxity of the blood-veffels, and a languidnefs 
of circulation, or an obftruction in fome particu- 
lar part. The conftriction of a vein, in a health- 


ful perfon, occafions a truly cedematous tumour _ 


of all that part from which the vein receives 
branches; as in the application of the tourni- 


quet for reftraining immoderate hemorrhages. 


Lax fpongy habits are fubje& to fimilar fwel- 
lings from the flighteft compreflion; from long 
fitting, riding, diftenfions of the inteftines by 
flatulencies, and of the uterus in pregnancy. 


‘On inje€ting into a vein, of the hand for in- — 


flance, the fubclavian being tied, a coloured, 
fomewhat thick fluid, the arms fwells, a large 
quantity of the liquor is extravafed, and found 
to have penetrated into the cellular tunic, the 
feat of the ftagnant ferum in all fubcutancous 
dropfies. 


All the fpecies of dropfy are dangerous, the ~ 


leucophlegmatia leaft, the afcites moft fo, efpe- 
cially when joined to a tympanites. An inve- 


terate afcites, which has fucceeded other difeafes, 


and in which the vifcera are corrupted, the up- 
per parts emaciated, the urime in fmall quanti- 


ty and very high coloured, with a fediment, ad- 


mits not of cure. But we are not to defpair, 
if the patient be young and robuft, the difeafe 
di. 
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fecent, the appetite good, the breathing free, 
and the urine thin; nor in dropfies arifing in 
_ plethoric perfons from an afthma, or from drink- 
ing too largely in fevers, or indulging voracity 
after fevers, or from immoderate hemorrhages. 
_ The fymptoms particularly dangerous are, a 
_. great emaciation of the upper parts, difficulty of 
refpiration, lofs of appetite and {trength, increafe 
of thirft; the urine not anfwering to the quan- 
tity of liquors drank, and of a very high or faf- 
fron colour; a fimall, quick, and fomewhat hard 


| pulfe; frequent fhiverings, with a burning heat 


of the internal parts ; eryfipelatous eruptions on 
the legs, with a fever; hemorrhages; a cough 


| or diarrhoea fupervening after a long continu- 


ance of the difeafe.. In the beginning, a cough 
has little danger, and a diarrhea is often falu- 
| tary. Areturn of an afcites.is rarely cured, and 


| afecond relapfe hardly ever: but an anafarca is 


lefs dangerous when periodical than when fta- 
tionary. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


’ The cure is to be begun by evacuating the 
ftagnant ferum either by manual operation or 
medicines. If the diforder be recent, the patient 
of a good conftitution, and the vifcera found, 
we may fafely have recourfe to tapping: even 
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in inveterate and defperate cafes, this operation 
is frequently advifable for preventing fuffoca- 
tion, and protradting life. . It is expedient, af- 
ter the evacuation of the water, to injec into 
the abdomen, a tincture of myrrh and aloes 
made in camphorated f{pirit of wine, to prevent 
the remaining ferum becoming putrid from the 
admiffion of air: there is no danger of the vif- 
cera being injured, by this medicine; for the 
more fiery fpirit.of turpentine has been injected 
into the abdomen of a dog, without producing. 
any ill effect. In the anafarca, copious evacua- 
tions have been obtained by {carifications in the 
feet and fcrotum: but great care muft be had 
to prevent a mortification of the part. 


The principal medicines for evacuating the 
[tagnant water, are the {tronger purgatives, as ela- 
terium, gamboge, extract of fpurge, juice of or- 
ris-root, middle bark of elder, which are more 
eafily borne in this than in moft other diforders,, 
and are not apt to occafion vomiting: even anti- 
monial emetics, in hydropic cafes, operate chiefly 
by ftool. Sometimes, however, the milder pur- 
gatives, as fenna, cream of tartar, manna,’ or 
rhubarb, are to be preferred, as being of fuffi- 
cient efhcacy, and greater fafety. —_ 


After purgatives, attenuating diuretics are to 
be called in aid, as the falts of the purging wa-

In either cafe, 
they have place chiefly at the beginning’ of the 
difeafe, before the ftrength has been exhautted ; 
though even then, the milder ‘ones, fharpened 
with emetics, are in general the moft eligible. ~ 


3. Hydropic fwellings in feorbutic perfons, are’ 
to be treated by the antifcorbutic plants, as’ 
horfe-radith, creffes, juice of feurvy-grafs, given 
plentifully in whey or decoétion of red beets.’ 
By thefe fimple remedies, I have frequently feen 
common people cured of hydropic humours, 
furprifing quantities of ferum being vo dif 
charged by urine. f 


. 4. Squills have in many: cafes given fudden: ; 
and unexpected relief, particularly where an 
afthma threatening fuffocation was joined. Six 
or eight grains may be given in fome warm li- | 
quor, with an equal quantity of pimpinelia or 
arum-root, and a few grains of nitre. |

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5. In the tympanites, great benefit is obtained Hydrops, 
| from carminative glyiters, anodynes joined with °° Propty 
_ purgatives, and oil of bricks, or folution of cam- 

_phor in oil of almonds, rubbed frequently on 
the belly. 


| 6. Inveterate afcites, where the vifcera are 
much affected, is to be treated only by gentle 
laxatives and corroborants, as the aloetic balfa- 
‘mic pills, with the interpofition of aperient falts. 
Thefe medicines, unlefs the cafe is entirely de- 
fperate, promife either a cure, or at leaft to pro- 
tract life. They are more sma congas, however, 
in the anafarca. 


i. yldrepic echt are fometimes fubje& to 

-profufe and dangerous hemorrhages, hemor- 

‘thoidal, menftrual, or from the nofe. Thefe 

are never to be reftrained by opiates or aftrin- 
gents, which increafe the obftru@tion of the vif- 
“cera, the very caufe of the flux. 


i 8. Dropfies fucceeding an ill managed falivas 
‘tion, require mercurials and decodtions of the 
woods. 


g. In tumours of the fcrotum, the paracen- 
_tefis, commended by fome, is apt to occafion a 
“mortification, and does but-little fervice; the li- 
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quor being fo vifcid, that the difcharge, is ufu- 
ally inconfiderable. Difcutient cataplafms are 
to be preferred, which frequently oceafion a 
watery fweat, to the great relief of the patient. 


10. When the colle&ed ferum oozes fponta- 
neoufly from the belly or feet, we are to provide 


again{t a corruption of the parts, and to ftrength- 


en nature by antifeptic hai: and internal 
corroborants. 


11. Frequent exercife, fleeping little, dry 
foods, aré univerfally to be recommended, efpe- 
cially in the anafarca. There are feveral ex- 
amples of dangerous dropfies being cured by 
long abftinence from liquors, without the affift- 
ance of any kind of medicine. 


12. OEdematous tumours, the beginning of 
a dropfy, frequently arife from flatulencies in 
the inteftines, particularly in hypochondriacal 
and gouty perfons. Thefe are to be treated, 
not with purgatives, but by carminative and 
ftrengthening glyfters.. 


13. Women are fubject to hydropic tumours 


fronr a ceffation of the menitrual purgations be- 
fore the ufual period; efpecially when to this 
caufe a fedentary life and grief of mind are join- 

ed.

or depreflion of the ftrength: at the fame time, 
a balfamic elixir was taken thrice a-day with 
Hungarian wine.

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“CHAPTER XY. 


Of FLATULENCE and TYMPANITES,. .. 


§ 1. General Hiptory. 


N no part of the body does flatulence produce 
fo great uneafinefs as in the ftomach and in- 
teftines. When by {pafmodic contraétions it is. 


confined in thefe organs, which are endowed 
with exquifite fenfibility,. and-is at the fame ' 


time accompanied with a diminution of their 
tone, it creates not only pain and anxiety, but : a 
lefion alfo of many of the moft j important fanc- 


tions. - 


If the ftomach in particular | be diftended fg 
incarcerated flatus, the patient becomes affected 


with great anxiety about the przecordia, attend- 
ed with difficult. and painful refpiration. He | 


complains alfo of oppreffion at the breaft, inquie- 


tude, coldnefs of the extremities, and remark. ~ 


able lofs of ftrength. With thefe fymptoms the 
face appears contracted, and the expreflion of 
the countenance changed; and often alfo there 


occurs 
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| y occurs palpitation of the heart, difficulty of de- 
_ glutition, and vertigo. ; 


This difeafe is eafily diftinguifhed by means of 


* the obvious {welling, readily difcoverable by the 
touch, and extending from the {crobiculus cor- 
~ dis to the left fide; and alfo from the frequent 


and vehement erudtations, by which the fymp- 


_ toms are remarkably relieved. 


_. When the flatulence extends through the 
whole abdomen, and does not occur in a tranfi- 


tory, but'in a {tationary manner, it has the name 


_ of tympanites. In this difeafe, after pain and ten- 


fion about the region of the loins, efpecially in 
the lefi fide, attended with conftipation, the bel- 
ly becomes remarkably diftended. Flatus and e- 
ructations at times take place with great violence. 


The pulfe becomes unequal, the appetite is di- 


_ minifhed, but thirft is increafed. A tenfive, | 
corroding, and pungent pain, with a fenfe of 


heat, is felt about the precordia and umbilicus. 
Often alfo there occurs a ftillicidium urine, The 
tumour alfo, when the patient lies upon his back, 
does not fubfide, and the patient cannot fleep on 
pier fide. 


§ 2. 
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Ga, “Method of Cures 


Where patients are affected with flatulence in 
the ftormiach or inteftines, the chief aim of the 
Phyfician ought to be, that an exit fhould be af- 
forded to the flatus downwards, and that thofe 
vifcid and tenacious matters which tend to retain 
it, fhould be attenuated and difcharged. For — 
this purpofe, nothing is better fuited than gly- 
{ters of carminative and aromatic herbs, as cha- 
momile, hyffop, milfoil, and the like. ‘With 
thefe, however, fhould be interpofed and fub- 
joined, gentle laxatives, poffeffing at the fame 
time a carminative and anodyne virtue. 


After thefe evacuants, recourfe muft be had 
to the volatile, oily, and aromatic medicines, 
which tend to ftrengthen the tone of the alimen- 
tary canal, and thus, by moving the flatus, pre- 
vent it from fettling at any part of the inteftines, 
by which its expulfion is more eafily effected. 
For this purpofe, no medicines are more remarks 
ably ferviceable than powders of the root of a- 
rum, zedoary, pimpinella alba, or of orange- 
fkins. ‘Vhe oleum chamomeli may alfo be em- 
ployed with advantage ; and, if there be a fufpi- — 
cion of acid in the primee vie, great benefit may 
be derived from the addition of crabs-eyes. 

Carminative 
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Carminative effences, in a liquid form, are al- 
' fo very ferviceable, particularly a combination of 
_ the carminative of Weddelius with dulcified fpi- 
rit of nitre or our anodyne liquor. . 


- In the treatment of this difeafe, external re- 


~ medies are not to be neglected. Liniments are 
' often applied with advantage to the whole epi- 


: gaftric region. The chief ingredients of thefe. 


_ ought to be, oils boiled up with chamomile and 
rue, the Peruvian balfam, and the effential oils 
~ of chamomile and anife. 1 have found alfo very 
_ remarkable fervice from the application of our 
 balfamum vita, with three parts of Hungary 
_ water, either rubbed upon the belly, or applied 
_ warm by means of a cloth. 
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CHAPTER XVI 


Of Fuuor ALBUS. . 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE fluor albus, or a flux of whitifh matter’ 
from the uterus, happens chiefly about the 


time of the eruption of the menfes; though 


young girls, and women of an advanced age, 


married or unmarried, are not exempted from 
it. In fome.it is continual, in others periodical, 
preceding or following the menfes, or returning 
two or three times in a month: in aged women 


it fometimes comes in the place of the men-: 


ftrual flux. The matter is fometimes ferous 
and mild, fometimes acrid and faline ; common- 


ly whitifh, fometimes ‘yellowifh, greenifh or ~ 
blackifh, fanious ; fometimes inodorous, and. 


fometimes fetid. The diforder is no other than 


a {fpecies of cachexy: the flux appears from dif- _ 
fection to be from the fame veffels that yield — 


the menftrual blood. 


~The fluor albus is diftinguifhed from decolo- 


rations of the menfes, by its happening irregu- 


larly : 


- 
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larly : from the virulent gonorrhea, bythe dif. Fluor Al- 
_ charge being.much greater, without pain or Bae. ya 
_ burning heat, and. difappearing during the pe- 
riod of menftruation, whilft the gonorrhcea con- 
tinues.. ‘A fanious flux is no mark. of . venereal 
virulence; asa fimple fluor albus,, efpecially in 


- fcorbutic habits, may ulcerate the parts. 


“A recent, moderate fluor albus, from an ex- 
 ternal.caufe, has nothing dangerous: if the pa- 
_ tient be otherwife. healthful, it may continue for 
- months, or even years, without any ill confe- 
quence: in time, however, it generally deftroys 
the florid colour of :the face, and brings on an 
ill habit of body. . Such as arifes at firft from a 
weaknefs of the ftomach and general ill habit, 
or from previous difeafes, is apt to produce great 
changes in the whole. body, to impair all the vi- 
tal funétions, bring on emaciation and linger- 
ing fevers. Sterility, abortion, a falling down 
_ of the uterus, are fometimes alfo confequences 
_ of this diforder. : 


§ 2. Method of Cure. | 


The general indications of cure. are, to eva- 
cuate the ferous humours in the firft paflages ; 
to ftrengthen the tone of the uterus, and the 
_ ftomach ; and in the more violent, and cachectic 
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cafes, to cofre& the indifpofition of the whole 


_mafs of blood and humours, promiote the natu- 


ral excretions, and ftrengthen the vifcera. 


The évacuation of the firft paflages,; by gentle 
laxatives, is of primary importance. RiveRius 
aflures us, that, after trying other medicines in 
vain, he had effected a cure by a laxative ptifan 
continued for a month. Rhubarb is here the 
moft eligible purge; to which may be added, 
in powder, the fal diureticus; in the form of a 
vinous infufion, zedoary, birthwort, pimpinella, 
orange-peel, daucus-feeds, ftarry-headéd anife, | 
and falt of tartar; in pills, aloes, galbanum, 
myrrh, fandaracha, dniber, and a little —_ : 
of Peru. | 


In cachettic cafes, great ane vr the fto- 
mach, and laxity of the vifcera, 1 have always 
obferved much benefit from a powder compofed — 
of crocus of iron, fecula of arum, falt of worm- 
wood, folution of crabs-eyes, each one dram, 
cafcarilla, amber, cinnabar, each half a dram, 
oil of faffafras fix drops; taken toone dram eve- 
ry morning in wine and water,-with an infufion ~ 
of balm, mint, dead nettle, fage, ftarry-headed — 
anife, and daucus-feeds after it. To this, fubjoin — 
a mixture of equal parts of effence of amber 


and agallochum, tinéura antimonii acris, the — 


mineral | 
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_ mineral anodyne liquor, and fpirit of harthhorn; Fluor Al- 


to be taken occafionally to fifty drops; in dilu- 
ted wine-or fome warm infufion. 


The efficacy of the foregoing remedies is to 
be promoted by externals ; fumigations of taca- 
mahacca, mattich, amber, benzoin, and frankin« 
cenfe; baths impregnated with corroborant and 
nervous plants, as. marjoram, favoury, thyme, 
balm, calamint, feverfew, fouthernwood, origa- 
num, rofemary, hyflop, chamomile-flowers, bay- 
berries; juniper-berries, dc. and. bags of the 
like plants, gently boiled in red wine, applied 
in the night time tothe inguinal region. 


The diet fhould be flender and eafy of dige- 
ftion. For common drink may be ufed a de- 
coction of china-root, faflafras, red. and yellow 
faunders, maftich-wood and cinnamon. Good 
Hungarian wine may be ufed moderately’ at 
meals, for ftrengthening the ftomach. 


§ 3- Pradtical Cautions and Obfervations. 


1, Aftringents, taken internally, or applied 


externally, are highly pernicious, both in the 
fluor albus, in virulent gonorrhceas, and in de- 
coloration of the menfes: by fupprefling the 
flux, they often occafion large tumours in the

bus. 
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region of the pubes, which,’ unlefs fpeedily ob-. 
viated, are almoft always produdtive of danger- 
ous diforders. -I have feen from hence‘flow fe- 
vers and atrophies, aconfumption, miliary erup- 
tions, tympanitic fwellings, corrofive defluxions 
in the fauces, fcirrhi, apoftems, and alent in- 
curable ulcerations of the uterus. 


2.Peffaries and injections, held in great efteem 
by the ancients, are at prefent furprifingly ne- 
gleéted. I have feen remarkably good effets — 
from’ them in inveterate fluors and uterine ul- — 
cerations; medicines employed ‘in this form act- — 
ing immediately on the partoaffeted. “Thevin- — 
jeGion fhould be fmall in quantity, as an ounce 
or AEs but often nepeatE < 


3. I have often shiheogh a sunlit Sapisvets ; 
fion for two or three months, followed by a pro- — 
fufe hemorrhage, and this by a fluor: albus.

4. Dry baths are of much fervice in ferous” 
phlegmatic habits. But all baths, whether moift 
or dry, do more harm than good, unlefs inte 
nals have been preniiierts 
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5. If the ftomach be overloaded with crudities, ENby Al- 
_ which ‘is frequently the cafe; a mild emetic, as oA 


_ particularly ipecacuanha, may be given repeat- 
edly; and the vifceral. elixir, with effence of 
aati taken at meals. | 


7 7a FB Giior albus in. {corbutic: perfons, or 
thofe»who have any venereal taint, is to be treat- 
ed at firft with the mildeft fixed diaphoretics 
and purifiers of the blood; as bezoardic pow- 

_ ders, with a grain or two of fulphur of antimo- 
ny, and decoétions of the woods made with the 


addition of crude antimony. After the body — 


has been thus prepared for a month or longer, 
we may proceed to the medicines, both internal 
and external, already recommended. 


§ 4. Hiftories of Cafes. 


1. A woman above thirty, of a thin habit, af- 
ter three abortions, complained of a fluor albus, 
_ with an irregularity, fometimes an excefs, of the 
menfes, for upwards of a year. I ordered the 
balfamic pills defcribed in the cure, to be taken 
' at bed-time for three nights fucceflively, and a 

laxative uterine wine in the morning ; a warm 

' nervous bath on the fame days, and the herbs, 
tied in a bag, to be applied, during the time of 
bathing, to the inguinal region; the fame pro- 
Cc3 cefs 
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PartIV. cefs to be repeated after an interval of three 
Chepike days, and this for a third time the uterus ito be 
furnigated with maftich, frankincenfe:and am- 
ber; and a ftri&. regimen ‘to be continued for a 
confiderable time. A-large' quantity’of mucous 
matter was evacuated both by ftool and from 
the uterus, and the woman perfedly recovered. 
Several others ‘were cured by the fame means. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 


Of GonorruHoea, Simple and Virulent. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


MME gonorrhcea isa continual dripping of 

_femen, or a fluid analogous: to it, from the 
feminal veffels, the proftate glands, or the glan- 
dulous’ coat of the urethra. tis to be diftin- 
guifhed from pollution, in which a confiderable 
quantity of femen is emitted at once, with erec- 
tion, chiefly i in the night, from venereal dreams 
or imaginations. 


Gonorrheea is fimple or malignant. The lat- 
ter is accompanied with a burning heat, and 
ulceration; and the matter is of various colours: 
this happens chiefly in cacochymic and {corbutic 
habits, or in calculous;cafes, in which a pain in 


a making urine is joined. In the fimple, there is 


no pain, or heat, or excoriation, and the matter 


is equably whitifh: this fpecies has a near affi- 
nity with the fluor albus in women. 
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The venereal gonorrhoea begins to difcover 
itfelf in a littletime after impure coition; and on 
the third, fourth, and following days, increafes. , 
The glans appearsat firft moift with thin femen, 
afterwards covered with a kind of white mucus, 
{taining the linen: when the flux becomes con- 


‘fiderable, the matter turns yellow, and at length 


green. There is often a con{tant ftimulus to ve- 


_nery and to urine: in.making urine, a burning 


and almoft intolerable pain is perceived, firft in 
the glans, then at the root of the urethra, and at 
laft along. the whole canal: the urine is fome- — 
times obftruéted, and almoft fupprefled, froma 
painful tenfion’ and: hardnefs, and fometimes ‘in- 
curvation ofthe penis: confiderable tumours of 
the teftes and inguinal glands enfue, and inflam- 


matory ulcers of the glans.and praputium. ” If 


the diforder be fuffered to advance, the® whole 
habit becomes affected, and a conten es is 
eisai | Kd 2h J . 


Both virulent and fimple gonorrhea, if pro- 


perly treated at firft, are eafy of cure; when'of — | 


long continuance, they*are more refractory, oc- 


_cafion fterility, and difpofe to: cachexies and héc- 


tic waftings. The virulent proves more or lefs 
obftinate, according to the degree of infe@ion : 
it is never followed by a pox; ‘unlefs imprudent- 
ly fupprefled ; in which cales bubos, tumours of 
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the ferotum and ‘tefticles, caruncles in the ure- Goror- _ 


thra, &*c. prefentlyfucceed: the more free the 
flux, the milder-are the fymptoms: a too {paring 
difcharge, with’ a yellowith and green colour, 
and fetid'fmell of the urine, are unfavourable : 
the mark of a’ cure is, the oozing out of ‘a drop 
‘or two'of a thin. limpid liquid upon prefling the 
‘penis.’ A fimple gonorrheea is the moft obfti- 
nate when it fucceeds a virulent one; and proves 
‘more fo in perfons’of a lax habit, a phlegmatic 
temperament, and who have been fubject in 
‘youth to catarrhs and alvine fluxes, than in the 
od ia hays circumftances. 


aH Method of Cure. 


~ The fimple gonorrheea is cured by, firft, Laxa- 
‘tives; as balfamic pills; or an infufion of rhu- 
‘arb one ounce, fwallow-wort'root, pimpinella, 
fhavings of faflafras, each half an ounce, fenna, 
agaric, black’ hellebore, each three drams, car- 
damom-feeds, cinnamon, each two drams, cur- 
rants three ounces, crude tartar half an ounce, 
in a quart of Rhenifh wine; of which half a pint 
may be taken every morning, for eight days. 
Secondly, Corroborants; as a ee of cuttle- 
bone half an ounce, red coral, amber, fpecies de 
hyacintho, cafcarilla, each two drams, which 
“may be taken to half a dram every morning and 

evening, 


rheea. 
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evening, with a decoction of barley and.al- 


monds. At the fame time, an epithem of balm, 
mint, bafil, red rofes, balauftines, each one 
handful, pomegranate-peel, nutmeg, cloves, cat- 
damom- mattich, each half an ounce, boil- 
ed in red wine, may be applied to the region of 
the pubes and perineum, particularly during the 
night. The food fhould be of the foft lubrica- — 
ting kind: the,common drink, {weet whey, or 
a decoétion. of fcorzonera, china, red faunders, 
faflafras, liquorice,.and raifins: .venery, and 
{trong exercife, fhould be avoided. If this me- 
thod fails, recourfe is to be had to baths, im- 
pregnated with nervous and corroborant plants, 
as fouthernwood, marjoram, mint, hyflop, ori- 
ganum, thyme, rofemary, @’c. After bathing, 
the patient fhould be covered up warm in bed, 
{fo as to promote a gentle fweat, I have feveral 
times directed alfo, with good fuccefs, bathing 
for fome weeks in the Lauchftad waters, which, 
on account of their fubtile crocus of iron, excel- 
lently corroborate the relaxed parts. 


Pollutions are rh be treated i in the fame man. . 


ner, except that purgatives are here to be more — 
fparingly ufed: where medicines of that clafs — 


are wanted, rhubarb and currants will be fuffi- 
cient. Plafters containing fugar of lead, burnt 


ee camphor, and oil of rhodium, are advan-

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tageoufly applied to the lumbar region, or rather 
to the fpine near the loins. 1 have obferved al- 
fo remarkably good effects from cold bathing 
every morning and about four in the afternoon, 
where the body has been duly prepared, and is 
neither plethoric, cacochymic, nor weak. The 
patient, after coming out of the bath, fhould go 
into a warm bed, and drink fome warm infu- 
fion. 


The indications of cure, in the venereal go- 
norrheea, are, to expel the virulent matter, and 
afterwards to ftrengthen the parts. In the firft 
days after impure coition, its ill confequences 
may ‘be prevented by a fudorific regimen, ‘and 
mild:diaphoretics, as:an effence:compofed of fpirit 
lof hartfhorn, amber, and bezoardic'eflence, each 


equal parts, taken to fixty drops every morning 


in bed, with an infufion of fcordium, fcabious, 
and goats rue; and a powder, of the Englifh

martial cachectic antimony, terra Japonica, and 


‘heematites. + Pills of ‘Venice turpentine, amber, 
-maftich, extraét of rhubarb, cafcarilla, each two 


drams, balfam of copaiva and refin of guaia- 


cum, each one dram, may be taken to half a 
boa dram

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dram every night, for ten days or longer ; and 


next morning, an infufion of veronica, mint, 
balm, milfoil, and faracen’s confound ; or a de- 
coction of china, farfaparilla, liquorice, cichory, 


and crude antimony. A mixture of tinétura an- 
‘timonii acris, eflence of guaiacum, amber, and 


agallochum, each one ounce, tincture of fteel 
one dram, may likewife be taken twice a- day to 
forty drops. 


Externals mutt alfo be called in aid. For a- 
bating heat and pain, or promoting the fuppura- 
tion of bubos, frequent emollient cataplafms, of 
white lily-roots, marfhmallow-roots, chamomile- 
flowers, elder-flowers, fenugreek, cummin, dill, 
henbane-feeds, &c.. For cleanfing ulcerations 


in ‘the urethra, and {trengthening the relaxed 
“parts, injections of, mercurius dulcis two drams, 


boiled for a quarter of an hour in-half.a pint of 
a faturated herb-tea. 


The patient fhould ieee from violent exer- 
cife, paflions, venery, {piritous liquors, grofs, nu- 
tritious, aromatifed foods. Thin, broths, with 
endive, forrel, lettuce, cichory, make a proper 
aliment: for drink may be ufed whey, or a de- 
coction of liquorice and barley, or emulfions 
with a weak decoétion of hartfhorn and a little 
nitre.

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3 3. Practical Cautions and Obfervationss -- 


t. In fimple gonorrhoea, avoid acrid purga+ 
tives, mercurials, and the {tronger diuretic bal« 
fams, which, by exagitating the humours, in- 
creafe the flux, more efpecially im perfons of a 
fanguine and choleric temperament. ‘Nor are 
aftringents to be had recourfe to, till the hu- 
mours have been duly corrected, eee in | 
impure ferous habits. at 


av Venefeaion; and abftinence (that is, a flens 
der deficcative diet), are proper at the begin- 
ning, in plethoric and fpongy habits: but where 
the body has been weakened: by a continuaneé 
of the running, they do harm, by exhaufting the 
itrength, and endangering a cachexy, tabes dors 
falis, hectic fever, or impotency. yO 


2, In the cure of malignant gonorrhoea, the 


_conftitution of the patient, and difpofition of the 


juices, muft be particularly regarded: if the has 
bit be cacochymic, fcorbutic, or hypochondriacal, 
the fymptoms will be the worfe, and the more , 
refractory.

4. In perfons of a choleric temperament and 
great fenfibility, abftain, particularly at the be- 
ginning 
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| ginning of the flux, from all hot medicines, pur- 

gatives, fudorifics, diuretics, decoctions of guai- 
acum, eflences of balfam of Peru or opobalfam. 
From the imprudent ufe of thefe medicines, be- 
fore the body had been duly prepared, I have 
known the flux fupprefled; but bubos, and ul- 
~¢erous puftules in the face, as well as ‘about the 
genitals, fucceed. 


5. In fluggifh phlegmatic temperaments, I 
_ have known beginning gonorrheea, after fuffi- 
cient evacuation, perfectly cured by corrobo- 
rants and mild fpiritous medicines, as a fpirit di- 
{tilled from three handfuls of mint, an ounce of 
Venice turpentine, half an ounce of balfam of 
_ Peru, and three quarts of Rhenifh wine, taken 
from one to two ounces at a time; or a mixture 
of a pint of rofe-water, with the fame quantity 


_ of highly reQified fpirit of wine, two ounces of 


 julep of rofes, and fifty drops of the balfamum 
Vitec. 


6. As long as the matter is fetid and greenifh, 
_ aftringents muft never be given: if the flux be 
prematurely fuppreffed, or treated with ftrong 
_ decoétions of the woods and a fudorific regimen, 
- the virulence will be diffufed through the habit, 
and the fymptoms of a pox enfue. There is no 
aftringent more hurtful, internally, than fugar 


of 
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of lead; from which I have obferved email 
colics, ‘ihalkeaien of appetite, and obftinate 
conttipations of the belly. Aftringent injections 
alfo are never to be ufed till the virulence has 
been corrected. Boil | ache muah 4 

7. Cantharides, and a.tin@ure) made. from 
them, are by fome recommended as diuretics; 
] think injudicioully ; ; as they are very unfriend- 
ly to the urinary paflages, and apt to excite dan- 
gerous inflammations of the kidneys and blad- 
der, and bloody urine. | 


8. ‘Bleeding is rarely indicated in the virulent 


gonorrheea: in perfons of great fenfibility,, and 


fuch as are liable to a fuppreflion of the runs 
ning, it does more harm than good. In young» 


plethoric perfons, it may neverthelefs be fafely 


admitted, for mitigating the fymptoms. 


Q- If the running {tops, and puttules break 
out on different parts of the body, the genitals 
fhould be relaxed by fomentations, warm baths, 
and cataplafins; and the matter invited down- 
wards by purgatives. I have often feen the. flux 


recalled alfo by injeétions of milk, and a decoc-

I have often, however, obferved great benefit 

from the Caroline waters; which are improper 

‘in recent gonorrhoeas, on account of their re-

§ 1. General Hiftory. 


CICURVY confifts ina gradual putrefaction Scorbutus or 
ofthe body, difcoverable early in the Se Scurvy; 
gums.. | 


1. On the firtt approach of the fcorbutic 
putrefaction, in a ftate of perfe&t health, the 
Dd 3 face 


* It is here proper to obferve, that this chapter on Scur- 
vy, although printed from the manufcript left by Dr 
Lewis, is not an abridged tranflation of that in Dr Hoff 
man’s works. Dr Lewis has probably been led to this 
deviation from the original, as Dr Hoffinan did not prac- 
tife in a fituation where he could have much opportunity 
ef obferving genuine {corbutus. A. D. 
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face becomes pale and bloated; the lips and 
caruncles of the eyes, where the blood-veflels 
lie moft expofed, greenifh. A liftlefinefs and. 
inactivity increafe into an univerfal laflitude ; 
with a ftiffnefs and feeblenefs of the knees, 
quick fatigue and breathleffnefs from exercife. 

Soon after, the gums itch, fwell, become foft, 

fpongy, of an unufual livid redhnbel by degrees 
putrid and fungous, and the breath highly of- 


_ fenfive: the gums bleed from the flighteft fric- 


tion, and the patient is fubject to hemorrhages 
from other parts of the body. The fkin is dry, — 
in fome. extremely rough; moft frequently 
{mooth and fhining, with livid fpots, as from a 
bruife, chiefly on the legs and thighs, rarely on 
the head and face, from the fize of a lentil toa 
handbreadth or more. 


Thele are the conftant fymptoms of the firft 
ftage of the difeafe; but a variation is fome- 
times obferved in the order of their appearance. 
If the patient has been exhaufted by previous 
illnefs, the gums are affected firft: if confined 
from exercife, by injuries of particular parts, 
the debilitated parts give the firft indications of 
the difeafe, by a painful cedematous fwelling, 
and foon after livid fpots: ‘ulcers, in any part of 


the body, become firft {corbutic.

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» The diftinguifhing characteriftics of fcorbutic Scorbutus or 


wie are thefe: they yield no digefted matter, 
but a thin fetid fanies mixed with blood, which 
at length aflumes the appearance: of ‘coagulated 
gore lying upon the furface, very difficultly fe- 


the flefh underneath foft, fpongy, and very pu- 
trid. From compreflion, they are apt to be- 
come gangrenous ; the whole member cedema- 
tous, painful and fpotted. As the diforder ad- 
vances, a foft bloody fungus rifes often in a 
night’s time to a monttrous fize ; and if deftroy- 
ed by cauteries, or cut f{mooth with a biftory, in 
which cafe a plentiful hemorrhage generally en- 
fues, it is found at next drefling as large as ever. 
The flighteft wounds or bruifes of fcorbutic per- 


_ fons degenerate into thefe kinds of ulcers; 


which ufually continue for a confiderable time, 
without affecting the bone. 


Perfons feized with the {curvy are very liable 


to fuch difeafes as happen to be epidemic or in- 


tercurrent ; and toa renewal of former com- 
plaints, particularly rheumatic pains, aches from 
bruifes, &*c.

very plentifully. Many are reduced to extreme 
weaknels by a dyfentery, with exquifite pain ; 
others difcharge pure blood by the anus, with- 
out gripes or diarrhoea. -The gums are for the 
moft part exceflively fungous, with intolerable 
{tench and pain; fometimes deeply ulcerated, 
with a gangrenous afpec&t. The teeth moft 
commonly become quite loofe, and often fall 
out ; but a caries of the jaw rarely follows. The 
appetite ufually ftill continues good, and the 
fenfes entire: nor does the patient, when lying 


at reft, make any complaint of pain or ficknefs, -- 


unlefs when a dyfentery is joined.

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3. In the third and laft ftage, ulcers former- ead oF 
ly healed up break out afrefh: the fkin of the “(-~ 
fwelled legs burfts, particularly where foft livid 
tumours had been firft obferved; and thefe de- 
generate into the crude, bloody, fungous ulcers 
above defcribed. Some fall into colliquative 
'- putrid fevers, with petechia, fetid fweats, &c. 
or fink under profufe evacuations of corrupted 
blood: in others, an obftruétion and putrefac- 

_ tion of the abdominal vifcera give rife to a 
jaundice, dropfy, hypochondriacal affections a 
~ moft confirmed melancholy and defpondency of 
mind, with fevere nervous rigors, @c.  To- 
wards the clofe of the malady, the breaft is af- 
> fected with a violent ftraitnefs and oppreffion,’ 
and an extreme dy{pnoea: fome have a fharp 
pain under the fternum, or in either fide: in 
others, without any complaint of pain, the re- 
fpiration becomes quickly contracted and labo- 
_ rious, ending in fudden and often unexpeGted 
death. | 


4. This putrid, but not infectious, diforder, 
unknown to the ancients, inhabitants of warm 
climates, and unaccuftomed to long fea-voyages, 
is endemic in the cold northern countries, and 
at fea in rainy foggy weather. Moifture attend- 
ed with cold is the primary caufe of this flow 
corruption : heat joined to moifture produces a 

more 
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more f{peedy putrefaction, acute malignant -fe- 
vers, and putrid dyfenteries. Salted provifions, 
though commonly reputed the caufe, appear from 
experience to have no fhare in its production, and 
to be only fo far unferviceable as they contribute 
nothing to its prevention. In fome, the {curvy 
feems conttitutional, being induced from the 
flighteft caufes, or rather difcovering itfelf ina 
greater or lefs degree, as often as its remedies 


or prefervatives, green vegetables, are abftained | 


from: whether natural or adventitious, the 
fymptoms and cure are always the fame. 


5. Perfons who have been weakened by pre- 
ceding diftempers are the moft fubjeét to this 


difeafe : intermitting fevers. particularly difpofe — 


to it: thofe who have been formerly afflicted 
with it, are more liable to it than others. At 
land, fcurvies become troublefome when the 
winter’s rain and cold begin to fet in: cold, 
moift, open winters, greatly exafperate the dif- 
eafe: on the return of warm and dry weather, 
the complaints are much mitigated. Where the 
indifpofition is recent, and even where the gums 
have been confiderably affected, there are nu- 


merous inftances of a perfect recovery without 


the benefit of frefh vegetables: if the patient be 
confined to bed, or prevented from exercife by 
{wellings of the legs, the difeafe, where green

fes: when advanced to the fecond ftage, it is pail 2 
- never to be cured without them. Adventitious 
{curvies, in the firft or fecond ftage, at fea or 
land, may be removed by thefe alone. Oppref- 
fion at the breaft, obftinate coftivenefs, ftitches, 
~ frequent faintings, great difficulty of breathing, 
are of all fymptoms the moft dangerous. At 
_ fea, where recent vegetables are not procu- 
rable, the prognoftics aré often deceitful; per- 
fons who appear but flightly fcorbutic, being of- 
ten fuddenly feized with fome of its worft 
fymptoms. Dropping down dead upon an ex- 
ertion of ftrength or change of air, is not eafily 
foretold: it generally happens after a tedious 
confinement in afoul air. The firft promifing 
appearance, in bad cafes, after the ufe of fruits 
or greens, is the belly becoming lax: the fkin 
growing in a few days moift and foft, is a cer- 
tain fign of recovery, if the patient can bear 
gentle exercife and change of air without being 
liable to faint. If the vegetable aliment reftores 
the ufe of the limbs, all danger is over, unlefs 
the fcorbutic dyfentery or pectoral diforder are 
_ joined: thefe two are the moft obftinate of the 
_ fcorbutic fymptoms, and often fatal. The fpots, 
upon recovery, go off nearly as other ecchymo- 
fes, growing gradually yellow from the circum- 
ference to the centre, the natural colour of the 
{kin 
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{kin returning in the fame manner : the contra¢s 
tion of the knees is fometimes incurable. A 
deep f{corbutical taint, where the breaft has been 


much affected, often ends in a confumption. — 


Sometimes a dropfy fucceeds ; more frequently 
fwelled, oedematous, and ulcerated legs. The 
patient is likewife fubject to chronical rheuma- 
tims, pains and ftiffnefs of the joints, and fome- 
times a foulnefs of the fkin. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The prevention and cure depend on the con- 
{tant ufe of antifeptic aliment, pure dry air, and 
moderate exercife. The moft proper food is, - 
broths or foups made with frefh meat and plen- 
ty of vegetables, cabbages, coleworts, celery, en- 
dive, leeks, onions, ¢’c. Salads of all kinds, par- 
ticularly the mild faponaceous herbs, as lettuce, ~ 
endive, forrel, dandelion, fumitory, purflane, 
with the more acrid, as fcurvy-grafs, crefles, oc. 
All forts of fummer-fruits, particularly oranges, 


. ‘lemons, and apples: for drink, fermented li- © 


quors, found beer, cyder, Rhenifh wine, are — 
highly ufeful. 


If by this ‘regimen the natural emunétories 
are not kept open, the belly is to be occafionally 
loofened by a decoction of tamarinds and prunes, _ 
with fal diureticus or fal polychreft ; a moderate

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fweat excited in the morning twice or thrice Scorbutus or 
a.week, with .camphorated bolufes and warm woe 
draughts of decoétions of the woods, or the fcor- 
butic juices with fack-whey; and the {eillitic 
_ pills given twice or thrice a-day, in dofes of 

about fifteen grains. By this method, the feor- . 
- butic taint -is foon fubdued ; but the vegetable 


diet mutt be perfifted in for a confiderable time, 


_ to prevent a relapfe. 


§ 3. Treatment of particular Symptoms, 


1. Aluminous medicines are moft ferviceable 
for putting a {top to the beginning laxity of the 
gums. On the increafe of the putrefaction, a _ 
gargle is to be ufed, of honey of rofes and bar- 
ley-water, acidulated with fome of the mineral 
acids: fpirit of vitriol is commonly prefcribed ; 
fome fuppofe fpirit of falt lefs hurtfyl to the 
teeth. ‘The fungus is to be often removed, or, 
- if needful, cut away, and the mouth kept clean 
by frequent gargarifing. Where the ulcers ap- 

‘pear deep and fpreading, they are to be check- 
ed with a touch of oil of vitriol, either by itfelf 
or diluted, according as it can be borne. 


- 2. In a falivation, fpontaneous or induced by 
~mercurials, fpeedy revulfion muft be made from 
the falival glands, by epifpaftics applied to differ- 
ent 
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ent parts of the body, finapifms to the foles of 


the feet and hams, glyfters, fuch gentle purga- 


tives as operate only in the firft paflages, but 
particularly by diaphoretics, an obftruction of 
perfpiration being the true caufe of the mercury 


acting fo powerfully on the falivary glands. Bo- — 
lufes of theriaca with camphor and fulphur, are — 


to be given every four or fix hours, that a fweat 
may be procured. At the fame time, gargarifms 
muft be ufed with oxymel of fquills, to attenu- 


ate the thick faliva, with which, the patient is in 


danger of being fuffocated.

3. After the moft threatening danger is re-. | 


moved, there’ generally continues, for a confi- 
derable time, a very troublefome fpitting, with 
great putrefaction in the mouth. -This may be 
palliated by keeping the belly and urinary paf- 


fages open with glyfters, or diuretics and gentle — 


laxatives. Aftringent gargarifms are likewife 
neceflary ; and glutinous medicines, as gum 
arabic, ferviceable. Peruvian bark, and elixir 
of vitriol, are to be given internally, and the pa- 
tient fupported by mulled wines, &*c.

But no- 
thing will avail without herbs or fruits. 


_ 6. In dangerous hemorrhages, give fpirit or 
elixir of vitriol in frequent {mall dofes, with Pe- 


- ruvian bark, if it agrees with the ftomach. 


Thefe, with red wine, are likewife the principal 
medicines where putrid fevers come on. 


7. 1n pains, fixed or wandering, give oxymel 
of {quills in a warm diaphoretic mixture, in 
which wine muft fupply the place of fpiritous 
cordials. A fweat palliates the complaints, but 
the general method of cure alone can remove 


them. 
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§ 4. Praéical Cautions and Obfervations.

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CHAPTER HU. 


Of Mortirication from an internal Caufe. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. , 


PHACELUs or mortification, may be defined | 

a putrid corruption of fome. part in the li- © 

ving body, by which not only its ftructure and 
texture, with its ufe and functions, are deltroy- 


is never to be expected. 
This difeafe-may affect either internal or ex- 


manifefts itfelf in different ways. The parts 
lofing their natural colour and heat, become 
cold to the touch, and pafs from a red colour to 
livid or black. In the furrounding parts alfo, 
to a florid and vivid appearance, there fucceeds 
a palenefs. In the part chiefly affected, fenfa- 
tion is entirely loft, fo that no feeling arifes ei- 
ther from incifion or deep fcarification. There 


of the part, which extends itfelf to the furronnd- 
: ing 
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ing ones. Befides this, the corrupted part is in Mortifica- 


fome degree diffolved, and, lofing its confiftence, 
emits a ftrongly fetid and cadaverous fmell. 
This corruption gradually extends itfelf, a fimi- 
lar affection feizing the neighbouring parts. 
When {carifications are made in the part, while 
they excite no fenfe of pain, there flows from 
the wound, not blood, but an | ichorous matter. 


_ The approach of this affection is indicated by 
the extinction of the florid colour which attend- 
ed inflammation, and by a remiffion of pulfation 
and fenfibility in the part affected... The part, 


before hard and fhining, becomes foft, of a livid 


colour, deftitute of fenfe, and the fkin is eafily 
feparated from the parts below. If it be prefled 
with the finger, it not only eafily yields, but re- 
tains the impreffion. Puftules and vefications 
alfo often appear on the furface, which, when 
opened, difcharge an acrid fluid, and fhew a 
black colour at the bottom. 


pas Method of Cure. 


In the treatment of fphacelus, one mode of 
cure is to be adopted if a limb be entirely af- 
fected, another if it is only in part difeafed. 
When the former is the cafe, amputation is the 
only remedy.

- With the view of {topping the Mel of the 
affection, recourfe mu{t be had to deobftruent 
and balfamic remedies. For this purpofe, rue, 
angelica, and juniper-berries, may be ufed with 
advantage. * But ftill more is to be expected 
from that moft fubtle ‘and penetrating refinous 
fubftance camphor. Myrrh, maftich, and Peru- — 
vian balfam, are alfo employed. Recourfe may — 
likewife bé had to fal ammoniac, vitriol of iron — 
and copper, lime-water, wine, and even fpirit of 
wine. Of thefe articles, cataplafms or fomenta- 
tions frequently applied warm to the part affect- 
ed, are often attended with the moft falutary © 
confequences.

fluids may be difcharged, but that the power of —

The operation of external remedies muft be Mortifica- 
feconded and fupported by alexipharmics and “C2 


diaphoretics taken internally. The moft effec- 
tual in this way are the tinctura bezoardica vo- 
latilis, diafcordium liquidum, effentia theriacalis, 
and all the volatile oily falts. Very great fer- 
_vice may alfo be derived from a mixture of ni- 
tre and camphor, half a fcruple of the latter be- 
ing added to a dram of the former, 


_By thefe means, when parts are firft affected 
with gangrene and {phacelus, the farther pro- 
grefs of the difeafe may be ftopt, and the part 
reftored to a found ftate. Where the parts af- 
feted muft be feparated, fome have propofed 
to aid this by corrofive and cauftic applications, 
as butter of antimony, corrofive fublimate, oil of 
vitriol, and even arfenic. But if any mode is 
to be tried, more advantage may be derived 
from the ufe of the knife than from any other 
practice. 
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CHAPTER Il. 


Of the PurpuRA CHRONICA. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE purpura, which has of late prevailed 
very much, is to be confidered as entirely 

the progeny of a fcorbutic difpofition. It is 
however diftinguifhed by the eruption of exan- 
themata of a very peculiar kind on the furface. 
Sometimes it is accompanied with an acute and 


even a malignant fever. On other occafions, it 


runs its courfe without fever, continuing for a 
greater length of time, and difturbing the func- 
tions in a more gentle manner. 


In this difeafe, the fmall papule which appear 


on the furface, are fometimes of a red, fome- 


times of a white colour. In the former cafe, — 
there are veficles more or lefs broad, containing a _ 


fluid. But the latter confifts of fmall knots, 
fixed, as it were, deep in the fkin. Thefe are | 


about the fize and figure of millet-feed, rough 
to the touch, and filled with a thick purulent 


matter. 
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matter. When the eruption firft appears, it is Pur pura 


attended with corrugation, roughnefs and dry- 
_-nefs of the fkin. None of the exanthemata are 
in their nature apt fo fuddenly to difappear and 


return again. ‘This return of the eruption is in. 


general attended with a fenfe of heat or cold- 
_ nefs, of itching or pricking in the part. While 
other exanthemata appear on every part of the 
body, the purpura is chiefly obfervable on the 
neck, breaft, back and arms, very rarely affect- 
ing the inferior extremities. 


§ 2. Method of Cure. 


In the prevention of this difeafe, nothing is 
of more confequence than avoiding the ufe of 
malt-liquor of all kinds. Patients difpofed to it, 
fhould ufe for common drink either mineral wa- 
ter, or pure water with a mixture of wine. Ex- 
ercife, change of air, tranquillity of mind, and 
amufement, are of great fervice in the preven- 
tion. Every thing that binds the belly or fup- 
preffes perfpiration is to be fhunned.’ Animal 
food, efpecially what is high-feafoned, fhould be 


ufed fparingly, and patients fhould carefully fhun - 


the ufe of pork. Milk and whey are of great 
_ fervice. 


After the difeafe has taken place, the patient 
_ fhould be enjoined to fleep in a large bed-cham- 
Ee4 ber, 
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ber, of a moderate temperature. He fhould 
fhun great heat in bed, and fhould lie in it for. 
as fhort time as he eafily can. By this means, 
diftrefling f{weats aggravating the affection may 
be avoided. 


But, notwithftanding thefe precautions for. 


preventing exceflive {weating, of all the reme- 
dies I have ever tried, no practice has appear- 
ed to me to be more ufeful than powders pro- 
moting a gentle diaphorefis, particularly thofe, 
compofed of calcined hartfhorn, crabs-eyes, ni- 
tre and cinnabar. I have often alfo employed, 
with great advantage, the mineral anodyne li- 
quor. By thefe two remedies properly admi- 


niftered, I have been able to produce a fuccefs- 


ful cure in many cafes, both of the chronic and 
acute purpura, and have feldom SBP YS any 
other. |

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CHAPTER IV. 


Of Lures VENEREA. 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE venereal lues, endemic in the Weft In- 
| _ dies, was firft brought into Europe by the 
Spaniards in 1492, and continues to be propa- 
gated by infection. When received by impure 
Goition, it firft difcovers itfelf by inflammation, 
{wellings, pains, burning heats, ulcerations, and 
fluxions of the genitals. By degrees, it affects 
the whole body, occafions an univerfal languor 
and laffitude; weaknefs; emaciation; fpots and 
puftules on the face, particularly on the fore- 
head, fometimes broad, and fometimes {mall ; 
various kinds of tubercles, dry or moift, branny 
and {caly, all over the body ; malignant ulcers in 
the lax flefhy parts, reaching to the bone; pains 
in the joints, refembling gouty ones ; almoft in- 
tolerable pains in the bones of the limbs, in- 
¢reafing in the night ; often tophi, gummata, 
abfcefles, and caries of the bones; falling off of 
| the hair; fwellings of the inguinal and axillary 

: glands, 
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glands, and of the glands of the neck, termi~- 
nating in fcirrhofities or ulcers ; violent noétur- 
nal headachs; puftules and tubercles in the 
mouth, lips, and palate, which change into ma- 
lignant ulcers; aphthz and ulcers of the gums ;__ 
loofenefs and caries of the teeth; inflammations 
and ulcers in the fauces; fponginefs and caries 
of the bones of the nofe, &’c. SypENHAM has 
accurately defcribed the appearances of this dif- 
eafe, in its beginning, advanced, and inveterate 
{tate. 


The feurvy is productive of fymptoms much 
refembling venereal ones. They are diftinguifh- 
ed by venereal fores, yielding, when opened, a 
fat matter like lard, which fcorbutic ones do 


. not; by fcorbutic ulcers appearing all over livid, 


whilft venereal ones are externally red at the 


_ bottom, and internally of a whitifh grey; by 


{corbutic exulcerations of the mouth happening 
firft in the gums, and thence flowly fpreading to 
the fauces and tonfils, whilft the venereal affe& 


_» the fauces firft, and the gums laft; by fcorbutic 


eruptions on the body being preceded by a fpon- 
pinels of the gums, and livid colour of the legs, 
which venereal ones are not. The herpes, im- — 
petigo, and other ulcerations of the fkin, are | 

diftinguifhed from thofe which arife from a ve- 
nereal taint, by the reftleffhefs and wearinefs — 
which 


all 
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which preceded them ceafing upon the erup- 
tion ; by their not being accompanied with fuch 
violent pains, nor exafperated in the night, except- 
ing that the itching is increafed by the warmth. 
Nor are nodes, tophi, and ganglia, or fwellings 


of the glands, to be pronounced venereal, with- 


out the concurrence of other fymptoms. 


Women, as long as the menftrual evacuation 
continues, bear this diftemper better than men: 
young men, healthful and of a fanguine temipe- 
rament, better than the choleric, phlegmatic, 
valetudinarian, children, and thofe of an advan- 
ced age. It is eafier of cure in fpring and fum- 
mer, than in autumn and winter; in the warm- 
er; than in the colder climates ; in its beginning, 
than in its inveterate {tate ; though even in this 
laft cafe we are never to defpair: if it does not 
yield to mild medicines, we muft proceed to 
more active ones; and fometimes, when it re- 
fifts the latter, it will yield to the former. The 
diforder may be confidered in three ftages: the 
firft, diftinguifhed by a virulent gonorrhcea or 
malignant fluor albus, bubos, tumours of the 
teftes, and nocturnal pains of the head and 
limbs, is eafily cured. The fecond, in which 
ulcers of the penis and fauces appear, and large 
puttules all over the body, is ftill curable, though 
more difficultly, unlefs other circumftances, as

little hopes of a cure. If the habit be impure or:

lent ichor corroding the bones, fome of mortifi-

my ie diforder depends on a corruption of 
the whole mafs of humours, the cure muft con- 
fift in an evacuation of the corrupted matters. 


"There are two general methods of effecting. 


this ; by peripiration, and by falivation. 


The method by pik eacietiy. requires ce fu- 


dorifics as act, not barely by diluting vifcid, 


juices, and opening the cutaneous pores, but, 
by increafing the motion of the folids, and en- 
abling them to throw off the offending matter, 
from the inmoft receffes. Such in particular is, 


guaiacum, This wood yields to rectified Bc:

a very refinous tinéture, which, mixed with half 
its quantity of fpirit of tartar, and taken ina 
warm vehicle, powerfully promotes fweat. Wa- 
tery decoctions of the wood and bark are of 
fafer and more frequent ufe; only the more 
fubtile refinous and balfamic part being here ex- 
tracted, and the groffer refin left: if the decoc- 
tion be gently infpiffated, it yields a brown pow- 
der, in fmell and tafte approaching to opobal- 
fam, of fuch a penetrating acrimony, that half a 
‘grain, fnuffed up the nofe, occafions ftrong 
fneezing, and a copious difcharge of mucus 
from the finufes of the noftrils ; fufficient marks 
that this wood is poflefled in an eminent degree 
of the qualities here required. An ounce of 
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the wood is boiled for an hour in three pints of © 


water, and half a pint of the decoéction taken e- 
very morning in bed, for one, two, or three 
months. By this method I have known feveral 
perfons happily cured. 


Guaiacum anfwers beft in phlegmatic tempe- 
raments and fpongy habits: in thin fubjedts, of 
a tender conftitution and great fenfibility, it is 
not always proper, and may do harm by too 
much exagitating the humours. In fuch cafes, 
the milder woods and roots‘are to be preferred, 
as farfaparilla, china, faflafras, juniper-wood, 
roots of cichory, burdock, foap-wort, liquorice,

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&c. Thefe will be the more efficacious, if the 
water is fharpened with fixed alkaline falt, and 
fome antimony, tied in a cloth, added during 
the codion. Strang deco¢tions are to be taken 
in bed, and weaker ones ufed for common 
drink: to the latter may be added, to render 
them palatable, fome currants, and a little cin- 
namon. | 


The formulz may be thefe: Take of thavings 
of guaiacum four-ounces, of cid bark of the fame 
wood one. ounce, farfaparilla and china-roots, 
each half a pound ; liquorice and cichory-roots, 
each two ounces ; falt of tartar half an ounce. 
Boil an ounce and a half of thefe fpecies, with - 
two -drams of crude antimony tied in a linen 
cloth, in three quarts of water, and ftrain out 
the liquor.for ufe: the dofe one-third of a quart. 
The remaining magma, with, the addition of 
two or three ounces of currants, is to be boiled 
for an hour in a clofe veffel, with three quarts 
of frefh water, for common drink. A milder 
decoction may be made, with the fame quantity 
of water, from farfaparilla half a pound, fcorzo- 
nera and china-roots, each four ounces, liquo- 
rice and cichory-roots, each two ounces, fafla- 
fras bark one ounce, falt of tartar three drams. 
Thefe medicines are of great efficacy at the be- 


- ginning, but prove unequal to the difeafe in its

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more advanced ftate, where not only the fluids 
but the folids are affected: they willhere require 


the further afliftance of mercurial or antimonial 


alteratives, particularly zthiops mineral, and the 
fulphur auratum. 


Previous. to this courfe, the body fhould be 


prepared, by purging three or four times; and 


if the patient be plethoric, by venefeGion. The 
moft proper purgatives are gummy refins, am- 
moniacum, fagapenum, opopanax, galbanum, 


&*¢. fharpened with extracts of rhubarb and black 
hellebore, and mercurius dulcis. During the 
courte, a flender diet fhould be ufed, confifting 
chiefly of bifcuit, a little roaft meat with {toned 


raifins, weak veal or chicken-broths, with let- 
tuce, endive, afparagus, celery, Gc. 


The method. by falivation takes place where 


the diforder is fixed too deep to be eradicated 
‘by perfpiration. The medicine here is quick- 


filver and its preparations ; a true {pecific againft 
the venereal virus ; no other fubftance fo readily 


penetrating into the minuteft receffes of the body, 
fo effectually refolving tenacious and coagulated 
juices, or occafioning fo plentiful an evacuation 
_of them from the falival glands. 


Formerly, mercurial fumigations were em- 


ployed: thefe are exceptionable on account of |

Nor do 
they always yield to liniments, ointments or 
plafters; though I have feen remarkably good 
effects from a digeftive unguent made of yolk 
of eggs, myrrh and Venice turpentine, with an 
equal quantity of the balfamum vite. 


12. A gleet or fluor albus are not cured by 
falivation. .The remedies are, befides thofe 
recommended under the article gonorrhea, 
injeGtions of weak lime-water made in rofe or 
elder-flower water, and mixed with eau d’Ar- 
quebufade; to which may be added, in the 
gonorrheea, a little fugar of lead. Nor will tu- 
mors of the teftes and fcrotum yield’ to faliva- 
tion, without the afliftance of external” applica- 
tions, as emollient fomentations, the {team of 
warm. liquors, and Vigo’s mercurial platter. 


13. There is another method of cure, of re- 
markable fervice, not only in the above men- 
tioned diforders of the genitals, which do not 
yield either to deco¢tions of the woods, or to 
_ falivation ; but likewife in the other fymptoms 
“of this ‘feat as the caries of the bones, and 
the fanious polypus and ozena. The medi- 
cine is mercury: but it is mercury correéted 
by the addition of certain metallic bodies ;

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which take off that volatile penetrating quality, 
_ by which it pervades the innermoft compages 
of the membranes, and proves injurious to the 


nerves: thus mitigated, it only increafes the 
. fyftaltic power of the veflels, accelerates the cir- 


culation, and promotes a diaphorefis. One of 
thefe mercurial diaphoretics is prepared by ab- 
ftracting aqua fortis from an amalgam of mer- 
cury and tin, and ‘edulcorating the refiduum 
with water. The other, by abftraQing aqua regia 
from a mixture of mercury, gold and ‘regulus of 


antimony, and in like manner edulcorating the 


refiduum. The method of. cure is this :-’after 
purging feveral. times ‘with. the mercurial pills 
above defcribed, and relaxing the habit by baths 


of bran and water for fome days; the diapho- 


retic mercury, particularly the folar, 1s/ to’ be 
given every) morning and evening, along ‘with 
diaphoretic antimony, in a bolus with conferve 
of rofes, or in pills: the patient, at the fame 


time, fhould keep warm, drink weak decoétions 


of the woods in the morning, and go into a 
warm bath in the afternoon. 


§ 4. Hifories of Cafes. 


1A boy of twelve, accuftomed to play with 


a perfon who. had the venereal difeafe, had com- 


plained for two years of pains in the limbs, fo

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violent in the night that he could fearcely fleep. 
An acrid ferous defluxion of the nofe acceded, 
with pain and burning heat, followed by a dif- 
charge of fometimes thick and vifcid, fometimes 
i and bloody matter. Mucilages, and 
eficcative powders with folanum and _ rofe- 
water, were injected into the nofe; but the 
corruption increafed, and not only the conca- 
merations of the noftrils, but the bones of the 
fauces, were corroded by the putrid ichor ; in- 
-numerable fragments’ and bony feales came off 
daily ; and, ina year, the offa turbinata and car- 
tilages were almoft all confumed. Internal pu- 
rifiers of the blood were then had recourfe to, 
but without any better effe&t: the os palati was 
gradually exeded, fo as to difcover a large fora- 
men; and the upper jaw dropt fome carious 
teeth: a {welling appeared about the nofe, the 
fenfe of fmelling was loft, and fcarce any pain 
was felt from:a ftile thruft high into the noftrils. 
The pains of the bones continued, almoft en- 
tirely preventing fleep, and greatly deprefling 
the appetite and ftrength ; and both the phyfician 
and furgeon had pronounced the cafe defperate, 
and abfolutely incurable.

Mercurials are to be ufed with 
caution in the venereal lues itfelf; and where- 
ever they occafion gripes or 'vomitings, imme-

Of PusruLovus and PRURIGINOUS AFFECTIONS ‘| 
of the Skin, of various Kinds, 


§ 1. General Hiftory. 


HE mildeft of thefe is the itch (/cabies — 
benigna_), which generally begins about © 

the joints, and thence gradually fpreads to the - 
other parts of the body, the head only excepted. 
In the moift itch, which chiefly affects children — 


* and young people, of a fpongy habit, and fan-— 


guineo-phlegmatic temperament, the puftules — 
fill with purulent matter, and are furrounded 
with a red circle at the bottom : to this alfo — 
may be referred the fmall running ulcers on the © 
head, called achores infantum. In the dry itch, | 
moft common to the thin, the aged, and thofe 
of a melancholico-choleric difpofition, the pu- 


-ftules are fmaller, and filled with a little ferous 


ichor, which irritating the nervous filaments un- 
der the cuticle, occafions an almott intolerabi 
itching and heat.

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2. The inipeti is a dry fealy or crufty erup- 


tion, leaving, after the cuticle or:efchar is taken 


off, bloody fpecks under the fkin, accompanied 
with heat, and a painful, {carce: fufferable itch- 
ing, very difficult of cure, and when cured, very 
apt to return. This. happens chiefly to fcorbu: 
tic and cacochymic: perfons; and when in an 
advanced degree, is called p/fora leprofa.

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8. In the elephantiafis of the Greeks, or Jepra Cutaneuos

The tkin 
is unequally thick and thin, hard and foft, ex- 
afperated as it, were, with fcales : the body wattes : 
the face, the calves, and the feet fwell. In the 
advanced ftate of the. difeafe, the toes.and fin- 
gers are buried,in the {wellings; and at length 
the patient finks under a flow fever.

§ 2. Method of Cure. 


The general indications. are, to. correct and 
“evacuate the offending humours; to generate 
laudable juices by a proper diet and regimen; 
and to clear the {kin from the eruptions by fuit- 
able external applications. 


Inthe beginning, venefection is advifable. Even 
i of an advanced age may fafely lofe a 

ittle blood, provided they have been accu- 
ftomed either to natural or artificial evacuations 
‘of it: I have known examples both of men and 
> Vou. Il. Gg women 
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women above eighty, who, in different cuta- 
neous diforders, have had a vein opened, or 
an hemorrhoidal flux recalled, with advantage. . 
In corpulent perfons, and thofe of a fpongy ha- 
bit, where the veins are generally numerous 
and fmall, fcarification is more advifable, efpe- 
cially if the ftrength does not admit of a con- 
fiderable evacuation. In hypochondriacal per- 
fons, and thofe who labour under hzmorrhot- 
dal complaints, the moft falutary evacuation is 
obtained by applying leeches to the anus. 


Some perfons, where a ferous rather than fan- 
guineous plethora offends, can but ill bear much 
bleeding. In fuch cafes, efpecially if. voracity 
has given rife to the diforder, as it very fre- 
quently does, the cure may be attempted ‘by 
abftinence from all ftrong, fat, nutritious, fla- 
tulent foods, and ufing a light, flender diet, with 
raifins or ftewed prunes at times for keeping the — 
belly open. The change from full to fparing, 
and again from {paring to full meals, fhould be — 
made not at once, but by eicte ; all fudden 
changes being hurtful. 


During this courfe, the patient fhould drink _ 
plentifully, not of malt-liquors, but decoétions — 
for purifying the blood, drying up fuperfluous — 
humours, and ftrengthening the tone of the fo- —

quart of water. Gentle laxatives alfo fhould 
be premifed, interpofed, and fubjoined, as 
infufions, in wine. and water, of manna, rhu- 
barb, cream of tartar, bitter purging falts, caflia, 


' fumitory, &*c. 


If the obftinacy of the difeafe gives fufpicion 
of malignity, or does not feem conquerable by 
this method, recourfe muft be had to medi- 
cines which more effectually attenuate, correét, 
and expel the offending humours, open ob- 
ftructions of the minute veffels, and purify the 
blood, as purgatives, diaphoretics, alterants. The 
ancients employed the ftrongeft cathartics, 
feammony, colocynth, and not only the black 
but the white liellebore : jalap, extract of black 
hellebore, elaterium with mercurius dulcis, gum 


-ammoniacum, are of greater fafety, and fuf- 


ficient efficacy. Among diaphoretics, guaiacum 


is the chief; to which muft be joined, antimo- 


nial alteratives, particularly the tartarized and- 


acrid tinctures, the: ‘medicinal regulus, and the 


Gg2 golden 
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golden fulphur : thefe fhould be taken in the 
morning in bed, along with fweetening decoc-. 
tions. Some etispabit particularly the’ ele- 
phantiafis, and thofe from a venereal taint, elude 
even thefe remedies, and demand the further ’ 
affiftance of mercurial alteratives, or even of a 
aS i falivation. 


It fometimes happens, that none of thefe courfes 
can be borne, as in infancy and old age, in 
great debility and emaciation, where an acri- 
mony rather than vifcidity of the juices’ offends. 
In fuch cafes, affles milk, or the whey of cows 
milk, are of excellent fervice, provided they 
be continued for two’ or three weeks, in the 
quantity of not lefs than three or four quarts 
a-day. Where the cutaneous malady is kept 
up by fcorbutic or hypochondriacal indifpofi- 
tions, which it frequently is, the milk or whey 
may be mixed with purging mineral waters, 
or impregnated by coction with fumitory, dan- 


‘delion, cichory, buckbean, ieahsoiioe balm, or 


fuch like plants. 


- § 3. Particular Method of Cure, with pradtical 


Cautions and Obfervations. — 


1. The caufes of the diftemper are to be : 
carefully diftinguifhed, for according to thefe © 
the | 
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the method of cure muft. vary. In eruptions 
from a redundance of humours produced by 
voracity and a fedentary life, abftinence and 
exercife are principally neceflary: from crude 
vifcid humours, in phlegmatic habits, purga- 
tives and gentle diaphoretics: from omiffions 
of cuftomary venefection, or fuppreflions of cri- 
tical hemorrhages, bleeding, cupping, and fuch 
medicines as may bring back the flux: in thin, 
choleric, young perfons, diluents, obtunders of 
acrimony, refrigerants, as milk, whey, nitre, 
manna: in debilities of the vifcera and. chylo- 
poetic organs, favouring the produdtion of frefh 
impure juices, corroborants and {tomachics: from 
an obf{truction of perfpiration, diaphoretic infu- 
fions and. frictions. 


2, When obftinate, chronical,or other difeafes, 


_ terminate in a critical eruption on the {kin, ab- 


{tain from bleeding, purging, and all evacuations, 
left the virulent matter be repelled into the ha- 
bit, and the difeafe brought back with greater 
malignity. 


3. If nature is infufficient duly to expel the 
morbid humours, fhe mutt be aflifted by gentle 
diaphoretics, which, if they do not increafe, will 
fupply the eruption. There are numerous ex- 
amples of cutaneous maladies from infection, 

G3 or 
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or the remains of a preceding difeafe, as conti- 
nual and intermitting fevers, the gout, convul- 
five colic, afthma, &’c. being cured by a fponta- 
neous or artificial fweat. With this intention may 
be ufed, infufions of fcordium, veronica, fcabi- 
ous, fumitory, carduus benediétus, elder-flow- 
ers, roots of burnet-faxifrage and fharp-pointed 
dock ; the mineral anodyne liquor, with vola- 
tile {pirits ; and antimonials. 


4. Though diaphoretic medicines are in all 
cafes to be joined or interpofed in the cure, 
they are not of themfelves fufficient; a merely 
diaphoretic courfe, efpeciaily in dry fubjeéts, 
increafing the complaints, and changing’ a fimple 
itching of the fkin into puftules accompanied 
with greater itching. Proper liquids muft alfo 
be plentifully drank; and mercurial purgatives, 
or, in weak perfons, laxative infufions, oo 
every fix or eight days. 


5. Often the {tehinie increafes, efpecially — 
when decottions of the woods and other fudo- 
rifics are ufed, to fuch a degree, that the pa- 
tient is apt to faint. In this cafe, abftain from 
every thing that may exagitate the blood; give | 
milk, whey, nitre, emulfions; and se in 
warm water. 


6. Cutaneous 
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6. Cutaneous eruptions, difappearing too foon, 
or repelled by externals, are apt to produce 
dangerous fymptoms. Here, befides the ex- 
pellents above mentioned, give mercurius dul- 
cis as an alterative rather than evacuant; and 
flowers of fulphur, in dofes of eight or ten 
grains; obferving toomit the one during the 


ufe of the other, and to abftain from both if any 


degree of fever be joined. 


7. Infants are to be treated chiefly with ab- 
forbents, laxatives, and purifiers of the blood; 
this tender age being {carcely able to bear the 
operation of mercurials. I have neverthelefs 
known mercury ufed even here with fafety, 
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where the difeafe was too opitinate to yield to 


‘sires remedies. 


~ 8. In the herpes and zona, give chiefly the 


fixed diaphoretics, with mineral waters; not 
wholly omitting however the other medicines. 
Internal ulcerations and abfcefles are to be 
treated alfo in the fame manner. 


g. External applications are likewife of great 


fervice: for drying up humid puftules and run- 
ning ulcers, ointments of fulphur, with cerufs 


and tutty: againft pain, heat, rednefs and itch- 
ing of the fkin, the faturnine ointment, which 
| Gg 4 | may 
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may be mixed with fome flowers of {alphur, 


for foftening dry painful {cabs, the mucilage of 
the middle bark of the lime-tree, extracted with 
rofe-water, or made into a-plafter with. linfeed- 
oil, cerufs, and a little fafron: for cleanfing and 
healing deeper, ulcerations, the foregoing oint- 
ments, with the diftilled oils of juniper and. bay- 
berries, or balfam of fulphur, with the fame-oils 
and xthiops mineral. Weak lime-water, and. 
mercurial unguents, are likewife proper. 

10. In the fcald head, after univerfals, anoint 
for fome days with an unguent compofed of .oil 
of yolks of eggs one ounce, gun-powder, to- 
bacco, flowers of fulphur, each two drams,,tine- 
ture of benzoin and balfam of. Peru, each half 
an ounce. After which the head is to be wafh- 
ed with a decoétion, in equal. parts of wine and 
ley, of fcordium, round: birthwort-root, ground 
mofs, layender-flowers, and myrrh. If thefe 
fail, fome dire internally mercurials }: exter- 
nally an adhefive cap made, with pitch: it bal- 
fam of copaiba, which being pulled off, forces 
up the hair by the roots; a violence to be uled 
only in defperate cafes. 


11. Baths are likewife of great fervice, for — 
cleanfing, foftening, and rengthening: the fkin. 
| The 
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The’ water may be impregnated with elecam- © otaneous, 
pane-root, fharp-pointed dock-roots, fumitory, einai 
{cabious, foap-wort, <’c. or more advantageoul- 
ly, with. the fcoriz produced in the {melting of 
iron and copper ores. By thefe metalic baths, 
I have known the itch, malignant herpes, and 
leprofy, cured. A plain decoétion of bran, mix- 
ed with new milk, gives notable relief in all 
dryneffes and afperities of the kin, particularly 
in the moft troublefome itchings of old people. 


. 12.0 External’ remedies fhould always be the 
laft, and never had recourfe to till the blood and 
humours are fufficiently purified : nor are inter- 
nals, particularly diaphoretics, to be omitted du- 
ring their ufe. From the premature repulfion 
of eruptions on particular parts, as the hands, 
the feet, the neck and the face, I have known 

_ wiolent affeétions of the nervous’ fyftem brought 
on; cynic fpafms, epilepfies, vertigo, the iliac 
-paffion; inflammatory fevers, with delirium, car- 
dialgia, afthma, and hydropic tumours, which - 
were {carcely to be cured but by a return of the 
‘ ¢ruption.. As mercurial unguents are the moft 
effectual repellents, their ufe demands the great- 
ceft caution. O28, 


13. The flefh of the viper was held by the 
_ ancients, and feveral of the moderns, a fpecific 
eu s in 


~ 
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in cutaneous maladies, apparently without foun- 
dation. Vipers flefh does not feem to differ in 
quality from gelatinous animal fubftances in ge- 
neral. Ihave known many examples of its be- 
ing ufed without fuccefs: nor have all its pa- . 
trons brought one fufficient inftance of any good 
effect that could fairly be afcribed to the viper. _ 


14. There is another deformity of the fkin, 
called gutta rofacea, affecting only the face.” In 
its loweft degree, there is only a preternatural 


—rednefs in fome particular part, as the nofe or 


forehead ; in the higher, fcales ; and in the moft 
advanced ftate, unequal puftules and tubercles. 


The fimple rednefs, in perfons of a found con- 


' ftitution, proceeds for the moft part from the 


lymphatics being diftended with blood,, and of- 
ten yields to dilution and derivation. Scales 
and pimples, in fcorbutic habits, are much more- 
obftinate, and never to be cured without puri- 
fiers of the juices, as whey impregnated with 
nitre, vitriolated tartar, and antifcorbutic herbs, 
fumitory, brooklime, water-crefles, fcabious, ci- 
chory-root, caper-bark, ¢’c. once. or twice a- 
week, a gentle laxative is to be joined. Scari- 
fications in the neck, fhoulders and back, and 
pediluvia of bran and waters are likewife of fer- 
yice. >

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Thefe premifed, we may proceed to exter- Cutaneous 


nals; among which the moft effeétual is a folu- 
tion of fugar of lead, with a {mall proportion of 
blue vitriol: about. two fcruples of the former, 
and eight grains of the latter, may be'diffolved 
in fix or feven ounces of water.. But here the 
- utmoft caution is requifite : I have known, from 
the imprudent application of milder medicines 
than thefe, in fubjects .of an impure habit and 
great fenfibility, dangerous ophthalmia, cardi- 
algia, a hemicrania. 


§ 4. Hiftories of Cafes. 


1. A young man received by infection itch- 
ing fanious puftules, which fpread, in a week, 
all over the body. A ftrong purgative being 
taken every day, fo as to occafion in three days 
. fixty ftools, the puftules furprifingly dried up 
and difappeared. Soon after, appetite and fleep 
_ failed, an internal heat came on, with great de- 
bility, and a quick pulfe. Gentle diaphoretics, 
chiefly nitre, with camphor and calx of antimo- 
ny, and decoétion of hartfhorn, ufed warm for 


~ common drink, removed thefe complaints, and 


brought back the eruption, which, by an infufion 
of veronica, temperating powders, a fulphureous 
‘ointment, and the warm bath, was completely 


cured, 
We 
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We learn- from hence, that by {trong pur- 
ging, exanthematous humours are repelled from 
the fkin, but not evacuated. In all fubcutane- 
ous affeGtions, it is neceflary to cleanfe the firft 
paflages; but this is always to be done sie gra. 
dual se sr means. 


2. A woman of twenty, of a bilious tempera- 
ment, and very tender conftitution, having drank 
the waters at Pyrmont, in a cold moift feafon, 
for a fortnight, was feized, fome weeks after 
her return, with a great itching of the whole 
body, followed by a fudden efflorefeence of pain- 
ful puftules on the hands, which in time dif- 
charged a large quantity of fanies. On endea- 
vouring to dry up the perpetual ichor by a pow- 
der of tutty, chalk and cerufs, a violent cough 
came on, with an extreme anxiety of the pre. . 
cordia, and a fwelling and intenfe itching of the. 
pudenda. ‘Tartarized tin€ture of antimony, 
with an infufion of elecampane-root, being ‘ta- 
Ken daily, and an emollient plafter, with a little 
camphor, applied to the pudenda, the complaints 
went off, and numerous puftules re-appeared on 
the extremities: thefe were removed’by proper 
purging, and fulphureous ointments and baths, 


This diforder proceeded from the imprudent 
ufe of the aca ari which dank cold, in cold 
moift 
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- moift weather, obftrud perfpiration, and thus Cutaneous 
_ occafion a redundance of excrementitious hu- a peess. 
mours : thefe being afterwards, in a warmer air, 
propelled to the furface, produce various in- 
flammations and ulcerations of the fkin. In- 

ftead of reprefling the eruption, internal medi- 

cines fhould have been given to promote it. 


3. Aman of forty, flender, thin, of a choleric 
temperament, inclining a little to melancholy, 
accultomed to ftrong foods, of a fedentary ftu- 
dious life, complained of innumerable puftules 
on the hands and feet, which itched almoft in- 
tolerably, and had rendered him incapable of 
walking or handling any thing for feveral weeks. 
Bleeding, purging, fweating, bathing, had no 
permanent effet; the puftules, after a fhort 
truce, returning in greater numbers. Pills 
compofed of cathartic extract, ammoniacum, 
mercurius dulcis, cinnabar, each half a dram, 
golden fulphur of antimony, and falt of amber, 
each ten grains, oil of faflafras ten drops, being 
taken every third day in dofes of twelve grains, 
and an infufion of veronica interpofed, many of 
the pufiules dried up and fcaled off, but fome 
freth ones ftill fucceeded. In the arms and feet 
_ -were perceived hard nodes, of confiderable fize, 

like tumefied glands. By continuing the in- 
ternal medicines, and applying to the nodes an 
ointment 
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ointment of antimoniated balfam of fulphur and 
quickfilver, and fubjoining baths; a complete 
cure was obtained. fi "yp 


Cutaneous maladies are offen extremely re- 
bellious ; a mark of obftrutions of the fubcu- 
taneous or meferaic glands, or of the vifcera;

4. A Jew, of ‘a thin habit, had laboured for 
near feven years under a very troublefome dry 
itch, which was exafperated in the nights. Sca- 
rifications; venefections, {trong purgatives, guaia- 
cum and other fudorifics, largely and often re- 
peated, had been of no fervice: and the difor- 
der had increafed fo as to be held a true leprofy. 


He began to abftain from hard; falted, acrid 


food: ufed for common drink a decoétion of 
hartfhorn-fhavings and fcorzonera-root: drank 
every morning warm, in bed, three pints of a 
decoétion of marfhmallows root one ounce, 
hartfhorn-fhavings two ounces, veronica, mal- 
tow-leaves, groundivy, each one handful, elder- 
flowers four pugils, quince-feeds and white 
poppy-feeds, each half an ounce, which promo- 

. ted 
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ted a gentle fweat: and, to loofen the belly, Cutaneous 
took once a-week an infufion of manna. Ina siete: 
month, the itching abated, and the dry puftules 
gradually fell off; temperate baths, and balfam 

of fulphur, being now fubjoined to promote that 

effect. 


Jews, from their manner of life and food, par- 
ticularly the ufe of garlic, are very fubject toa 
dry itch, of itfelf fufficiently uneafy, but more fo 
in thin fubjects.. Here, all acrid irritating me- 
dicines, as guaiacum and the warm fudorifics, 

are highly pernicious. Henricus ab Heers, 
relates a remarkable hiftory of the effects of 
that wood in fuch cafes: he fays, he was applied 
to by a young man of a choleric temperament, 
whofe fkin appeared all over torn and deeply fur- 
rowed, as if he had been combed like flax with 
a fharp heckle: that the diforder had at firft 
been very flight, and was increafed to this de- 
gree of virulence by feven courfes of decoction 
of guaiacum, continued each for forty days: 
that he has often feen an elephantiafis brought 
on, in melancholic perfons, by an immoderate 
ufe of that medicine. The above patient was 
cured, by drinking plentifully of whey impreg- 
‘nated with fal prunel; and receiving, on the 
region of the liver, cold water from the top of 
a 
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a high mill-wheel, every morning, and an ~ 
and a half before fupper. 


5. A man of a fanguineo-melancholic tempe- 
rament and fpongy habit, fubject in youth to ca~ 
tarrhous defluxions, and flight coughs; of a fe- 
dentary life, temperate diet, and fufficient health; 
was feized fuddenly, in his forty-ninth year, with 
humid eruptions, which increafed at once: to 
fuch a degree, that the whole body was almoft 
overflowed with fanies: the breath was almoft 
intolerably fetid; and the admiflion of. cold air 
occafioned immediately .extreme oppreffions. 
A laxative infufion, compofed of cichory and 
pimpinella roots, each -three drams, dodder, 
epithymum, fumitory, each one handful, fenna 
and rhubarb, each half an ounce, manna one 
ounce, bitter purging falt fix drams, and car- 
damom-feeds two fcruples, infufed for a night in - 
a quart of boiling water, mixed with an equal — 
quantity of good Mofelle wine, was taken in - 
dofes of fome ounces every morning and even- 
ing for three days: a diaphoretic abforbent pow- 
der, of crabs-eyes, fhells, calx of antimony, am= — 
ber, flowers of fulphur, and nitre, was fubjoin- | 
ed; with a tea of fcabious, veronica, ground- _ 
ivy, cichory-root, and liquorice: for common 


drink was ufed a decoétion of china-root with — 
raifins.

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greatly abated, an ointment of litharge, fulphur, Cutaneous

6. In the autumn’of 1716, after a very moift 
and cold fummer, itches, and other fubcuta- 
neous diforders,’ were epidemic about Hall. 
Perfons of a dry temperament were feized chief- 
ly with itching ferpiginous eruptions; and thofe 
of a fpongy habit, with humid puftules. Many 
had a malignant’ kind, with hard: knots under 
the fkin, and fwellings of the glands, particu- 
larly of the axillaries.. . Children, recovered but 
a few months from the {mall pox, did not efcape ; 
fome had deep and obftinate ulcerations quite 
to the periofteum; others an eryfipelas of the 
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' head and face,, fucceeded by an eruption which.

é The carey owas effected in the folate po 
ner: To adults was given a gentle laxative po-. 
tion: to children, a purgative compofed of pul- 
vis cornachini one {cruple, mercurius dulcis one 
grain, and fyrup of cichory with rhubarb. two 
drams. After purging, a diaphoretic powder, 
compofed of three parts of a bezoardic powder, 
and one of zthiops mineral, was taken every 
night; and in the morning, a tea of veronica, 
{cabious, fumitory, elder-flowers, liquorice, and 
bark of faflafras. After thefe had been conti- 
nued for about a month, the joints and liga- 
ments were anointed with a deficcative liniment 
of pomatum, zthiops mineral, and fugar of lead.

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4, A nobleman of a thin vafculous habit, ace Cutaneous 

cuftomed from youth to the:immoderate ufe of fp nso 
_wine, but who had always, by ftrong exercife 
and bleeding three or four times a-year, prefer- 
ved a good {tate of health, excepting fome flight 
catarrhous complaints; on omitting exercife 
after the feventieth year, was feized with a 
weight and pain in the left hypochondre, and a 
difficulty of breathing, which went off in an cede- 
matous tumour of the feet. On drinking the 
Egra waters in fpring, the tumour increafed and 
arofe to the knees, with an itching, and copious 
exudation of vifcid ichor. ‘The waters were 
difcontinued: but the feet remained fwelled like 
facks ; and the tenacious humour, which con- 
{tantly oozed forth, concreted into broad fecales 
and crufts, above which appeared rufty-colour- 
ed puftules. Puftules came forth alfo on the 
thighs and arms, extremely itching and corro- 
five: the patient otherwife in good health. Af- 
ter the diforder had continued for near half a 
year, the cure was attempted by laxatives of 
manna and rhubarb: veal and chicken-broths, 
with vipers flefh, cichory-roots, fcorzonera, cher- 
vil, endive, and borage: decottions of china- 
root, farfaparilla, polypody, liquorice, cichory, 
*with raifins and.a little faflafras-bark, for com- 
mon drink; whey, with juices of fumitory, 
brooklime, and water-crefles: tinctura antimonii 
| Hh 2 | acris, 
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acris, with effences of pimpinella and fcordium, 
every morning: and nitrous powders at night. 
The parts affected’ were at firft fomented with 
fome, fimple waters impregnated with a dmall 
proportion of lime-water; and then covered 
with common plafter, mixed with the mucilage 
of the middle bark of the lime-tree.. After- 
wards, linen-cloths, dipt in a decoction of that 
bark, were applied with good advantage ; and 
the efchars anointed with an ointment compofed 
of a folution of nitre and litharge in ftrong vi- 
negar, with oil, cerufs, tutty, zthiops mineral, 
ley of tartar, and a little oil of rhodium. By 
thefe remedies, the fkin became perfedtly clean, 


and he continued well for a confiderable time: - 


But at length, impatient of a regular diet, and 
again indulging wine without exercife, he was 


_feized, in winter, with a great depreffion of 


ftrength, lofs of appetite, pain of the left hypo- 
chondre, fwelled lips, vertigo, and other difor- 
ders of the head, with copious, white, turbid 
urine. He got the better of thefe alfo; but 
next fpring, after grief, he fell into'a deep fleep, 
with a lofs of all fenfation, and on the feventh 
day expired. On diffe€tion, the fpleen’ was 
found remarkably large, and full of a black 
me Be liquid. 


'. An extenfive praétice at courts has given me 


_ opportunities of making fundry obfervations re-

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lating to the difeafes and manner of living of 
the great: this in particular, that many who in- 
dulge intemperance, both in aliment and in 
wines, enjoy conftant health fo long as they ufe 
exercife; but that when age or other caufes 
confine them to a fedentary life, they are feized 
with various diforders, vertigo, dimnefs of fight, 
apoplexies, oppreflions at the breaft, proftration 
of appetite, pains of the hypochondres, efpeci- 
ally the left, gouts, and cedematous fwellings of 
the feet; and that on diflection, the fpleen is 
generally found diftended with blood as above 


defcribed. ‘The prefent diforder refembled the. 


lepra Arabum; and the largenefs of the fpleen 


confirms my fufpicion, that thefe obftinate di- 


' {tempers depend chiefly upon an indifpofition of 


fome of the vifcera. 


8. A man of forty, of a fanguineo-phlegmatic 


moift vapid air, was feized, after a journey, per- 
haps from infeétion, with a great itching of the 
{crotum, which, from {cratching, {welled a little, 
and difcharged a whitifh liquid. By applying 
bags of difcutient herbs boiled in red wine, the 
{welling fubfided, and the oozing ftopt: but 
the itching continued, and fharp pungent pains 
acceded, returning periodically at longer or

the vifceral elixir at dinner: an abforbent ni- ~ 


trous powder every other night : a laxative of 
rhubarb and cream of tartar once or twice a- 
week. After this courfe had been continued 
for a month, an ointment of litharge, fulphur, 
and oil of henbane, was applied to the affected ? 
parts. 


There was here a fcorbutic indifpofition of 
the blood and juices. To repel the eruption 


- was extremely imprudent. The primary aim 


fhould have been, to dilute, obtund, and pro- 
mote the expulfion of the humour; intentions 
which, in {uch cafes, are moft effectually an- 
{wered by milk, where it agrectaid and lime- 
water. 
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CHAPTER 1. 


Of the Distases of INFANTS. 


§ Le Of the Diszases of CHILDREN in general. 


Hitpren are fubjeQ to different difeafes 

at different periods of their age. Soon 

after birth, vomitings, coughs, watchfulnefs, 
ftartings, inflammations of the navel, runnings 
of the ears, gripes, are moft frequent: about 
dentition, painful itchings of the gums, fevers, 
convulfions, and diarrhoea, efpecially at the time 
of cutting the canini, and when the child “is 
naturally coftive and of a grofs habit: from 
the fourth to the tenth year and upwards, in- 
flammations of the tonfils, internal laxations 
of the vertebra near the occiput, afthmas, the 
Hh, calculus, 
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calculus, worms, warts, {tranguries, fatyriafis, 
{trumee, and other tubercles. my 


Some of thefe diforders are obvious ; others 
are difficultly diftinguifhed, from the inability 
of infants to exprefs their complaints. Wecan 
judge but little from the urine, the pulfe, or the 
external habit; the urine being often, in health 
as well as in ficknefs, thick and turbid; the 
pulfe apt to be accelerated or retarded from 
almoft innumerable caufes; and the habit fub- 
jet to frequent changes. We mutt thoroughly 
examine the nurfe with regard to the child’s 
crying, tofling of the body, watchfulnefs, eruc- 
tations, acid or nidorous retchings, vomitings, 
hiccups or agitations of the nerves, coughs or 
difficulties of breathing, opennefs of the belly, 
colour and confiftence of the excrements; and 


to infpe& the whole body externally, and the 
mouth ; to be fatisfied, whether there is any 
inflammation or eruption, any fwelling of the 
gums or puftules in the fauces, or whether. the 
breath is hor. nh 


“Where the parents, particularly the. mother, 
are healthful and robuft, the child is for the 
moft part proportionally fo. Children naturally 
healthful, if tenderly brought up, are more fub- 

“je 


fuch like circumftances. It will be proper alfo — 
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ject to difeafes than thofe, who, inured to chan- Difeafes 


ges from infancy, are lefs liable to be affecte 
from external caufes. As the tender bodies 
of infants are more eafily difordered than thofe 
of adults; fo alfo they are. more fufceptible 
of falutary impreffions, and all their difeafes are 
eafier of cure: improper management is often 
the principal caufe of the mortality of chil- 
dren. 


Children of. a corpulent and fpongy habit, 
and thofe who have plenty of milk, or whofe 
nurfe is corpulent and full of juices, are gene- 
rally the moft unhealthy, and fubjet particu- 
larly to the rickets, convulfive coughs, and 
aphthe: the thin are more liable to fevers and 
inflammations. Thofe of a loofe belly are more 
healthful than the coftive. Convulfive twitch- 
ings of the limbs, epilepfies, and gripes, the 
diforders by which children are ofteneft car- 
ried off, are the moft dangerous when accom- 
panied with lafting watchfulnels. 


§ 2. Of the RecImEN of New-Born INFANTS. 


1. Immediately after birth, the umbilical vel- 
fels being tied and cut, the child fhould be 
wafhed in a warm bath, either of water alone, 
or of water and wine. Any ill conformation 

aie from 
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- from injuries in the birth, fhould be reduced, 

the limbs moved and extended, to diffipate any 
mucous matters that may be lodged in the 
joints ; and the excretory organs gently rubbed, 
to invite the difcharge of their contents. If the 
child is weak, which may be judged from its 
voice and breathing, the previous indifpofi- 
tions of the mother, and difficulty of birth, it 
may be wafhed in warm wine, fome analeptic 
{pirit applied to the breaft, back, and crown of 
the head, a little Rhenifh wine or cinnamon- 
water put into its mouth, or the vapeur of 
chewed cloves or other fpices breathed into 
it. i : H Sg 


2.In fwaddling the infant, particular care 
mut be had to avoid tight bandages, which, 
by obftru€ting the circulation, lay the founda- 
tion of numerous diforders, gibbofities, Se 
ee stim dee: chi | 


3. As fe as the infant bepiiy to felts 
the ftomach and inteftines, comprefled by that 
action, and {timulated by the protrufion of bile, 
generally difcharge their contents by ftool and 
vomiting. When this does not fucceed fponta- 
neoufly, the mother’s milk, at this time pro- 
videntially thin, fweetifh, and detergent, is far 
better and fafer than any medicine from the 

fhops. 
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fhops. ‘Many advife to refrain from the’ milk 


in this ftate, as being impure, and injurious ; 


to’ the tender ftomach of infants: experience 


has taught me the contrary, and that no injury 


is to be feared from it, unlefs in fome great in- 
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difpofition of the mother, from previous difeafes 


or hard labour. 


> 4. Where this remedy is denied, it is more 


_advifable to evacuate the firft paffages by phar- 


maceutical affiftances, than put the child direct- 


- ly to nurfe; the milk of a woman who has gi-' 
-ven fuck for fome time, being too grofs and nu- 


tritious for a new-born babe. Among us, it 
is cuftomary to give, in the firlt days, a little ho- 
ney with frefh butter, or fugar with oil of al- 
monds ; in France and Holland, wine fweeten- 


ed with fugar. If thefe fail, a {mall quantity 
of folutive fyrup of rofes, fyrup of cichory and — 


rhubarb, or that of peach-flowers, manna, with 


__a few grains of cream of tartar, or other gentle 


laxatives, may be given in fome proper liquid. 
Mild fuppofitories, or glyfters of whey with joey 
and honey, are alfo proper. 


5. Some contend, that the meconium fhould - 
- not be fo foon evacuated; fince, after having 
_ fo long lain harmilefs in the inteftines, it can- 
‘ agi now be fuppofed fuddenly produdlive of

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any ill confequences. The meconium is a mild 


fubftance, about the confiftence of honey, void | 


of acrimony or fmell, incapable of irritating 
-the parts, or diffufing putrid exhalations: pre- 


maturely to force its evacuation is not proper : 
but if neither the ftrength of nature, or. the 
mother’s milk, are fufficient for its -expulfion, 
artificial affiftances muft be called in aid, as it 
adheres tenacioufly to the coats of the inteftines, 
not unfrequently conglutinates them together, 
and from the admixture even of the beft milk, 
affumes noxious qualities: from its too long 
retention, | have known violent gripes, reftleff- 
nefs, cardialgia, hernia, obftinate conftipation 
of the belly, fpafmodic and Loa eget MO0- 
tions, 


6. Women who give fuck fhould obferve a 
firict regimen, abftain from all irregularities 
and inordinate paffions, and from whatever may 
give any impreflion to the mik: if the men- 
fes appear during ‘the laétation, the infant 
gives abundant indications that the milk is at 
that period improper for it. If natural infirmi- 
ties, or inhumanity of the mother, require a 


nurfe to be employed, regard muft be had ~ 


in the choice, to her healthfulnefs, temperance, 
fobriety, morals, and freedom from vicious 


iid : fhe fhould rather be flender than | 
corpulent, 
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corpulent, between twenty and thirty years of Difeafes 
age; her child not the firft born, and the milk of!fants; 
not very old. 


7. The proper quantity of milk cannot be 
exactly determined. For the moft part the 


_ breaft is given in the firft months every two 


hours; after three or four months; fix or. fe- 


_ ven times a-day ; and at length only twice or 


thrice a-day, till the year be completed. The 


_ child fhould “by ‘no means be invited to the 

nipple, but refrained: and diverted when. too 

_ eager: an over-indulgence in this refpe&t may 
_ prove’ extremely detrimental. |

8. Asa fright or violent paflion make an in- 


_ jurious impreffion on the milk, the child fhould 


never bé fuffered'to fuck immediatety after ei- 
ther.

_ § 3. Of DENTITION. 
The teeth appear in fome in the feventh or 
ninth month, in others fcarcely in the twelfth: 
the fore-teeth are generally cut firft, from the 
_ friction of the nipple ; next, the eye-teeth; and 
_ laftly, the grinders... In fome, this procefs gives 


little uneafinefs: in others, it is accompanied 


- with very troublefome fymptoms.

_ rally hot, cries immoderately, {tarts in his fleep,

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Supple- often applies his hand to his mouth, fucks witht . 

ment. eagernefs, and even bites the nipple. The 
gums fwell, and look whitifh or reddifh; the 
faliva is copioufly difcharged, and often hangs 
vifcid from the mouth; the belly either coftive, 
or over loofe. Sometimes acute fevers, con- 
vulfive and epileptic motions, diftorfions of the 
jaws, and other violent fymptoms are joined ; 
differing in different fubjects, according to the 
difficulty of the eruption of the teeth, or the 
fenfibility of the child. | 


Teething is not only dangerous, but often 
mortal; the infant finking under the fymptoms 
which it produces. The plethoric, fleepy, co: 
ftive, thofe who are feized in dentition with a 
cough, who are of great fenfibility, or an here< ~ 
ditary paflionate difpofition, have the moft to 
fear. Hippocrates obferves, that thofe who — 
are attacked by an acute fever, efcape convul- 
fions; and that the aie is eafieft in wins 
ter. : 


The principal indications of cure are, to abate 
the pain and inflammation, and to foften and re- 
lax the gums. Internally, give jelly of hartf- 
horn, with tinéture of red poppies in the child’s — 
drink, and fome drops of the mineral anodyne 

. liquor, or mixtures of the diftilled waters of li- 
fl lies 
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lies of the valley, primrofes and lime-flowers, Difeafes 
with abforbents, a little faffron, fyrup of peony gf fava. 
or wild poppies, and a few drops of fpirit of fal 
ammoniac. A freedom of the belly, if it does 
hot fucceed fpontaneoufly, fhould be procured 
by glyfters. To the gums may be applied cream 
or frefh butter, either alone or mixed with honey 3 
a fig-cut in two ; marrow of calves legs, mucilage 
of quince-feeds, with a little yolk of egg, rofe- 
water and fyrup .of violets; the brains of a 
_ hare, recommended: as a fpecific; a liniment 
of fpermaceti, fyrup of white poppies, oil of 
almonds, faffron, and nitre; crumb of bread 
boiled in milk, with oil of rofes, and: faffron. 
df, notwithftanding thefe kinds of applications, 
the teeth cannot make their way, incifions muft 
be made in the membrane that confines them, 
which I have often feen praétifed with fuccefs, 


_ As thefe diforders are almoft always accom- 
panied with a greater or lefs degree of fever, 
all hot medicines, purgatives, {piritous or:aftrin. 
_ gent applications, and a hot regimen, fhould be 
avoided. Asa fpontaneous loofenefs is faluta- 

_ ry, it fhould by no-means be reftrained; con- 

_ vulfions and other threatening fymptomis being 
then much more apt to fucceed.

The child is reftlefs, 
toffes and writhes his body, and kicks with his 
feet, refufes the breaft, cries almoft conftantly, 
anid breathes with difficulty: the belly is diftend- 
ed with flatulencies, which are fometimes dif- 
charged impetuoufly upwards. © ‘The ftools are 
for, the ‘moft part vifcid,: tenacious, and more 
or lefs of a green colour;: fometimes fluid, 
like water flightly tinged yellow; fomietimes 
grumous, like indurated whites of eggs: ‘often — 
they are fo acrid and cotrofive, as to excoriate 
the anus, and occafion a ghia eee: penne f 

‘The tinlerpal caufe is a fpaft ait ftridure of 4 
the nervous membranes of the inteftines, from 
paffions of the: nurfe, fpafms and pains from re- 
moter parts, cold, the too frequent ufe of laxa< 
tives or: purgatives, along retention of the»me~ 
conium, improper foods; as fugar, fruitsy oc. 
and worms. \ The diforder is the more danger- 


ous in proportion to’ its: frequency and continu- — 


ance :' when very violent, it is apt to bring on’ — 
fevers, palfies, afthmas, convulfions and‘other’ — 
diftempers, which fometimes prove mortal. — 
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The cure is to be effected, if the diforder pro- 
ceeds from an acefcence of the milk, by giving the 
nurfe gentle laxatives, carminatives, herb-teas ; 

and the child, abforbent powders, with Florentine 
_ orris-roots, anife-feeds, a little faffron, dc. A- 
nife-feeds are particularly ferviceable in thefe com- 
plaints, and may begiven in the dofe of a fcruple 
to new-born infants. Mild laxatives are pro- 
per, as rhubarb, manna, folutive fyrup of rofes ; 
and more particularly, glyfters, compofed, if the 
feces'are thin and corrofive, of milk and fugar, 
or turpentine diffolved in the yolk of ‘an egy; 
if thick and vifcid, of a decoCtion of chamomile- 


flowers, with honey: of rue, foap, and a few 


drops of oil of anife-feeds.. Externally, chamo- 
mile, elder, melilot, and mullein-flowers, foenu- 
greek and- anife-feeds, laffron, &c. boiled in 
‘milk, may be inclofed in a hog’s bladder ora 
linen-cloth, and applied to the belly ; or the um- 
bilical ly ca anointed with a liniment compofed 
of the diftilled oils of cummin-feeds, caraway- 
feeds, fennel-feeds, anife-feeds, chamomile and 
others, mixed with exprefled oil of nutmegs, 
oil of chamomile by decoétion, and ‘axungia. 


Gripes from worms are to be treated by an- 
thelminthics. In» thofe which arife by confent 
from pains and fpafms in other parts, the pri- 
mary indication mutt be, to alleviate that caule.

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Supple- All faline, acrid, ftimulating medicines, par- 

men!» ticularly refinous purgatives, fhould be abftain- - 
ed from. Opiates alfo, too frequently had re- 
courfe to by nurfes for procuring reft, general- 
ly do harm. 


§ 5. Of APHTHA. 


Aphthe are fmall ulcers or puftules in the 
fauces, fearce exceeding the fize of millet or 
hemp-feeds, accompanied with a greater or lefs 
degree of inflammation. Sometimes they are 
indolent, of a red or yellow colour, and appear 
only on the gums, tongue, and internal furface 
of the cheeks: fometimes livid, black, extreme- 
ly painful, reaching as far as the cefophagus, 
the whole internal part of the mouth being of- 
ten ulcerated, and the flefh corroded even to 

the bone. The firft are called benign, the lat- 
ter malignant. | 


If the diforder be fufpected to arife from an ~ 
indifpofition of the milk, the nurfe, befides a 
proper regimen, fhould make ufe of fweeteners _ 
and purifiers of the blood, as temperate decoc- _ 
tions of herbs and roots, diaphoretics, abforb- — 
ents, and {gentle laxatives. If from an ill ha- 
bit of the child, it fhould be purged feveral 
times with manna and rhubarb, and treated — 

with — 
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with fuch medicines as may prevent the milk 
from coagulating, or correct its acrimony, as 
water-gruel with fugar-candy and oil of almonds, 


sor 
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and decoctions of turnips or carrots for drink. 


The puftules may be touched at times with a 


lin&us of rob of mulberries, juice of pomegra- — 


nates and honey; or juice of turnips with yolk 
of eggs and fugar; or cream with fyrup of white 
poppies, yolk of egg, and a little nitre; or mu- 
cilage of quince-feeds with honey and a little 
faffron. : 


_Aphthe accompanying other difeafes, whe- 
ther acute or chronical, are never cured till the 
original diftemper is alleviated or removed. In 
acute cafes, it is advifable to give only the mild- 
er diaphoretics and emulfions, and not to difturb 
nature by frequent laxatives. 


§ 6. Of Smatt Pox and MEAsLezs. 


The meafles and fmall pox are, in their firft | 


fymptoms, much alike; but as the difeafe ad- 
vances, the difference becomes evident. In the 
meafles, the eruptions are much fmaller, and 
appear chiefly on the breaft; a cough accedes, 
’ and the diforder is milder, and fooner termi- 
nates. The fmall pox come out principally on 
the head, hands, and feet; the puftules grow

ment. 


Co turn white, and at length dry up, leaving often 


indelible pits in the fkin: this is a procefs of fe- 
veral days, and is commonly attended with dan- 
gerous fymptoms. 


Neither finall pox nor meafles ever appear 
without a fever; and both are at certain feafons 
more favourable or malignant than in others. 
A. difficult eruption is generally accompanied 
with delirium, frightful dreams, great oppref- 
fion at the breaft, pain of the throat, white u- 
rine, conftipation of the belly, and often epilep- 
tic fits, which endanger the child’s life, unlefs 
the fymptoms abate, and. the PTH OD, fuc- 
ceeds. | 


The malignity of the {mall pox is judged of 
from the puftules being deprefled and pitted, 
or very fiery, acuminated, and confluent; from 
a violet, livid or black colour, and the intermix- 
ture of petechial f{pots, or miliary eruptions, 
particularly the white ; from their forming blad- 
ders full of acrid or bloody ferum, refufing to 
fuppurate, and being followed by flow, heétic 
fevers, or ill-conditioned ulcers ; from the fever 
continuing high after the eruption is completed, 
with a difficulty of breathing, bloody urine or 
ftools, or bleeding at the nofe. The marks of 

the 
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the favourable fort are, the mildnefs of the Difeafes 


fymptoms, and the regular eruption, fuppura- 
tion and exficcation, as formerly defcribed. 


The meafles alfo differ ini degree.’ The more 
malignant are thofe which are’ accompanied 
with different eruptions, an immoderate’cough; 
hoarfenefs, and long continuance of the fever; 
and‘followed by unkindly fymptoms, which are 
apt to ees the foundation of chronical difeafes. 


~ Where thefe diforders prove fatal, the pa- 
tient is' generally carried off by an inflammation 
and confequent fphacelus of the internal parts, 
ora fuffocatory angina or catarrh, On diffec- 
tion, Ihave often feen numerous puftules, and li- 
_ vid pots, on the vifcera, ftomach, and inteftines. 


The cure confifts in correcting the acrimoni- 
ous matter, and promoting its expulfion, by 
abforbent and diaphoretic powders, of hartfhorn 
philofophically prepared, crabs-eyes, calx of an- 
timony, amber, nitre, cinnabar, and cafcarilla ; 
emulfions, with proper diftilled waters; decoc- 
tions of hartfhorn and barley, fweet whey, &*c. 
No other remedies are wanted, unlefs it fhould 


be thought proper, in retardations of the erup- 


tion, to add a little myrrh and faffron to the be- 
zoardic powders, or give Buflius’s fpirit with 
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the mineral anodyne liquor; or during the fup- 


—S Parations a watery jalauion of >) with falt 


of tartar. 


Among the fymptoms, both in the meafles — 
and {mall pox, a tenefmus and gripes are the 
principal: for, thefe there ts fcarce a better re- 
medy than new drawn oil of almonds, given to 
the quantity. of. a fpoonful, with decoétion of 
hartfhorn or water-gruel.. Violent coughs. and 
hoarfenefs are relieved by an electuary of oil of © 
almonds, ‘fpermaceti, fyrup of violets, and faf- 
fron, given frequently in fome warm. liquor ; 
and water-gruel, with fugar-candy and yolks of 
eggs. In hemorrhages, endeavour only to mo- 
derate the impetus of the blood, by mixtures of 
anti{pa{modic waters with diafcordium and mild 
nitrous powders: aftringents mult be very cau- 
tioufly ufed. 69 Hod 5 ae” 


To preferye. the eyes from the injury of pu. 
ftules, apply breaft-milk diluted with rofe-wa- 


ter, and mixed with a little myrrh and faffron ; 


or rofe-water and elder-flower-water, with one- 
third of the mineral anodyne liquor, and a fall 
quantity of camphor. ‘Though pits in the face 
can feldom be wholly prevented by art, it. may 
be prudent to allow, when the puftules are dry- 


ing up, but not before, a liniment of axungia 


and 
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and vinegar of litharge. Where the noftrils are Difeafes 


obftruéted by puftules, or the fauces ulcera- 


ted, a liniment of oil of almonds with oil of. 


thodium, and a little camphor, will be of fer- 
vice. 


How carefully foever the difeafe may be 
treated, its relics will fometimes be dangerous, 
and require particular management. If malig- 
nant ulcers follow, apply camphorated ointment 
of cerufs, or that of litharge; or inje@ balfa- 
mics, ‘as effences of amber and myrrh with bal- 
fam of Peru, or the balfamum vite with arque- 
bufade w: cer.. Whatever may be the particular 
complaints, internal fweeteners muft be conti- 
nued; the belly loofened at intervals, with tinc- 
ture of rhubarb or other gentle laxatives; per- 
{fpiration promoted by a proper regimen, dia- 
phoretic powders with myrrh, warm infufions 
of veronica, fcorzonera, {cabious, liquorice, and 
fennel-feeds ; and the depauperated {tate of the 
blood corrected by watery eflence of myrrh, 
and other mild balfamics. The fame medicines 
are proper at feafons when the {mall pox are e- 
pidemic; for it is of great confequence that 
the body be previoufly prepared for fupporting 
the difeafe. 


~ An accurate regimen is in this difeafe, if in 
any, of principal importance. The fick fhould 
neither 
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_ neither be kept very hot, nor. very cold: in one 


cafe, the inflammation and acrimony of the pec- 


cant matter would be exafperated, and hemor- 


| thages and other dangerous fymptoms: produ- 


ced: in the other, the eruption would be re- 
tarded, or the putftules repelled after their ap- 
pearance. In the beginning, and at the height 


of the difeafe, fleth, the more nutritious foods, — 


and the more vifcid fweets, muft be refrained 
from. In the meafles, acidulous liquors, which 
might be of fervice for abating heat, are im- 


proper on account of the cough, whichis al- | 
moft infeparable from that diforder,;and which — 
is generally aggravated by acids.  Fri¢tions of _ 


the extremities with warm cloths at the begin- 
ning may be of fome.ufe, by promoting perfpi- 


ration. Laxatives are of greater fervice in the — 
way of prevention than of cure: neverthelefs, 


in cafes of great ebullition of the blood, and af- 


- flux of humours to the breaft and head, I have 


frequently, after the difeafe had begun, direét- 


ed glyfters of barley-water, fugar, and oil of al-- 
monds; and obtained from them a defirable re- 


miffion si the fymptoms. 


§ 7. -Of Epitersy and ConvuLsIoNs. 


The tendernefs and irritability of the nervous 


fy{tem in children, renders them extremely-fub- 
ject 
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ject to thefe diforders, from irregularities com- 
mitted by the mother during pregnancy, vio- 
— lent paffions of the nurfe, the repulfion of cuta- 
neous eruptions, pains and fpafms of particular 
parts, as in teething, worms, dc. Epilepfies 
and convulfions fucceeding the {mall pox, or 
acute petechial fevers, are full of danger, as are 
likewife thofe from dentition if of long continu- 
ance. Hippocrates obferves, that where thefe 
diforders do not ceafe about the feventh year, 
_ they generally continue to another period of 


life. 


~ In epilepfies and convulfions from a fright or 
paflionof the nurfe, abftain from all {piritous, acrid 
and irritating medicines, and give only fuch as 
may gently abate the inordinate fpaftic motions 
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of the nervous fyftem ; emollient and carmina- | 


tive glyfters ; antifpafmodic powders, compofed 
of abforbents, peony, miffeltoe, cinnabar and a 
little mufk, either. by themfelves} or in fome ap- 
propriated waters, as thofe of lime-flowers, lilies 
of the valley, primrofes, oranges, &’c. 


Thofe which arife from the milk corrupting 
_ and becoming corrofive in the body of the child 
itfelf, are to be treated nearly in the fame man- 
ner, by emollient glyfters, abforbents with faf- 
fron, mufk, or a little extract of caftor. If an

Supple- evacuation of the firft paflages be neceflary, a 

ment, folution of manna with fome drops of oil of tar- 
tar per diliquium, may be given by little and 
little, till it takes due effect. 


In thofe from a thicknefs and too great plen- 
ty of milk, the breaft muft be given more {pa- 
ringly, and fuch aliments made ufe of as may 
attenuate and render it more fluid. In fuch 

' cafes, the ftomach is not unfrequently fo much 

_ overloaded with the ccagulated milk, as to re- 
quire a mild emetic; which may be compofed 
of a third or a fourth part of a grain of emetic 
tartar, with fyrup of violets and fome ened 
water. 


Thofe from a retention of the’ meconium in » 
the firft months, require gentle laxatives, as fy- 
rup of cichory with rhubarb, made into an e- 
le€tuary with abforbents, peony and miffeltoe : 
from worms, anthelminthics; from the repref- 
fion of exanthemata, fuch medicines as may in- 
vite the humours back to the external parts, 
as blifters on the neck, fetons, and iflues. 


Opiates, recommended by fome for abating - 
violent fpafms, are to be ufed with great cau-— 
tion: [have feen from them unhappy effects: 
_ Volatiles alfo, applied externally, are very si 

hurtful.

§.8. Of ArropHy of INFANTS. 


The atrophy is a gradual wafting of the bo- 
dy, with an inflation of the belly, and generally 
a depravation of the functions. In the begin- 
ning, the limbs appear flaccid and emaciated, 
and the abdomen diftended: the breathing is 
- difficult, the body weak and weary, the belly 
- fometimes loofe and fometimes bound, the ap- 
petite irregular: cold foods are coveted molt. 
In the advanced ftate, the temples are collapfed, 
and the face ghaftly; the eye-lids fwell after 
- fleep; the ribs are protuberant; the fcapule 
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prominent like wings; the food is generally — 


_ voided half digefted; pricking pains are often’ 


felt about the umbilical region ; the urine is one 
while thick, another high coloured; the fleep 


turbulent ; and at night a flight heat, thirft, and — 


drynefs oF the mouth come on. 


This diforder is to be carefully diftinguithed 
from the flendernefs and emaciation which of- 
ten affects only fome particular part: from a 
deficiency of fat: from the rickets, in which 
fome parts wafte, but the limbs are fwel- 
led, contracted, and diftorted: from fymptoma- 


tic emaciations, following fevers, the fmall pox, 


meafles, diarrhoea, or occafioned by worms : 
and 
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‘Supple- and from leannefs brought on by want of 


‘ment.

Cr diffeGting children who have died of an 
atrophy, the mefenteric glands are generally 
found {welled, {cirrhous, or ulcerated: the liver 
and f{pleen alfo are rarely without fome obftruc- 
tion or fwelling: the mufcles, particularly thofe 
of the abdomen, extenuated to the thinnefs of 
a membrane: the inteftines much: inflated; and 
aoe of fetid fometimes:. black matter. | 


The caufe of this diforder is a deficiency of 
nutritious: matter, from an: obftrution of the - 
lacteals, or a weaknefs of digeftion and fluggifh=- 
nefs of the bile. It is frequently a confequence’ 


-of other difeafes, as the {mall pox and meafles, . 


drinking, of cold liquors, or expofure to» ex~ 
ternal cold in the night, improper foods, too’ 
fudden change of the milk for folid foods: on’ 
weaning, worms, the immoderate ufe of abforb- 
ent earthy powders, thin crufts of | which have 
fometimes been found, upon di feQtion, ad= 
hering firmly; both to the ftomach and fmall’ 
inteftines, fo as to have neceflarily obftructed» 
both the fecretion of the gaftric liquor, and’ 
the paflage of the chyle into the blood. 


Atrophies from this laft. caufe are earn 
tedious, and if the earthy matter has already 
concreted, 
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concreted, doubtful of cure; the child often 
dying before the caufe can be removed. Inve- 
terate. atrophies, where the mefentery, liver, 
fpleen, pancreas, kidneys and lungs, have be- 
come obftructed and fcirrhous, are rarely or 
never cured.. If an obftruction or fcirrhus 
change into: an ulceration, and a hettic fever 
fupervenes, diftinguifhable by flame-coloured 


urine, and) wandering heats after meals, we may 
- be certain, that death will be the event. Ifa 

diarrhoea be joined, the ftools purulent, fetid 
and bloody, and the body much emaciated, 


_ there are fcarcely any hopes of relief. Atro- 


_ phies.are often happily carried off by intermit- 


tent fevers: a return of appetite, increafe of 


the ftrength, and diminution of the {welling 


of the belly, are fymptoms of recovery. 


The cure, if the child be weaned, depends in 


_ great part on nutritious foods, as chicken or 
_ capon-broths freed from fat, and without falt ; 
_ or the finer forts of apples, with yolks of eggs 
and fugar, to which may be added, a little cin- 


-namon, mace and wine. Where the mouths 


of the lagteals, and the duéts of the meferaic 


glands, are obftructed by tenacious mucus, the 


_beft remedy is broth made from an old fowl, 
with the frefh roots of grafs, fennel, parfley, 
_ afparagus, celery, &’c. to which may be added,

Aperient falts, as folution “of crabs-eyes in 
citron-juice, and terra foliata tartari, given 
in proper dofes feveral times a-day, have fre- 
quently produced happy effeéts. For promoting 
digeftion, our temperate balfamic elixir may 
be taken with the food, efpecially where bile is 
deficient, and acid or vifcid humours prevail. 
Where gripes, pains, reftlefinefs, are joined, give 
the mineral anodye liquor, mixed with a weak. 
folution of falt of tartar. it, Aga 


In Bt Aoi an obftrution of the cu- 
taneous pores, a deficiency of perfpiration, mo- 
derately warm’baths of marfhmallow-root, fern- 
root, mallows, melilot, chamomile-flowers, Ve- 


nice-foap, and fome milk, will be of fervice.. 


Frequent bathing in the firft month contributes: 
much to prevent the difeafe. Oil of chamo= 
mile, or dill, by decoétion, with a little camphor, 
may be applied to the bell for suber Ra 
{welling. $ 


In atrophies from the immoderate ufe: of 
abforbents, give diluting infufions, with laxa-. 
tives 
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tives of manna, rhubarb, or fyrup of cichory Difeafes 
with rhubarb: the ftomach may alfo be at Infants, 
times evacuated by powder of Florentine orris- 

root given in a confiderable dofe. Purgatives 
exafperate the difeafe, and difpofe to a heétic, 
efpecially in children of great fenfibility. 


~~ §g. Of RickeETs. 


The rickets are a particular atrophy, or a 
wafting of fome parts, and immoderate increafe 
of others, ‘with an incurvation of the bones. 
They firft made their. appearnce in England, 
towards the end of the laft century, and thence 
{pread through the other northern parts of 
Europe. 


This diforder comes on about the ninth year, 

or later. Several parts of the body grow by 

degrees difproportioned, the fkin lax, the belly 

thin, and, as it were, diftended with flatulen- 
cies: the mufcles wafte, but the joints of the 

arms, hands, knees and feet, become protube- 
rant : the bones which fupport the body are in- 

firm and incurvated, as is alfo not unfrequently 

the fpine; hence a debility, and often at length 

an inability of walking. The jugular arteries 
and carotids fwell: the head is large, and the 

neck fo flaccid as {carce to fupport it without 
~ Vou. II, Kk nodding. 
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-repulfion of exanthematous humours, external. 
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nodding. The cheft is narrow, as it were flat- _ 
ted at the fides; the fternum -fharp-pointed; 
the extremities of the ribs knotty. The facul- 
ties of the mind are more forward than is ufual 
at fuch an age. In the advanced ftate, a flow 
fever accedes, with a cough, difficulty of brea- 
thing, and other fymptoms, which generally 
continue till death. 


On diffeGtion, fome have found one, and fome 
others of the vifcera, fcirrhous or corrupted. 
The moft common appearances are, a preter- 
natural hardnefs and obftruétion of the origin of 
the fpinal marrow, an extravafation of water. 
betwixt the dura and pia mater, the brain large, 
the carotid and Be find veins fmaller than the 
arteries. 


The proximate caufe of this difeafe appears to 
be an obftrution of the fpinal marrow; whence 
an emaciation of thofe parts which receive nerves. 
from thence, and an immoderate growth of 
thofe to which the paflages are free. The re- 
moter caufes are, a vifcidity-of the juices, the 


injuries from a blow, or the perverle, euftom of 
keeping the child long in the arms in firained 
pofitions. 
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Rickets, in their advanced ftate, continuing 
after the fifth year, are with difficulty cured; and 
if not removed by puberty, are fcarce ever fo: 
nor are thofe lefs obftinate which happen in the 
firft months, or arife from an hereditary difpo- 
fition: if a phthifis and hetic fever, an hydro- 
pic fwelling, an afthma or diarrhoea, fupervene, 
there are very little hopes of relicf. Rickets, 
from an ill conftitution of the air or improper 
food, following the fmall pox or cutaneous erup- 
tions, not accompanied with any confiderable 
incurvation of the bones, or inability of moving, 
yield more eafily.. 


Where the diforder arifes from vifcid juices 
_ depofited in the fpinal marrow, the cure is to be 

attempted by gentle laxatives, and, if the ftrength 
will permit, mild emetics, as a few grains of 
-‘ipecacuanha, with fugar and cinnamon-water, 
or made into an electuary with fyrup. If the 
child be greatly exhaufted, and confiderable in- 
juries of the vifcera are fufpected, abftain from 
thefe irritating medicines, and give only the ape- 
rients recommended in the preceding article. 
Refolvents and _diaphoretics, as tinéture of tar- 
tar, acrid tinure of antimony, cinnabar, and 
warm infufions, are advantageoufly interpofed. 
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The principal external remedies are,) warm 
baths impregnated with nervous plants, as mat- 
joram, lavender, ferpyllum, rofemary, chamo- 
mile, balm, &’¢. liniments of axungia, exprefled 
oil of nutmegs, each half an ounce, balfam of 
Peru one dram, oils of . rue, lavender, and 
cloves, each thirty drops; with frictions of the 
fpine and limbs: by the ufe of thefe, 1 have 


known feveral furprizingly relieved, and_at- 


length happily cured. Stays and bandages are 
alfo proper in incurvations of the f{pine.and di- 
{tortions of the limbs; but care muft be taken 
not to do violence to the part, or convert the 
difeafe into a more dangerous one. 


A proper regimen muft all along be obferved: 
the food fhould confift chiefly of thin chicken 
or veal-broths, with aperient roots end craw- 
fith ; temperate {tomachic elixirs, as the vifcee 
yal, taken at meals; the belly kept open, if -it 


does not anfwer fpontaneoufly, by mild laxatives | 


or glyfters; and gentle exercile, as riding, made 
ufe of. If an ill quality of the milk gives rife 
to, or keeps up the diforder, the medicines 
above recommended for the child thould t be gi: 
yen in larger dofes to the nurfe. 


§ 10, 
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10. Of Worms. | 


Though no period of life is exempted from 
worms, they are neverthelefs moft familiar to 
children, from the time of weaning to the four- 
teenth year. They are divided into three prin- 


cipal kinds: Firft, Round, of various magni- 


tudes, fcearce a aati léngth, lodged chiefly in 
the upper {mall inteftines, from whence fome- 
times they arife into the ftomach, and are 
thrown up by vomiting, fometimes corrode the 
inteftine and penetrate into the cavity of the ab- 
domen. ‘Secondly, The. broad or tape-worms, 
of great length, commonly fome, feet: in a- 


dults they have been found no lefs than forty 


rect long. Thefe-génerally occupy the whole 
inteftinal tube, but principally the iliam: they 
are. often found without a head or tail, as they 
come. away, not entire, but in pieces, like gourd 
or cucumber- feeds, which feem to be only the 
thick middle part of the worm, remaining after 
the putrefaction of the lateral membranous ap- 
pendages.

rectum, uneafy ticklings, erofions, and an almoft 
conftant tenefmus.

Worms are often accompanied with putrid, 


anomalous, flow fevers, réfembling quotidians ; — | 
and often accede to other difeafes, as the fmall . _ 
Pre and meafles, aggravate the fymptoms, de- »

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prefs:the ftrength, and render the: diagnoftics, 
. prognoftics, and method of cure, very intricate. 


Worms are produced in the body from the 
eggs of infects taken with the food: hence in- 
fants are never feized with them fo long as they 
live only on the breaft. A debility of the fo- 


lids, and a redundance of fluggifh, vifcid, cor- 
-ruptible humours, contribute to their produc- 


tion: hence their greateft frequency to chil- 
dren, females, perfons of a fedentary life, accu- 
ftomed to grofs foods, and in wet autumns. 


Round worms’ of variegated colours are ge- 


nerally the worft, being apt to arife to the fto- 
mach; and by pricking and fometimes perfora- 
ting its orifices, occafion epilepfies, convulfions, 
fuffocatory diforders;;and even fudden ‘death. 
The broad worms: bring. on long illneffes, and 
fometimes prove mortal before they are known. 
The afcarides are the leatt dangerous, the large 
inteftines having the leait fenfrbility. © The fymp- 
toms from worins are gencrally exafperated a- 
bout noon and in the evening; the inteftines 


‘being at thofe times moft empty of food for 
them. The voiding of dead worms, unlefs from: 


medicines, is a mark of a high degree of. putre- 
faction, and portends great danger.

There is fcarce any difeafe:in which medi- 
cines of fuch different quantities are recom- 
mended as againft worms. Firft, Acids, as the 
juices of oranges, lemons, currants, barberries,

Rhenifh wine, and vinegar : thefe are of good 
fervice where febrile fymptoms are joined, as. 
they abate heat, and prevent putrefaction. . Se- 
condly, Bitters, as wormwood, lefler centaury, 
feordium, buckbean, rue, and more particularly 
the purgative bitters, aloes, rhubarb, colocynth. 
Though fubftances of this, kind are not fpeci- 
fically deftrudtive of worms, thefe infeés: being 
generated, not only in aloes and rhubarb, but 
fometimes, in the gall-bladder, itfelf; they are 
neverthelefs very beneficial, partly by corre@ting) — 
the crude vifcid matter by which they are fup- 
ported, ftimulating the inteftines, and promo- 
ting the expulfion of the worms along with the 
corrupted humours ; and partly by increafing the 
activity of the bile, a deficiency of which is of+ — 
ten one of the immediate ;caufes of worms. 
Thirdly, Oils, in the experiments of Rhedi, were 
found pernicious to different kinds of infeé&s ; 
but it does not from thence follow, that they —

ciple. In violent fymptoms from worms, | have 
often given fome fpoonfuls of oil of almonds at 
bed-time, for relaxing fpafmodic ftrictures of 
the inteftines, and enabling them to bear in the 
morning fome fmart :purgative with mercurius 
dulcis : this method has been attended with re- 
- markable fuccefs. Fourthly, Saline fubftan- 
ces, as folutions of Glauber’s falt’ and the fal 
catharticus amarus, are chiefly recommended: 
againft the tape-worms, which ‘fearcely yield to 
other purgatives. In thefe cafes, fea-water 
is alfo ferviceable, and the Pyrmont-waters 
have given relief as by a charm. © Fifthly, 
If any diforder admits of {pecifics, it is worms. 
Such, particularly, are aflafetida, opopanax, fa- 
gapenum and myrrh; tanfy, fcordium and 
wormwood; garlicand onions; bitter almonds; 
feeds of fantonicum, cajeput and others. The 
medicines above recommended will rarely, with- 
out a due admixture of thefe, have any falutary 
effet. Sixthly, There is another, not lefs eff- 
cacious {pecific, from the mineral kingdom, 
quickfilver. The preparations commonly em- 
ployed with this intention are, mercurius dulcis

bile abounds in the duodenum: in fuch cafes, 

I have known not only the fymptoms aggrava- 
ted by thofe medicines, but lkewife an inflam- 
mation of the inteftines brought on.

c. CALCULUS. 


A fuppreffion of urine is not unfrequently oc- 


cafioned by a ftone in the bladder; the marks — 


of which are, the child often fcratching the ge- 
nitals with his fingers, the urine being not only 
voided in drops and with pain, but depofiting 
fabulous particles on ftanding. If thefe figns 
are infufficient, the introduction of a catheter 
will determine with certainty. 


Emollient glyfters are here alfo of fervice. 
Internally give Fernelius’s decoction of marfh- 
mallows with Venice foap, and oil of almonds, 
with fome drops of the mineral anodyne liquor 
in a warm decoétion of barley or oats: the 
{fpafms of the parts being by thefe means relax-

d. ASTHMA and CoucH. 


Afthma and hooping coughs are frequently — 
epidemic among children, from an ill conftitu- 
tion of the air, fudden changes of weather, and 
an obftruction of perfpiration. -They often ac- 
company difficult dentition, from the nerves 
fubfervient to perfpiration being affected by 
confent. Not unfrequently they fucceed vario- 
lous and morbillous cafes improperly treated, or 
where the alvine or cuticular excretions have 


not been duly promoted; as alfo eryfipelatous 
or other eruptions repelled into the habit. An 


inflation of the {tomach from ftagnant milk is | 
likewife produdtive of thefe diforders, by im- 
peding the defcent of the diaphragm: in which 
cafe, vomiting, whether fpontaneous or excited 
by art, generally relieves both afthmas and 
coughs. | i, fale bet

he principal medicines are, abforbent pow- 
ders, with Florentine orris-root, fparmaceti and 
fugar- 
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fugar-candy; a balfamic elixir, compofed of 
tincture of tartar, eflences of myrrh, faffron, 
nutmegs and orange-peel, and fpirit of fal am- 
moniac; or, in dry fubjects, a pectoral elixir, 
made of extract of faffron four grains, veronica 
and hyflop-waters, each half an ounce, and fy- 
-rup of white poppies two drams : to which may 
be fubjoined and interpofed, particularly in cold 
moift weather, warm infufions of peétoral 
herbs. 


In obftinate dry coughs, from acrid lymph ir- 
ritating the larynx, emollients fhould be joined, 
as fpermaceti, diflolved in broth, or made into 
an eleCtuary with oil of almonds, fugar-candy, 
fyrup of marfhmallows, and fome drops of oil 
of anife-feed.. Where an emetic is indicated; a 
quarter or half a grain of emetic tartar may be 
given in a folution of manna, or powder of ipe- 
- cacuanha in fome warm water {weetened with 
fyrup: it will be proper alfo to unload the in- 
~ teftines by carminative and emollient glyfters. 


If the diforder arifes from the repulfion of ex- 


anthematous humours, the cure is to be effect- 
ed ‘by diaphoretics, mild blifters on the neck, 
and liniments of axungia and vinous fpirit of 
fal ammoniac.

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e. ERUPTIONS. 


Cutaneous eruptions of. different kinds, a- 
chores, vari, tinea, runnings of the ears and 
eyes, arife chiefly from voracity, corruption of 
the milk, and obftruction of perfpiration. For 


the cure of thefe, and of catarrhous diforders in — 


general, the nurfe fhould take infufions of li- 
quorice, faffafras and fennel-feed; Crato’s pills 
of amber, with or without mercurius dulcis; 
and the pectoral elixir above defcribed: the 


child, powders of diaphoretic antimony, crabs=_ 


eyes, Florentine orris-root, lac fulphuris, a little 
faffron and oil of anife-feed;.and laxatives ‘of 
mercurius dulcis, rhubarb and manna, Swel- 
lings of the parotids, befides internal refolvents, 
require plafters of diachylon with camphor: if 


the tumour does not yield to thefe, it muft be 


fuppurated by emollient cataplafms. 


f- VomiTINnG and Hiccup. 


Thefe proceed generally from crudities in the 
ftomach : if from a redundance of milk, they 
are void of danger, vomiting being the proper 
cure: if from a corruption of it, they are apt to 
bring on convulfions and epilepfies, which not 
wnfrequently terminate in death.

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The general indications of cure in either cafe 
aré obvious ; namely, a diminution of the*milk, 
if its quantity, and the promotion of its excre- 
tion, both in the nurfe and child, if its ‘quality 
offends. ‘The medicines particularly adapted to 
this difeafe are, fyrup‘of mint or betony, with 
fome drops of oil of mace or of the mineral

hb. DIaARRHOEA. 


A diarrhoea, or frequent loofe ftools of vari- 


ous colours, fmells, and confiftencies, is very 
conimon to infants, from paflions or improper 


regimen of the nurfe, ob{ftruction of perfpira- 
tion, indigeftion, from fymptomatic f{pafms of. 
the inteftines, as in difficult dentition, or a de- 


bility of them in atrophies and paifies. — 


The flux fhould not be foon {ftopped, unlefs | 
reftleffnefs, watchfulnefs, wafting, or other fymp- — 


toms, fhow that the child is unable to fupport it. 
In that cafe, if the fource of the difeafe be from 
the nurfe, fhe fhould be changed; and _ ptifan 
with juice of quinces, or chicken-broth with rice 


and millet, ufed for drink. To the child may — 


be given powders of bole-armenic, crabs-eyes, 
and fome grains of cafcarilla; with amber and 
a little theriaca, as the circumftances require.
